Randy Hawkins (Suz) posted the overall 
win in round eight of the AMA National 
Championship Enduro Series in New 
Waverly, Texas, September 5. Kelby 
Pepper (KTM) was the runner-up, while 
Steve Hatch (Suz), Kevin Hines (Hus) 
and Matt Stavish (KTM) rounded out 
the top five. With one round remaining 
in the series, Hawkins leads Hatch by 11 
points, but each rider still has to throw 
out their two worst results. With their 
two “throw-out rides” taken into 
account, Hawkins leads Hatch by five 
points. 


Californian Ronnie Correy suffered sev- 
eral crushed vertebrae when he and 
teammate Kenneth Lindby collided dur- 
ing a Swedish League race in Stockholm. 
Correy was operated on in Stockholm’s 
South Hospital on September 3 and steel 
pins were inserted along his spine. 
Doctors say it will be at least a year 
before Correy can even begin thinking 
about riding again. His injuries are simi- 
lar to those suffered by 1991 World 
Champion Jan Pedersen in May 1992. 
Pedersen has not ridden since. The meet 
was called off after Correy and Lindby 
crashed. Lindby suffered broken bones 
in his hand. Correy will stay in the 
Swedish hospital for at least two weeks 
before he can travel back to the home he 
maintains in England during the racing 
season. 


AMA 250cc Grand Prix National 
Champion Jimmy Filice will ride a fac- 
tory-backed Lucky Strike Suzuki 
RGv250 in the 250cc U.S. GP on Sunday, 
April 12. Filice was originally slated to 
ride his Wayne Rainey Racing/Otsuka 
Electronics-backed Yamaha TZ250 in the 
Grand Prix. 


Kazuto Sakata, Dirk Raudies' rival for 
the World Championship 125cc Road 
Race Series crown, will become the first 
Japanese rider to ride for a works 
European team next year after signing a 
contract with the Italian manufacturer 
Aprilia for 1994. He signed on the dotted 
line the morning of the Italian GP on 
September 5. Sakata will ride a factory 
bike fielded by Team Semprucci, with an 
as-yet-unnamed sponsor. The second 
rider could be Spaniard Herri 
Torrontegui, who rides the Semprucci 
Aprilia this year, fitted with a '92 works 
engine; also under consideration is cur- 
rent Honda rider Fausto Gresini. 


Honda may be close to putting a spon- 
sorship package together to replace 
Rothmans, as Cabin cigarettes is the 
favorite to take over the works HRC- 
supplied 500 and 250cc Grand Prix 
teams. This follows much speculation 
about the replacement for the long-time 
HRC road race sponsor. Other potential 
sponsors that have been mentioned are 
Camel, Canon and Fosters Lager. The 
Cabin brand, part of the Japan Tobacco 
Industry national monopoly, sponsored 
a works Honda in 1989, but it was an ill- 
fated exercise, with rider Bubba Shobert 
suffering career-ending head injuries in 
an accident at the U.S. GP. His place was 
taken by Rob McElnea, without conspic- 
uous success; then a domestic Japanese 
corruption scandal concerning highly 
placed Cabin staff caused a major upset 
before the year was out. 


Australian Michael Doohan seems set to 
stay with Honda for 1994, no matter 
what happens with their sponsorship 
crisis. "I spoke to them at (Suzuka) 
Eight Hour, and basically I've signed," 
he said at the Italian GP. Meanwhile, the 
Australian rider was already working on 
development for the 1994 season, to 
make up for the fact that he will miss 
much of the winter testing season having 
surgery to straighten his right leg, which 








is bent below the knee as a result of 
over-enthusiastic physiotherapy last 
year following his crash at the Dutch GP 
in June. He also hopes additional 
surgery will restore lost movement in his 
ankle. "I am speaking to Dr. (Claudio) 
Costa here, to another surgeon in the 
U.S., and to somebody else in Britain. 
There are various possible methods, and 
I have to decide which one to have. I'll 
have the operation straight after the last 
race at Jarama, and I should be able to 
ride again by the end of December," 
Doohan said. "I will probably only miss 
one test session." Doohan's brother, 
Australian Superbike Ducati rider Scott, 
was still along for the ride at the Italian 
GP, and the pair visited the Ducati facto- 
ry en route to Misano, picking up some 
parts for his Australian bike. 


Australian Daryl Beattie is also likely to 
stay with Honda, but has not signed yet. 
“I have spoken to them, but it's the usual 
thing - nothing final. I suppose they're 
waiting to tie up their sponsorship deal. 
I'd have to consider other offers, but I'm 
not expecting any. The other teams seem 
to be basically settled." 


All of the talk in Italy about teams being 
secure was prior to Wayne Rainey's 
crash, which now throws open the 
whole question of the future of Team 
Marlboro Roberts. A day before his acci- 
dent, Rainey had confirmed that he 
would stay with the team for 1994; while 
contrary to earlier opinions Luca 
Cadalora also seemed likely to stay with 
the team, following his late-season suc- 
cess. The only uncertainty was when or 
if Kenny Roberts would reach agree- 
ment with Yamaha. "I'm happy with the 
team, and Luca is now doing well like he 
could have done all year if the bike had 
been right." Did that mean he would 
stay? "It only means I'm happy right 
now," Roberts insisted. Nevertheless, it 
seems highly unlikely that Roberts will 
quit Yamaha after some 20 years of asso- 
ciation, though he will use every means 
at his disposal to push Yamaha into a 
greater technical commitment than they 
have shown this year. 


One rumor in Italy was that Yamaha 
would quit the 250cc class next year to 
concentrate more efforts in the 500cc 
class. This was firmly denied by Telkor, 

of the Valesi team running the 
works TZM250s this year for Tetsuya 
Harada and Pier-Francesco Chili. "We 
have a contract with them for next year," 
said spokesman Steve Cooke. 


Aprilia arrived at Misano with the facto- 
ry 250s of Loris Reggiani and Jean- 
Philippe Ruggia in the colors of their 
new 1994 sponsors Chesterfield. Well, 
not exactly colors: the bikes were pre- 
dominately black, completely different 
from the yellow, red and white of Jean- 
Michel Bayle's Chesterfield-backed 
Team de Radigues Aprilia. "We have 
been having discussions for such a long 
time that when we finally reached agree- 
ment for 1994 we said why not begin 
immediately for the last three races of 
'93?" said Aprilia race team manager 
Carlo Pernat, who had until now firmly 
denied any Chesterfield link. 


The Aprilia deal is for the existing two 
riders Loris Reggiani and Jean-Philippe 
Ruggia, but Carlo Pernat did not rule 
out the possibility of a third rider. "If so, 
we will look for a young rider - possibly 
Alex Gramigni (who won the 125 title 
for Aprilia last year), or Max Biaggi 
(who won his first GP last year on an 
Aprilia, but deserted them for Honda 
this year).” Asked whether Chesterfield 
would continue to back former 
motocross hero Jean-Michel Bayle, he 
said: "That is not our business. We are 








1994 Supercross dates announced 


T he AMA has announced the schedule for the 15-race 1994 AMA Camel Supercross 
Series. 


Included in the series will be one first-time venue, the Metrodome in 
Minneapolis. The site, home of NFL’s Minnesota Vikings, will stage round 11 of the 


series on April 16. 


Team Honda’s Jeremy McGrath, who won a record 10 events this year, will begin 
defending his title on January 15 at the Citrus Bowl in Orlando, Florida. The series will 
visit nine states and conclude on June 11 at the Los Angeles Coliseum. 

For the first time since 1977, the Seattle Kingdome will not host a round of the pres- 
tigious series. Scheduling conflicts made it impractical to hold a Kingdome event in 
1994, though organizers hope to return the series to the Pacific Northwest in 1995. 

The series will feature one less round than it did irt 1993, as only one round will be 
held in Pontiac, Michigan's Silverdome, traditionally the host of a Saturday-Sunday 


doubleheader.

dealing with Chesterfield Italy, but his 
team is different. But we would have no 
problem in supplying him with a bike, 
because he has had some good results 
this year.” 


Revenge can be sweet - but all the same 
nobody would suggest that Australian 
Cagiva rider Mat Mladin had deliberate- 
ly T-boned new part-time teammate 
John Kocinski during Saturday morn- 
ing’s untimed practice session for the 
Italian GP. The American, in only his 
second race for the Italian squad, was 
again using both of Mladin’s bikes while 
the team ‘regular was riding the same 
bike that expired on him in the warm-up 
lap of the Czech Republic GP. Kocinski 
pulled out of the pits and was negotiat- 
ing the first turn when Mladin, on a fast 
lap, ran into him. Team boss Giacomo 
Agostini later blamed Mladin, saying it 
is the duty of the overtaking rider to find 
a safe way past; Mladin was less sure, 
feeling that a rider on a slow lap should 
not be on the racing line. 


Gilera have had the plug pulled on their 
racing effort even before finishing their 
second season. Piaggio, their giant hold- 
ing company, announced at the Italian 
GP that this would be the team's last 
race, and that they did not intend to 
complete the season. A statement com- 
pared the high cost of Grand Prix racing 
compared with the small returns, partic- 
ularly in view of the reduced Italian TV 
coverage of the class. The Arcore firm 
also lost two mechanics in a fatal car 
crash before the Czech Republic GP two 
weeks ago. Riders Alex Gramigni and 
Paolo Casoli are not the only ones left 
without a job. Tuner Harald Bartol was 
also expecting to continue working with 
the team next year. But Piaggio may 
have to pay compensation to racing for 
their premature decision. IRTA issued a 
statement reminding them that they 
have a contract to continue for the full 
season, or to put up a replacement team; 
and there was a clear threat of legal 
action against the giant industrial com- 
bine, most famous for Vespa scooters. 


Team Marlboro Pileri rider Loris 
Capirossi succeeded in breaking four 
world records in his trip to the 7.81-mile 
Nardo test circuit near Bari, Italy, on a 
modified Honda NR750. He ran a flying 





kilometer (.62-of-a-mile) at 299.825km/h 
(185.891 mph), a flying mile at 
299.788km/h (185.868 mph), a standing- 
start mile at 221.219km/h (137.155 mph) 
and 10km (6.2 miles) with a standing 
start at 283.551km/h (175.801 mph). 


The first visit to Misano Adriatico circuit 
for two years found the weather as 
unpredictable as ever, with light rain 
spoiling the second day of practice; the 
new garages much too few in number 
and still without any doors; and the cir- 
cuit lengthened to 2.48 miles to comply 
with minimum length for the first time. 
The quote of the weekend came from 
Helmut Bradl, concerning the extra 
loop. “To make a brand new piece of 
race track that bumpy is almost a piece 
of art," the German Honda rider said. 
Most riders had taken part in IRTA tests 
there when the new loop was widely 
criticized for being very slippery. Since 
then part of the track had been sand- 
blasted, and now it was said to be ridicu- 
lously slippery only off the racing line. 
Kevin Schwantz reported a curious 
result. "The tires that worked in the test 
(he was fastest) don't work now. With 
them, the sandblasted sections seem 
more slip than the surface as it was 
before, and the tire hooks up better 
when you run off the bit that was 
cleaned." 


While the Marlboro Yamaha team is the 
only factory 500cc GP road race team 
using Dunlop tires, Dunlop also backs a 
separate test team (the first in GP road 
racing) with Randy Mamola recruited to 
test without any direct racing involve- 
ment. Now rival teams believe team 
owner Kenny Roberts has used the test 
team to circumvent IRTA regulations 
designed to prevent teams from testing 
on tracks prior to races there. It was 
widely suspected that the Wayne 
Rainey /Luca Cadalora one-two at the 
last race at Brno was the result of pre- 
race tests at the difficult circuit by 
Dunlop. Not so, insisted Dunlop supre- 
mo Jeremy Ferguson. "We did not test 
there at all." However, he admitted that 
Mamola had tested at Misano (Italy) as 
well as at Montmelo (Spain), which was 
the last track where Rainey won before 
Brno. 


Yamaha France, a presence in GP road 








racing for almost 20 years, have threat- 
ened to pull out in 1994, blaming a lack 
of French talent and a consequent lack of 
French finance. The firm is the descen- 
dant of Sonauto Yamaha, who backed 
Christian Sarron to his 250cc World title, 
and before that Patrick Pons, among 
others. The team lost their long-standing 
Gauloises backing as a result of French 
government restrictions on cigarette 
advertising, but were able to continue 
because of a scheme whereby the gov- 
ernment compensated those who had 
lost as a result of the new rules. 
However a lack of French road racing 
talent meant that the team was forced to 
look elsewhere, and signed Freddie 
Spencer this year. As a result, chief coor- 
dinator Sarron said it was very difficult 
to secure the money for this year, and it 
would be harder still next year. The team 
has Bernard Garcia and Jose Kuhn on 
strength, both of whom are French, but 
neither is considered fast enough. It is 
thought that the threat is part of a cam- 
paign to try and secure the services of 
Jean-Michel Bayle. 


The long-awaited 500cc V-twin from 
Bimota was still long-awaited after this 
year’s Italian GP. The factory had 
hoped to debut the machine as a wild 
card, but the plan came to nothing. The 
V-twin has been undergoing tests for 
more than two years, and has in fact 
been racing in the National 
Championships this year. 


Dirk Raudies, who is currently leading 
the World Championship 125cc Road 
Race Series, has been offered sponsorship 
by HB. But the little German remembers 
well how the tobacco giant dropped him 
at the end of 1990, leaving him to found 
his own independent team. Now he is 
stringing them along, having also 
received offers of backing from two other 
German sources as well as from Spain. 
“Whatever happens I want to continue to 
run my own team, not to join a major 
sponsored team,” he said. 


American Suzuki has announced details 
of the 1994 Suzuki RM Contingency 
Program. Suzuki's total posted MX con- 





tingency will reach an unprecedented 
$3,375,025 for the ‘94 race season. 
Changes to the program include double 
payouts to winners of AMA National 
Championship MX Series races, which 
have been changed from a two-moto for- 
mat to a supercross-style single-moto 
format. The total number of events for 
which Suzuki RM contingency prizes 
have been posted remains constant at 
287 events. The AMA 125/250cc 
Nationals lead the list with $604,500 
being posted for those races. Next is the 
AMA Supercross Series at $523,125, fol- 
lowed by the New England Sports 
Committee (NESC) Championship 
Series at $262,000, the GFI North-South 
Showdown at $252,300 and the CMC 
Golden State Nationals at $170,000. All 
told, the 287 events at which contin- 
gency prizes are available are either part 
of 32 separate series or one-event cham- 
pionships. 


Suzuki also has announced the continua- 
tion of the Good Scholar contingency 
program for 1994, This revolutionary 
contingency program allows any 1994 
RM purchaser to receive a $500 savings 
bond good for their college education if 
they do the following: purchase a new 
‘94 RM80, 125 or 250 from an authorized 
Suzuki dealership, complete and send 
application form to Suzuki, compete in 
five MX events, maintain a 3.0 (B) or bet- 
ter grade point average, and supply 
Suzuki with the official transcript prior 
to July 15, 1994. To date, Suzuki has paid 
nearly 200 Good Scholar recipients for 
the ‘93 school year/race season. 


Camel Honda’s Mike Smith will race a 
Camel-backed Honda NSR500 in the 
final three rounds of the All-Japan Road 
Racing Championships, according to 
Camel Honda. team owner Martin 
Adams. Smith will ride on the Scuderia 
Okumura-owned team that backed 
Daryl Beattie in last year’s All-Japan 
500cc class, but the team will feature 
Camel sponsorship. “It’s a joint venture 
to encourage R.J.R. (R.J. Reynolds 
Tobacco) Japan to join with Scuderia 
Okumura in the hopes that we could do 
the same for next year’s Suzuka 8- 








Rainey badly injured in Italian GP 


hree-time World Champion Wayne Rainey 
T (right) suffered serious back injuries in the 
Italian Grand Prix on September 5, and was 
flown to a hospital from the Misano circuit in dan- 
ger of permanent paralysis of the lower part of his 


body. 


At press time on Tuesday, September 7, Rainey 
had been upgraded to stable condition and has been 
taken out of the intensive care unit at a hospital in 
Cesena, Italy. According to a press release issued by 
Marlboro on September 7, the Monterey, California, 
resident has damaged his thoracic vertebrae, caus- 
ing paralysis from the middle of the chest down. 
Rainey also suffered a punctured lung in the acci- 


dent. 


The crash occurred on the 10th lap of the 29-lap 


race, when Rainey was leading. He fell alone at the 
first corner, and slid with the bike into the gravel trap. Although conscious, he was said 


to be unable to move his legs. 


He received emergency treatment at trackside, and was flown to a hospital in 
Cesena near Bologna. Marlboro Yamaha team owner Kenny Roberts went to the hospi- 
tal with Rainey. Rainey’s wife Shae, who was at home in Monterey, California, flew to 
Italy as soon as possible, along with Rainey’s parents and his manager Gary Howard. 

According to a press release issued by Marlboro, Rainey is expected to remain in 
Italy until the weekend of September 11-12 and then will be flown to a hospital in 


California. 


Rainey, who turns 33 next month, has won 24 GPs in a Grand Prix career that began 
in the 500cc class in 1988, after he had claimed two AMA Superbike National 
Championships. He was second in the World Championship in 1989, but seized control 
in 1990 to win it for the next three straight years. 

He had just taken the points lead again this year at the last race at Brno, from Kevin 
Schwantz, who regained the lead by finishing third in Italy.

According to sources close to the team, 
there is a good chance that Dutchman 
Racing will compete in the 1994 
AMA/CCS Endurance Challenge Series 
on Ducatis. Apparently Ducati is eager 
to show the durability of their 888 V- 
twins and feel the 90-minute endurance 
races would do just that. The team is 
likely to consist of Ray Yoder and Pascal 
Picotte. 


Kiwi Darryl King was slated to ride a. 


Husaberg in an international MX in Italy 
on September 5, and is considering rac- 
ing the thumper when he represents 
New Zealand at the MX des Nations in 
Austria, September 12. The bike is pre- 
pared by the Italian Vertamati brothers, 
who prepped the bikes of Joel Smets, 
who finished sixth in the World 
Championship 500cc MX Series this 
year. “We are interested in signing a sec- 
ond top rider to race alongside Smets, 
because it is too risky to have a team 
with only one rider,” Guido Vertamati 
said. “We have been lucky this year, but 
it only takes one injury to destroy an 
entire season.” Vertamati also confirmed 
that Smets had been offered a new con- 
tract for next year. 


Belgian Jacky Martens is the seventh 
rider to win a 500cc MX World 
Championship on a Husqvarna, though 
he is the first to do so since the marque 
was purchased by Cagiva. Other 
Husqvarna-mounted world champs in 
the big-bore division included Swedes 
Bill Nilsson (1960), Rolf Tibblin (1962- 
'63) and Bengt Aberg (1969-70), and 
Finn Heiki Mikkola (1974). Martens is 
the first rider to win the 500cc World 
Champion on a non-Japanese machine 
since Mikkola. 


The Ontario Flat Track Championship 
Half Mile which was scheduled to run 
at the Hiawatha Horse Park in Sarnia, 
Ontario, Canada, on August 29 was 
rained out. It has been rescheduled for 
Sunday, September 12. Practice begins at 
11:30 a.m. and racing starts at 3 p.m. For 
more information, call 519/892-3604. 


Kevin Austin, owner of the custom hel- 
met painting firm Hammerhead 
Graphics, suffered a broken left wrist 
while riding at the firm’s private track in 
Yadkinville, North Carolina, on August 
30. According to Austin, the crash 
occured on the same set of double jumps 
where Hammerhead’s Jeff Shore broke 
his right collarbone on July 29. 


Noted motorcycle journalist Roger Hull 
has donated his first motorcycle, a 1960 
Harley-Davidson FLH, to the Motorcycle 
Heritage Museum, which is located at 
the AMA headquarters in Westerville, 
Ohio. Hull also donated a selection of his 
personal motorcycle memorabilia to the 
museum. One of the co-founders of 
Road Rider magazine, Hull also served 
as an editor of that publication for many 
years, and often wrote of his travels 
aboard the ‘60 Harley, which he nick- 
named “Houndawg.” 


Jeff Stanton, the multi-time Supercross 
and 250cc National MX Champion, said 
after the final round of the AMA 
National Championship 500cc MX Series 
at Steel City Raceway in Delmont, 
Pennsylvania, that he’s going to take it 
easy during the off-season. “I rode too 
many races last year in Europe and 1 just 
got burned out this year,” said Stanton. 





“This year I'm just going to the Bercy 
(Paris, France) Supercross and the Tokyo 
Supercross, and probably some other 
races in Japan while we're testing. But 
basically I’m going to take some time 
off." Stanton recently signed a one-year 
contract with Honda. 


Donny Schmit, who finished second 
place to South African Greg Albertyn in 
the World Championship 250cc MX 
Series, says he plans on returning to 
Europe next year and hopes to take back 
the 250cc World Championship. "I just 
had a lot of bad luck and injuries this 
year," said Schmit at the Steel City 
National MX. "It looks like I'll again be 
with the Chesterfeild Yamaha Team next 
year. Apparently, Albertyn was hoping 
to come here (U.S.) next year but 
couldn't get the support he needed here, 
so he'll return to defend his title." 
Following the World Championship 
250cc MX Series which concluded three 
weeks ago, Schmit has been competing 
in the last three rounds of the AMA 
National Championship 125cc MX 
Series, but without much luck. ^I've had 
a good time here and I've learned a lot," 
said Schmit, who hails from 
Bloomington, Minnesota. Schmit also 
plans to marry long-time girlfriend 
Carrie Carlson in Anoka, Minnesota, 
September 18. 


Scott Summers, the defending AMA 
Grand National Cross Crountry 
Champion, suffered a shoulder injury 
resulting from a crash while doing sus- 
pension testing near his home in 
Petersburg, Kentucky. “It was a freak 
accident,” said Summers. “We were test- 
ing the suspension on my bike over 
some rocks, when this one rock flew off 
the front tire and nailed the back tire. 
The next thing I knew I was flying over 
the bars and landed right on my shoul- 
der. I tore ligaments that holds the clavi- 
cle (collarbone) to the shoulder. The doc- 
tors say that recovery time will be at 
least six weeks. If that’s the case, then 
that’s it for me this year. I just can’t 
believe it!” 


Jeff Russell, the 1991 AMA National 
Enduro Champion, was forced to sit out 
the September 5 round of the National 
Enduro Series in New Waverly, Texas. 
Russell had hoped to compete after 
breaking his collarbone at the last round 
in Lansing, Michigan, August 8. The 
injury hadn’t healed enough for Russell 
to compete. 


While scheduling conflicts were the offi- 
cial reason given by the AMA for the 
exclusion of the Seattle Kingdome 
round from the 1994 Camel Supercross 
Series, it is also widely known that the 
1993 event was nearly canceled due to a 
new King County (Washington) ordi- 
nance against cigarette advertising. This 
may have been a contributing factor to 
the decision, as R.J. Reynolds Tobacco 
Co. is the series’ title sponsor. 


Jeff Creager suffered a severed spinal 
cord in his racing accident at the Old 
Timer National MX in Fernley, Nevada, 
September 5. Creager crashed in the first 
moto of the Masters Class and is current- 
ly recuperating at the Washoe Medical 
Center, 79 Pringle Way, Reno, NV 89520.

Resweber bikes 


After reading the letter from Al Knapp 
(September 1 issue) about someone try- 
ing to sell a Carroll Resweber KR, I got 
the impression that he thinks that the 
only KRs that Carroll rode were Ralph 
Berndt's. This was not the case at all. 

The first major race that Carroll won 
was the DuQuoin Mile as an Amateur 
class rider on a KR belonging to Charlie 
and Bob McKinzie of Corpus Christi, 
Texas. This is when the rest of the world 
found out what we had known for a 
long time, that Resweber was a very 
good rider. 

I saw him race at Sugarland in 
Houston on a WR. He was last off the 
line, passed some of the riders on the 
outside, some of them in the middle of 
the turn and the rest of them on the out- 
side and came out leading the race. He 
was last off the line because he was rid- 
ing a handshift model and the rest of 
them were riding footshift bikes. 

Everett Brashear used to come back 
to Sugarland after winning Nationals 
and he would give his old tires to 
Carroll, who was called "Mooch" 
because he was very poor and could not 
afford tires or anything else. 

One time, Tommy Byars of 
Beaumont, Texas, loaned one of the first 
six KRs built to Carroll and he shocked 
all of the Experts. Later, Brashear bor- 
rowed the KR to go race in Mississippi 
and he sold the bike there. This could 
very well be the bike that is now for 
sale.

600 vs. 883 


When my son, now 16, started racing 
dirt track at age seven, I saw a resur- 
gence taking place in the sport. This is 
his first year as a Pro-Am rider, and, like 
every young rider, his goal has always 
been to become a nationally ranked 
expert. I feel that if the 600cc class is 
eliminated, the AMA will have shot 
itself in the foot, and my son's goal, 
along with the sport of dirt track, will 
effectively die. 

I was extremely skeptical when the 
AMA announced the 883 class, as I 
viewed it as a way to push out the 600s. 
My skepticism proved correct at the 
Milwaukee Mile fiasco that put several 
top-caliber riders in the hospital. The 
relationship that Harley-Davidson has 
in the AMA, driving all non-Harleys 
away from competition (e.g. Honda and 
Rotax) is contradictory to the AMA 
charter and an injustice to its competi- 
tion members. 

If we are forced out of the 600cc class, 
we will switch to motocross or road rac- 
ing (or both) to fill the void Harley 
"AMA" Davidson handed us. We will 
never compete on an 883 or an XR750; 
the former is unsuitable, dangerous and 
slow, and the latter is cost prohibitive. 
The 600cc class is by far the most pro- 
ductive, cost effective, and exciting 
class, both to spectate and to compete in.

Cadalora takes disastrous Italian GP

MISANO, ITALY, SEPT. 5 
he jinx of Misano struck again at 
T the Italian Grand Prix. 

Kevin Schwantz appears to have 
won his first long-awaited World 
Championship. But instead of rejoicing, 
there was shock, dismay, and despair. 

This tragic triumph came because his 
only rival, points leader Wayne Rainey, 
suffered a catastrophic crash that not 
only finished his season, but may have 
ended his career. 

The race was won by home hero 
Luca Cadalora, but while the Marlboro 
Roberts Yamaha rider held off first 
Schwantz’s Lucky Strike Suzuki and 
then Michael Doohan’s Rothmans 
Honda, Rainey was being helicoptered 
to a hospital in Cesena with serious back 
injuries. 

The incident took the gloss off a fine 
day’s racing, with Cadalora taking his 
second 500cc GP win in front of a rap- 
turous crowd estimated at 40,000, and 
Doohan less than half-a-second adrift 
after a desperate last lap saw both riders 
come close to crashing. Schwantz had 
by then dropped eight seconds behind 
after leading in the middle part of the 





race, slowed by backmarkers and by 
visor problems in the last laps. 

Cagiva-mounted John Kocinski was 
another eight seconds away in fourth, 
with Lucky Strike Suzuki's Alex Barros 
fending off Marlboro Honda Pons' Alex 
Criville to take fifth after a desperate 
fairing-bashing last lap. Rothmans 
Honda's Daryl Beattie was less than a 
tenth behind after being in close compa- 
ny all race long. 

Freddie Spencer, in a second race 
since his Brno comeback, switched to a 
Roc chassis for his works Yamaha 
France machine and fought the pain bar- 
rier to finish 14th, scoring his first World 
Championship points since 1989. 

Earlier, crashes also played their part 
in the 250cc class, setting the title battle 
alight with just two races left. 

Title leader Tetsuya Harada tumbled 
unhurt from his Telkor-Valesi Yamaha 
while disputing the lead with race win- 
ner Jean-Phillipe Ruggia on the 
Chesterfield Aprilia. Harada tried to 
remount, but was prevented from 
rejoining by zealous marshals. 

Pole qualifier Max Biaggi on the 





Rothmans Kanemoto Honda also 
crashed out, leaving Marlboro Honda' s 
Loris Capirossi to settle for a safe second 
place, that brought him to within four 
points of Harada's title lead. 

Home hero Loris Reggiani was a 
canny third on the second Aprilia, also 
in its new Chesterfield colors, after pre- 
vailing over a desperate six-bike battle 
for the last rostrum position. HB 
Honda's Helmut Bradl, Ducados 
Honda's Alberto Puig, Kanemoto 
Honda's Nobuatsu Aoki and Telkor 
Yamaha's Pier-Francesco Chili were hot 
on his heels. 

Wilco Zeelenberg was ninth, benefit- 
ting from a last-lap breakdown by 
Mitsui Yamaha's Jochen Schmid. 

In the 125cc class, Honda-mounted 
Dirk Raudies exceeded all expectations 
with a runaway win, extending his title 
lead over second-placed Kazuto 
Sakata, also Honda mounted, who was 
pressed at the finish by Peter Oettl's 
Aprilia. From second to sixth was.cov- 
ered by just over one second; but 
Raudies was almost 16 seconds clear 
up front. 





500cc Grand Prix 


The familiar sight of two Marlboro 
Yamahas burst off the line, Cadalora 
first, Rainey locked on behind him; with 
Kocinski and Schwantz already follow- 
ing the breakaway as the pursuit was 
delayed somewhat behind Criville. 

Schwantz drafted by Kocinski on the 
second time down the back straight; one 
lap later Rainey pulled a similar move 
on Cadalora, and now the leading three 
pulled clear as the Cagiva gradually lost 
touch. 

At this point Schwantz was almost 
1.5 seconds behind Rainey, but the gap 
shrank until he was up with the 
Yamahas on lap six, and trying to attack 
Cadalora. But he didn't quite have 
enough, and the trio had opened up 
again as Rainey set the fastest lap so far 
on the seventh tour. But time was run- 
ning out for the defending champion. 

He finished lap nine with what was 
developing into a good lead, and 
pitched the Yamaha into the first turn. 
Halfway through, the bike lost traction 
at the rear, then Rainey was flicked over 
the highside before the front slid away 











and the bike appeared to lowside 
behind him. They slid together over the 
curb and into the gravel trap. It was 
rapidly clear that Rainey was badly 
hurt, and though he was talking and 
moving his arms after marshals 
removed his helmet, he received atten- 
tion at the trackside for a long time 
before he was taken away. 
Schwantz had seen it was a heavy 
«crash. “I hate to see that happen - it's 
been me often enough, and it looked 
like it must have hurt pretty bad.” But 
he had no idea just how bad, and set 
about trying to win the race, even 
though he could now virtually cruise 
and still be sure of regaining the title 
lead. й 
By half-distance, the Suzuki rider 
was back on Cadalora’s tail; on lap 18 he 
squeezed inside him into one of the 
tracks few right-hand turns. And for 
two more laps he held off the Italian, 
with the bikes so close it seemed highly 
likely that they would soon collide. 
Cadalora squeezed back past across 
the line on lap 20, Schwantz immediate- 
ly dived inside him into the first corner, 
Cadalora came back into the same tight 
bend where he had originally lost the 
lead. And that was that as far as the two 
of them were concerned, with 
Schwantz's challenge done as a gamble 
on a slightly softer front tire began to go 
sour. 
But that was by no means the end of 
it. Doohan's second-row start had seen

as it the niggly nature of the track, the surge to competitiveness of the Yamahas 
at year's end, the class return of John Kocinski, or the closing drama of the 
World Championship? 

Doubtless all of those things played a part in packing the 500cc class front row clos- 
er than it's been all year, with less than three-tenths from first to fifth, and pole position 
in doubt until the very last seconds of a final session that started slightly damp, but 
managed to go full distance before the rains began again. 

In the end it was Luca Cadalora who took his first pole in the class, to the delight of 
the highly vocal Italian fans. He had displaced Marlboro Yamaha teammate Wayne 
Rainey in the process, causing no doubt a momentary flicker of worry to the title leader 
that he might again be beaten in the race, until team boss Kenny Roberts joked: "Don't 
worry Luca. Tomorrow your bike will be as slow as your paddock scooter." 

Cadalora himself commented that he was finding his feet as a 500cc rider "at the 
same time as the bike is coming better. I can push it to the limit and feel the front and 
rear tires sliding, and I know I can control it." But he needed no reminding that his 
team duty was to help Rainey. ^I must try and take as many points away from Kevin 
Schwantz as possible," he said. 

Rainey was second by two hundredths after having twice improved his own time in 
the final session in response to similar action by title rival Schwantz. He put his late 
season strength down mainly to the Dunlop tires, which have in turn been able to get 
some real developmertt done since he settled to the Roc chassis after Assen. They are 
now calling it a Yamaha chassis after a cover-up licensing deal helped to save the 
Japanese factory's face, but technically there is nothing in it. 

“We have two bikes that are a different by a tenth of a second. That's the first time 
all year," Rainey said. "Until now, we've been struggling so much we've had to con- 
centrate on one and put the other in the back of the van." 

Kocinski moved into third in the final session after being threatening throughout in 
his second Cagiva race. "Not bad for a novice," he joked. He'd survived being T- 

` boned by his own disgruntled teammate Mat Mladin, and insisted he was not up to 
full potential yet. "I'm still relearning all the little things you need to win a race," he 
said. 

For a second race it meant he pushed in front of deadly enemy Schwantz, but the 
Suzuki rider was still on the front row, and times were close. He had been worried 
early on by a similar lack of grip and poor balance that had cost him dear at Brno, but 
he was relieved at the end. 

"The team found a good direction and I found some good tires. I’m a lot happier 
now." He also relished the prospect of a close race with Rainey - circumstances in 
which he usually manages to find an advantage. "It's good that there are so many of us 
going fast. I’ll have to work out where to be in the closing laps to make the most of it.” 

This hectic action pushed Rothmans Honda's Michael Doohan down to the second 
row. He was disgruntled even though the time difference was miniscule: a thousandth 
slower than Schwantz. More important was that he alone out of the top nine hadn't 
improved. He blamed tires. "I wasn't happy with the selection, but we're hoping to 
find a different combination in warm-up tomorrow," he said. 

There was almost a second to the next man: Alex Barros on the second Suzuki, who 
couldn't match the pace of the front runners but was happy all the same, and hoping to 
be able to help Schwantz if he could make a fair start. 

Another tenth down came Daryl Beattie on the second Rothmans Honda, who was 
also happy after cutting more than a second off his previous day's time. “We tried sev- 
eral different tire and suspension settings, and I think we've come up with something 











that has put us in a hell of lot better situation," he said; adding that he had also 
switched to the torquier '92-style engine parts that Doohan also prefers. 

Marlboro Honda's Alex Criville.completed row two, and this also represented a sig- 
nificant improvement over the first day, achieved he said by raking out the front end 
more to slow the steering. "Before we were using Doohan's geometry, but it suits me 
better if the bike is not so nervous," he said. 

Shinichi Itoh's fuel-injected Honda led row three, with the Japanese rider complain- 
ing that practice had been one lap too short after he'd managed to get things just about 
perfect in the closing stages of practice after testing a number of engine and suspension 
variations. 

He had Doug Chandler alongside, just over a second slower than unwelcome fellow 
Cagiva rider Kocinski, but saying he’d have been faster but for niggling mechanical 
problems that had eaten into his practice time. "I'm feeling much more comfortable," 
the recovering injury victim said. 

Juan Lopez-Mella came next, putting up a sterling performance as top privateer, 
and ahead of his countryman Criville on day one. The Spaniard has been backed by 
contributions from Spanish fans after an appeal on TV, and his fairing now carries a 
thank-you message. 

The 250s fell victim to the weather more than any other class during qualifying, 
with their second session neither wet nor dry, so that by the end of it some people were 
trying slicks while others were still on full wet tires, and nobody improved times at all. 
In fact Helmut Bradl and Simon Crafar didn't go out at all, the former because “you 
couldn't even test a tire in those conditions", and the latter because "it's easy to adjust 
for the wet - you just slow down. The hard part is readjusting to go fast in the dry 
again." } 

S The times from day one established the grid, with Max Biaggi taking pole on his 
Rothmans Honda by less than a hundredth from J.P. Ruggia's Aprilia, Tetsuya 
Harada's Yamaha and Loris Capirossi's Honda, and the top four covered by less than 
two-tenths of a second. 

Biaggi had the help of a number of supporters' posters by the track, and an equal 
number damning him as a result of his costly collision with Capirossi at Brno. The two 
weren't 5] in the post-practice press conference, sitting at extreme opposite ends 
of the table and looking studiously away from each other. And Biaggi predicted a dan- 
gerous race. “I still have my front tire problem, but we have made some adjustments 
and I hope it will be better here. But it will be a close race, and a little risky because 
there is no place to overtake here." 

Ruggia was confident and threatening, and even said: "We found a good compro- 
mise for the second practice, so 1 don’t mind if it is wet or dry." Few agreed, given the 
bumps and slippery surface. 

Harada was still complaining of pain from his fractured shoulder: a problem partic- 
ularly under braking. But he could afford to take it relatively easy, given his title lead. 
Not so Capirossi, who was kind enough to welcome Harada back to the front row, 
"because he should be here." 

Pier-Francesco Chili led row two, planning a good start to be in position for what 
would clearly be a very tactical race. He had Tadayuki Okada alongside, and then 
Doriano Romboni and Bradl, a Honda trio with all riders carrying some sort of residual 
injury. Okada was still complaining of pain from his left wrist injury; Romboni putting 
a brave face on his recovering leg ("I am not even wearing a cast any more."); and 
Bradl nursing his broken collarbone. 

Luis D'Antin led row three from Jochen Schmid, Alberto Puig and Loris Reggiani; 
Aoki led row four from Crafar, Bosshard and Casoli; Zeelenberg led row five - but 
while the shape of the grid was much as usual the conditions meant that nobody could 
say this was the last word, particularly in the case of Reggiani, who took one of his 
best-ever and Aprilia's first-ever wins here. 
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Michael Doohan ended up finishing second after charging through from a poor start; he finished just behind Luca Cadalora. 





John Kocinski again turned in good performance on the factory Cagiva, finishing fourth in his second outing on the bike. 








him boxed in the early laps, but he had 
quickly made his way through from 
eighth to fifth by lap three, and though 
at this stage he wasn't closing on the 
leaders, he was rapidly drawing 
Kocinski into his net, and he passed him 
one lap before Rainey crashed. 

Even now he seemed too far out of 
touch, but with superhuman effort, set- 
ting a new lap record, he gradually and 
then quite suddenly caught the leading 
duo, and as they closed on backmarkers 
on lap 24 he started to attack Schwantz, 
finally getting by in the kink after the 
main straight after the Suzuki gave an 
extra little sideways kick. 

The traffic complicated matters con- 
siderably now, with a batch of six priva- 
teers in their own battle. But while 





nobody was really seriously held up, it 
inevitably made a big difference, and at 
the end of lap 26 Cadalora and Doohan 
were through the group, but Schwantz 
still in the thick of it. It was enough to 
ensure that it was now a two-bike dash 
to the finish. 

On the final laps, Doohan tried 
everything, and it seemed likely that the 
power of the Honda would give him the 
chance to take the lead last time down 
the straight. But Cadalora held him off 
all the way, with both coming close to 
crashing on the exit of the next hairpin; 
and they held their positions to the fin- 
ish. 

“T tried 100 percent, and took a lot of 
risks," said Cadalora afterwards. "At 
the end the tires were sliding a lot and I 














was worried when I saw Doohan was 
coming. I just kept it at my maximum, 
and it was just enough." 

Doohan only knew in the closing laps 
that he was racing Cadalora. "I thought 
he had crashed and that it was Rainey 
and Schwantz up front," he said. "They 
were doing the same times as me, so it 
was really hard to catch up. I thought I 
might get the drive onto the straight on 
the last lap, but it didn't work out. Luca 
was making mistakes, but so was I, so it 
kind of equalled out at the end. I'd had 
to take a guess on suspension because 
morning warmup was wet - but it 
seemed to work as well as anybody 
else's," he said. 

Kocinski kept on going to take a 
lonely fourth, saying later that the tire- 





suspension combination had been his 
problem. "It didn't work the way I 
wanted and the bike was real hard to 
ride," he said, adding: "The track was 
real slippy where the seams join the old 
and new tarmac." 

Almost half-a-minute adrift, a race- 
long battle saw Barros, Criville and 
Beattie locked in combat. The positions 
remained the same from lap six to the 
finish, but the trio was glued together as 
each looked for some advantage. 
Criville led briefly on the last lap, and 
he and Barros collided several times 
before the Brazilian finally reclaimed 
fifth. 

Shinichi Itoh was eighth on the third 
Rothmans Honda, just managing to stay 
ahead of top privateer Niall Mackenzie's 
Roc. The Japanese rider on the fuel- 
injected Honda had made a bad start, 
but had passed Mackenzie, who had 
such bad tire problems that he debated 
stopping altogether. Then Itoh slowed 
on the last lap, and Mackenzie came to 
within less than a second of catching 
him over the line. 

Doug Chandler was a disappointed 
10th, saying later that the Cagiva had 
suffered some kind of engine trouble 
that meant it was surging for almost the 
full distance, as though cutting in and 
out on one cylinder. "It might have been 
a plug or something. Coming out of cor- 
ners it would suddenly come in and the 
back would step out." 

British privateer John Reynolds was 
an excellent 11th, well ahead of the next 
privateer Juan Lopez Mella, who was in 
turn only fractions ahead of Bernard 
Garcia's works Yamaha France bike. 
Then came Spencer, scoring his first 
championship points since 1989. He had 
been 12th, but was having trouble shift- 
ing his weight about because of his 
injuries. 

“At half distance it got really bad," 
he said. “After that I couldn't move my 
leg at all and I couldn't use the rear 
brake. Then the tires started to go off, 
and I couldn't get on the throttle hard 
enough to make up for slowing corner 
speeds." 

Michael Rudroff was 15th, claiming 
the last point. He was also the last rider 
on the same lap as the leaders. There 
were 26 finishers. 

Rainey's crash overshadowed the 
championship, but with Schwantz now 
on 219 points to Rainey's 214 it is almost 
certain that the Texan will win his first 
world title. Doohan is third, on 156, with 
Beattie fourth on 145 and Cadalora up to 
fifth on 129, ahead of Itoh's 109. 


250cc Grand Prix 


Twenty-seven hectic laps of the gid- 
dying Misano circuit yielded a fine sec- 
ond win for Ruggia, who led from start 
to finish, but for a brief interruption 
from Harada on laps 10 and 11. The 
Frenchman was extremely impressive 
under severe pressure, for a concerted 
attack also came from pole starter 
Biaggi. Both obligingly crashed, and it is 
to Ruggia's eternal credit that he didn't. 

The start was a slight muddle, 
because the green lights did not come 
on, but most are in the habit of leaving 
when the reds go out, so most got away 
without delay. 

In fact it was Capirossi who led off 
the line, displaced rapidly by Biaggi. 
Ruggia seized control on the first run 
down the straight, and said later: “Tt 
was quite easy to get a good gap." 
Indeed so, and he was over a second 
ahead by the end of the second lap. 

There was a pack of six disputing 
second at this stage, but soon it started 
to thin down as Capirossi, Harada and 
Biaggi broke free. Romboni was among 
the pack, but retired after three laps 
with one of his carbon brake discs shat- 











tered - he thought by stones thrown up 
by Biaggi during a brief excursion off 
the track. 

Now Ruggia encountered minor tire 
trouble, and the gap started to shrink 
once more, to less than 1.5 seconds on 
lap seven, with Harada breaking free 
slightly in pursuit. 

By lap nine he had caught up, and 
next time he drafted past down the 
straight to lead for the next two circuits. 
But Ruggia pulled the same trick on 
him, and he was in front once more. 

Now it was Biaggi's turn to have a 
go, and he moved clear of Capirossi to 
close on the leading pair on lap 17. Two 
laps later, Ruggia was alone again. 

The first to go had been Biaggi. “T 
don't know why. I had been sliding a 
bit, but nothing serious. Then I went 
through a corner exactly the same way 
and it highsided me.” 

A little further round it was Harada, 
who said later a bump had jarred his 
shoulder, making him too late on the 
brakes. He lost the front wheel and slid 
gracefully down. But when he ran to his 
bike to try and restart, marshals pre- 
vented him from doing so. 

Later, his Telkor Valesi team put in 
an official protest, more as a matter of 
form than for any other reason, and par- 
ticularly since in the 125cc race Ueda fell 
at the same place and was allowed to 
restart. Harada claimed the lap record as 
slender consolation. 

For Ruggia, it was a welcome relief of 
pressure, for Capirossi was a little way 
behind. The Italian could hardly believe 
his luck when he saw Harada go. "I'd 
been having a few problems with my 
rear end sliding around, and I knew it 
was sensible to go for a safe second." 
Sensible is not a word usually used in 
conjunction with the 20-year-old's 
name, but this time he meant it, and 
crossed the line a lonely 10 seconds 
adrift, with his championship chances 
hugely boosted. 

The battle for third was a corker, 
with six bikes in one single brawling 
pack. Okada and Reggiani led the group 
most of the time, with Puig also there; 
but Bradl was close up and playing a 
waiting game, Aoki had joined from 
behind after a strong effort to recover 
from a mediocre start, and Chili was 
hanging grimly on the back. 

Naturally enough, the last lap was 
desperate, with Aoki in particular 
putting in a huge effort and making a 
small mistake that gave Reggiani 
enough breathing space to take the posi- 
tion by just over a second, although a 
full 24 seconds behind teammate 
Ruggia. 

Then came the canny Bradl, who had 
been saving it all for the last lap to avoid 
overstressing his injured collarbone, 
mere hundredths ahead of Puig and 
Aoki. Then came Okada, three tenths 
behind, with Chili half-a-second behind 
him. 
Another six second back came 
Zeelenberg, who had worked furiously 
all race long to catch Schmid's Yamaha. 
He finally did so on the last lap, forced 
past into the final chicane, and Schmid, 
resisting too hard, ran onto the dirt. He 
followed the Dutchman's Aprilia across 
the line shaking his head, six seconds 
down. 

New Zealander Simon Crafar's 
Lucky Strike Suzuki was 11th after a 
strong ride from almost last into the 
first corner - he was one who had wait- 
ed for the green light while everybody 
else had already left. Then came 
Casoli's Gilera in a lonely 12th, having 
escaped from a three-bike privateer bat- 
tle for the last points. This was won by 
Andy Preining's Aprilia, with Patrick 
van der Goorbergh's similar bike three 
tenths behind, and Adi Bosshard taking 





the last point on his Honda close 
behind. 

Jean-Michel Bayle was 19th after 
starting from the back of the grid; there 
were 23 finishers. 

Harada's second crash this year was 
just what Capirossi needed. Now the 
Japanese rider still leads the title, but 
with just 161 points to Capirossi's 157. 
Ruggia moves up to third on 129, Biaggi 
has 126, and Reggiani 122. 


125cc Grand Prix 


Honda rider Kazuto Sakata had qual- 
ified on pole, but it was the amazing 
Dirk Raudies who leapt away from the 
flag, and kept on trucking to open up a 
commanding lead. By the finish he was 
12 seconds ahead, and had extended his 
title lead to 17 points. 

This time, Sakata had no answer. 
Instead of dogging the German's heels, 
he had another one chasing him very 
hard: Peter Oettl on an Aprilia that lost 
ground on the straight but made it all 
up again on the corners. Sakata could do 
nothing to get away, and Oettl nosed 
ahead now and again, although never 
for long. 

Then with four laps to go Oettl was 
ahead across the finish line for the first 
time, and for the next three laps. 

"Then it got really tough," said the 
German. “On the last lap he got by again 
on the straight, and although he was slid- 
ing around on the corners a lot, I couldn't 
get back." There were six- tenths in it 
across the line, with Oettl's third giving 
his first rostrum for two years. 

Honda-mounted Noboru Ueda had 
been dominating a typical group bat- 
tling for fourth, with Ralf Waldmann 
and his Aprilia also taking his turn at 
leading the group. Then Ueda slid into 
the gravel trap in the same place as had 
Harada, and though he restarted it was 
only to tour back to the pits to retire. 

This gave Sakata's FCC Technical 
Sports teammate Takeshi Tsujimura his 
chance, and his Honda led Waldmann 
over the line by six-tenths, with Akira 
Saito (Honda) next. Front-row-starting 
Wild Card Scalvini had been in this 
group, but crashed on the 11th lap 
unhurt. 

Ezio Gianola was seventh, with 
Stefan Prein eighth and Fausto Gresini 
dropping back to ninth behind Oliver 
Koch (all Honda). 

Luckless works Aprilia rider Carlos 
Giro was back to his old ways, crashing 
out on the first lap for yet another non- 
finish. 

Raudies now has 247 points to 
Sakata's 230, with Tsujimura way 
behind on 147, Waldmann on 119 and

Graham wi wins, wraps up title at Springfield

SPRINGFIELD, IL, SEPT. 5 
he Walt Disney Studios should be 
T contacting privateer Honda rider 
Ricky Graham any day now. After 
all, his fairy-tale comeback is finally 
complete. 

The last 10 years have been full of 
ups and downs for the 33-year-old 
Californian. In 1984, Graham captured 
his second Grand National 
Championship as a salaried member of 
Team Honda (he won his first title as a 
privateer in 1982), but in the years since 
had lost his factory ride and fallen from 
the spotlight. Not only had Graham 
dropped out of the top 10, he was writ- 
ten off by many of his peers. Personal 
woes and an ongoing battle with alcohol 
saw him reach an all-time low in 1991, 
but їп '92 a new attitude and a rededica- 
tion to the sport saw him begin what 
can only be described as one of dirt 
track racing’s most amazing comebacks. 
Sober, Graham finished the “92 series 
third overall and vowed to try even 
harder in ‘93. Sure enough, he returned 
to the sport’s pinnacle and trounced his 
competitors at 10 of this year’s first 17 
races. Entering the Labor Day weekend 
Springfield Mile Graham enjoyed a siz- 
able series point lead over defending 
Grand National Champion Chris Carr of 
Team Harley-Davidson. 

Nicknamed “Mr. Springfield” for his 
prowess at the Illinois State Fairgrounds 
mile oval, Graham could clinch the 
championship at the Illinois Motorcycle 
Dealers’ Group-promoted event, but 
needed to earn the win and hope that 
title-rival Carr finished no higher than 
fourth. And just like the rest of Graham’s 
comeback, the race unraveled as if it 
were following a well-written script. 





In a nail-biting, bar-banging battle to 
the finish, Graham did indeed earn the 
win, and with the help of runner-up 
Steve Morehead and third-placed Scott 
Parker, gained the nine points that he 
needed on fourth-placed Carr to clinch 
the championship with three rounds 
remaining in the 21-round series. 
Graham enjoys a 60-point lead over 
Carr, 304-244. 

“Unbelievable,” said Graham. “This 
championship means so much more to 
me than the other two because of what 
I've had to go through to get here. I 
always knew that I had it in me to be 
champion again, I just had to change my 
attitude. I hope that I can be an inspira- 
tion to others who may be dealing with 
some sort of addiction. Anything is pos- 
sible if you put your heart and soul into 


‘it. Attitude is everything.” 


Graham’s ninth win at the facility 
was a historic one. Not only did he 
move back into a tie with Parker for the 
most Springfield wins, he set a new 
record for the most wins in a single sea- 
son as well. Graham has stood atop the 
winner's box 11 times this year, and few 
doubt that he will add to that number in 
the remaining three races. 

“Now that the pressure is off, Ricky 
will probably go even faster,” said Carr, 
who was gracious in defeat. “I really 
admire Ricky for what he’s done, not 
only on the track, but with his life as 
well. I just can’t believe that it's over this 
soon. There's no longer a pot of gold for 
me at the end of the rainbow. Now I'll 
just be racing for paychecks, and that 
sucks." 

Graham also broke the record previ- 
ously held by the legendary Dick Mann 








for the longest period of time between 
championships. Mann won titles in 1963 
and 1971, eight years apart, but 
Graham's record nine-year span will 
likely remain unchallenged for some 
time. 

For his 36th career National win, 
Graham earned $6000 of the $38,000 
purse. Sadly, with the first-year absence 
of the R.J. Reynolds Tobacco Co. 
$100,000 series point fund, Graham will 
receive no bonus at the series' end. Nor 
will he receive a bonus from American 
Honda, as the marque withdrew its sup- 
port from the sport in 1987. 

Graham did, however, add to his 
payday by topping Parker and Carr in 
the $10,000 Camel Challenge and earn- 
ing the winner's $5000 share aboard his 
Johnny Goad-tuned Honda RS750. 

And he didn't stop there. Graham 
also won the Harley-Davidson 883 
National, clinching that series champi- 
onship as well. Thanks to the misfortune 
of championship rivals Jay Springsteen 
and Jason Fletcher, Graham walked 
away with the $1000 winner's paycheck 
and secured the title with one round 
remaining. Fletcher crashed unhurt in 
the first turn, while Springsteen pulled 
off with a blown motor just before the 
halfway point. Rookies Kenny Coolbeth 
and Ben Bostrom chased Graham home. 

A capacity crowd of 12,000-plus 
spectators waited patiently throughout 
the day, as multiple crashes delayed the 
race program well into the evening. 


Time trials 


Rodney Farris was the first rider to 
kiss the groove, as he crashed hard in 
practice while trying to avoid a slower 





rider. Farris suffered a large cut on his 
left knee, but his bike didn't fare as well 
and he was forced to race his back-up 
machine. 

Kevin Atherton was the next to fall, 
and he did so on his time-trial lap. 
Atherton caught a rut on the exit of turn 
four and highsided violently. The 
Michigan resident was taken to the hos- 
pital and treated for a minor concussion 
and a broken thumb. 

Of the 64 riders who took time trial 
laps. it was Parker who rounded the his- 
toric oval the fastest. Parker stopped the 
clocks at 35.911 seconds at an average 
speed of 100.247 mph, but was well off 
his 1992 record of 32.264/105.067. 

"I could have gone even faster," 
Parker said. "But I figured that it was 
good enough to qualify for the Camel 
Challenge so I kept it. The track isn't as 
nice as it has been in the past, but I think 
it will come around with time." 

Carr, Donahue Harley-Davidson's 
Davey Durelle, Graham, A&R Racing's 
Will Davis and Morehead rounded out 
the fastest six who would compete in 
the Camel Challenge. 


Heats 


The first of four 10-lap heat races that 
each offered two direct transfer posi- 
tions saw fast qualifier Parker nab the 
holeshot with Larry Pegram and 
Springsteen in tow. Parker split early on 
and looked to be on his way to a run- 
away win, but Pegram and Springsteen 
got in line and reeled the four-time 
champ in during the closing laps. 
Pegram got past Parker momentarily, 
but at the finish it was Parker who per- 
formed the final draft pass. Pegram held 












on for second, while Springsteen and 
the rest would return in a semi. 

Carr had the quickest reactions in 
heat two, but had Bartels’ Harley- 
Davidson rider Mike Hale breathing 
down his neck. The two riders quickly 
out-distanced the rest of the field in 
their battle over the point, leaving Terry 
Poovey and Fletcher to do battle over 
third. Hale and Carr traded the lead 
repeatedly, with Carr owning the all- 
important front straightaway. Hale was 
fast down the back stretch, but Carr was 
far superior through turns three and 
four. At the checkered flag, it was Carr 
with a comfortable margin over Hale. 
Poovey led Fletcher across the finish line 
some 20 bike lengths further back. 

Durelle and Hall’s H-D rider Ted 
Taylor had a small-guys-only affair out 
front in the early laps of heat race three, 
but “big guy” Morehead crashed their 
party and began to argue with them 
over the two transfer positions. A few 
small mistakes cost Taylor in a big way, 
as Durelle and Morehead got away from 
him and would finish in that order. 
Taylor and the rest would race again. 

Davis grabbed the holeshot in the 
fourth and final heat race and controlled 
the first seven laps. Graham shadowed 
Davis from the get-go, and seemed 
unable to make a pass. Until lap eight, 
that is. With relative ease, Graham blast- 
ed through turn three and stole the 
point position, but Davis retaliated with 
an identical pass on the white flag lap. 
No worries for Graham, though, he sim- 
ply tucked in behind Davis and pre- 
pared himself for the expected draft 
pass at the finish. But rather than pull to 
the inside of the track as they raced out 
of turn four, Graham went to the out- 
side and thrilled the crowd with a pass 
only inches away from the wall. A star- 
tled Davis was second, while Brenny’s 
Cycles-backed Davey Camlin finished a 
very distant third. 































































Semis 


Brett Landes grabbed a huge 
holeshot at the start of the first semi and 
set his sights on one of the three final 
transfer positions, but a slip in turns one 
and two sent the rookie reeling back 
into the pack. Poovey was happy to take 
over and once out front, was never 
headed. Gardner Racing’s Lance Jones 
was a solid second, while Hud Racing’s 
Billy Herndon came out on top of a 
wild, four-man battle for third between 
himself, Bret Beyer, Charlie Orr and 
Aaron Hill. Poovey, Jones and Herndon 
would race in the National, the rest 
would watch. 

Harold Dorsey crashed unhurt in 
turn one at the start of the second semi, 
but his Honda RS750 burst into flames 
as it tumbled across the track. The bike 
sat burning as the red flag came out, 
and it seemed like an eternity before 
track workers extinguished the flames. 
Everyone except Dorsey lined up for a 
complete restart, but a 30-minute delay 
was needed to clean up the mess left in 
turn one. 

When the race was restarted, Taylor 
grabbed the holeshot and led Keith Day, 
Jeff Eklund and Fletcher into turn one. 
Taylor got away in the early going, but 
after passing Eklund, Day reeled in the 
leader and began to challenge for the 
point. Day got past Taylor momentarily, 
but the Kevlar suit-clad rider retaliated 
quickly. At the finish it was Taylor, Day 
and Fletcher. 

Farris bolted into the lead in the third 
semi with Ronnie Jones, Camlin, George 
Roeder IH and Canadian National 
Champion Steve Beattie shadowing his 
every move. The five riders proceeded 
to put on a thrilling show, riding three 
and four wide through the corners. 
Camlin controlled the lead as the pack

raced past the white flag, but a wild last 
lap saw his drop to fourth and out of 
luck. Jones stormed home the winner 
over Farris and Beattie. 


Camel Challenge 


Fast qualifier Parker chose to start 
the five-lap Camel Challenge on the out- 
side pole, smack-dab in the middle of 
the groove. Carr, Durelle, Graham, 
Morehead and Davis lined up to his left. 
At the flash of the green light, Morehead 
powered off the line with the holeshot 
ahead of Parker, Graham, Davis, Carr 
and Durelle. Graham wasted little time 
and smoked into the lead, but as they 
raced down the back straight for the sec- 
ond time it was Parker who led the 
field. 

Graham took over as they raced past 
the start finish line to start lap three, and 
again, Parker took over on the back 
straight. The two riders continued on in 
that pattern until the last lap, when 
Parker dove deep into turn one and ran 
leader Graham off the groove. While 
Graham struggled to recover up in the 
marbles, Carr found his way past and 
into second. 

“Tf I had stayed there, Scotty would 
have knocked me off,” said Graham. 

“Hey, I just went in hard and low, 
just like Ricky has been doing all year,” 
Parker said in his defense. 

Graham regained control as he raced 
out of turn two and both he and Carr 
drafted past Parker on the back straight. 
Graham dove to the inside of turns three 
and four and passed Carr for the lead, 
and as the three riders made the dash 
for the checkers, Graham came down to 
the middle of the track. This thwarted

Carr’s charge and Parker was able to 
slip past him and into second, but at the 
finish it was Graham over Parker and 
Carr. Durelle, Davis and Morehead fol- 
lowed at a distance, in that order. Parker 
thrust his fist into the air as he raced 
past the checkered flag, and left many 
wondering why. 

While Graham took his victory lap, 
Parker stepped up onto the podium and 
angrily announced, “Ricky was weaving 
all over and cutting us off! He came 
down on us on the front straight and 
blocked us.” 

The crowd began to boo loudly, par- 
tially at Parker, partially at Graham. 
After a few seconds, Parker smiled and 
said, “But, hey, he has us beat anyway. 
He didn’t have to do that.” The crowd 
booed more. 

“I just came out of turn four and 
turned left, that's all,” said Graham. 
"It's illegal to drift up when you're com- 
ing out of a turn, but not to drift down 
like I did. I don't know what those guys 
are whining about." 


883 National 


Graham led the way at the start of 
the 15-lap National, but Fletcher parted 
company with his 883 in the first turn 
and the red flag came out. Roeder also 
crashed in the confusion, but unlike 
Fletcher, was able to make the restart. 

Graham again grabbed the holeshot 
and proceeded to run away with the 
lead while Bostrom, Sumner and 
Springsteen battled over second. 
Coolbeth started poorly, but worked 
through the field with relative ease and 
began to challenge for second. 

Springsteen's motor quit on lap four 











and he coasted to a stop on the back 
stretch. "She just started to tie up,” said 
Springsteen. 

Coolbeth had just passed Sumner 
and Bostrom for second when Tommy 
Colson and James Hart tangled in turn 
two and crashed, bringing out the red 
flag. 
On the single-file restart, Graham led 
Bostrom, Sumner and Coolbeth. To no 
one's surprise, Graham again waved 
goodbye and went on to an uncontested 
win aboard his Douglas Fay-tuned,

over on the opening lap and led the first 
three laps past the start/finish line. 

Meanwhile, Parker, Graham, Carr, 
Morehead, Hale, Durelle and Day filed 
in behind and formed what was perhaps 
the largest lead pack in recent memory. 
Though he appeared to have a better 
line than the rest through turns three 
and four, Graham was not able to break 
away. 

Parker dropped off the pace between 








laps three and 10, dropping as far back 
as ninth before upping the pace and 
rejoining the front-runners. 

"I was a little worried about tire 
wear," said Parker. "So I laid back and 
cruised for a while. I started to pick it up 


just before the halfway point." 


At the crossed flags, no clear leader 
had been established, and Graham, Carr 
and Parker repeatedly traded the posi- 
tion. While the top three jockeyed posi- 





tions, Davis, Morehead, Durelle, Jones 
and Hale did likewise only inches 
behind, keeping the lead pack eight-rid- 
ers strong. 

“It was wild out there," said Hale. 
"There were so many of us racing 
around only a few inches apart. There 
was a bit of bumping and shoving, but 
that's to be expected at a race like 


While Hale expected the contact, 
Jones seemed quite Е 

“Morehead was out there bumping 
into everyone,” said Jones. “He would 
come under you and turn his front 
wheel into you. If you didn’t back off, 
he’d wipe your handlebars out from 
under you.” 

When questioned about Jones’ rough 
riding accusations, Morehead look sur- 
prised. “I was riding rough? Jones came 
down on me when I was going past and 
laid his bars on me. I wasn't bumping 
anyone on purpose. That's the only inci- 
dent I can remember.” 

In the closing laps, it looked set to be 
a showdown between Graham, Parker 
and Carr, as they alone controlled the 
lead for the last five laps of the race. All 
three riders appeared evenly matched, 
as passing occurred on both straights 
and in all four turns. 

As they raced towards the white flag, 
Graham led Carr and Parker, but 
Marehead suddenly found traction as 
he raced out of turn four and jumped 
right into the thick of things, passing 
Parker for third. 

“I didn’t come here to decide any 
championships,” Morehead said. “I 
came here to make some money for 





myself, not to worry about getting 
between Chris and Ricky.” 

Morehead carried his momentum 
past both Carr and Graham as they 
raced into turn one for the last time, and 
both riders were shocked to see him. 

“When I saw Morehead there I knew 
it was all over,” said Carr. “He caught 
me totally off guard, I thought it was 
just me, Scotty and Ricky.” 

“When Steve went past us I thought, 

‘Oh, boy, that's the best thing that could 
happen,” Graham said. “I figured that I 
would get in line behind him down the 
back straight and hold the other guys 
up.” 
And that’s just what Graham did: 
Down the back straight, Graham held 
back and forced Carr and Parker to get 
in line. It wasn’t until turn three that 
Graham made the pass, and by that time 
it was too late for Carr and Parker to get 
a run at him. 

"I buried it into turn three harder 
than I ever have," said Graham. "Then I 
just pinned it out of four and hoped that 
no one would draft me." 

Morehead trailed Graham but lacked 
the drive needed to get by, but at the 
same time, Parker found the momentum 
needed to slipstream past Carr just 
before the finish line. 

Graham enjoyed a bike-length lead 
over Morehead, who crossed the finish 
line virtually side by side with Parker 
and Carr. 

“All of the electricity left my body," 
said Carr. "I thought I had a good 
chance to win this race, but I just got 
screwed up in the end. I don't know 
what it is about this race track, I guess I 
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don’t have the right strategies figured 
out. I don’t think that losing the champi- 
onship has sunk in yet, but Ricky defi- 
nitely deserves it. He rode like a champ 
- top notch - all year long.” 

Graham was unaware that he had 
cinched the championship until he came 
around to pick up the checkered flag. It 
was then that Graham’s trainer, Danny 
Malfatti, signalled to him that he was 
the new champion and Graham 
dropped his head in disbelief. 

“I really thought Chris was gonna 
win this thing because he was riding so 
fast,” said Team Undo/Panasonic Car 
Audio/Frontier Ford/Arai/Fox/ 
Clawson Honda/HDG/Z Galleries/ 
SeasideSport Center/Floors by Long/ 
Weimer Plumbing/Jack Sizemore/

MOTOCROSS AMA National Championship 125/500cc MX Series: Final Rounds

ike LaRocco couldn't help but 
M think back to the last time he 

came to Steel City Raceway. It 
was almost a year ago to the day that 
the Team Kawasaki rider came to the 
facility with the 125cc series title all but 
wrapped up, only to effectively hand 
the crown to season-long rival Jeff Emig 
after failing to score a single point in 
either moto because of mechanical prob- 
lems. It was a day he'd just as soon for- 
get. 

But LaRocco wouldn't be allowed 
that luxury as he found himself in a 
very similar situation one year later, 
again at Steel City. This time, however, 
the story had a much happier ending for 
the Hoosier. 

Going into the final round of the 1993 
National Championship 500cc MX 
Series, LaRocco held a slim nine-point 
lead over Team Honda's Jeff Stanton 
and, after two 30-minute plus-two-lap 
motos, he proudly walked away with 
his long overdue first-ever AMA 
National Championship title. Although 
LaRocco finished second overall to 
teammate and defending champ Mike 
Kiedrowski on the day, he did what was 
necessary to earn the title, matching 3-2 
moto finishes with third-overall finisher 
Stanton. 

“I had to not think about what hap- 
pened here last year," said LaRocco. 
"Instead, I just did what I had to do, and 
it (winning the championship) sure feels 
good." 

Unfortunately for LaRocco, however, 
he won't be able to wear his long-await- 
ed number-one plate on his Tom 
Morgan-tuned Kawasaki next year, due 
to the AMA's recent decision to drop the 
500cc class from National Champion- 
ship status after the 1993 season. 

"I'm honored to win the last 500cc 
title ever, but I'm sorry to see the 500cc 
class go," said LaRocco. “I really like the 
class and it's a lot of fun. I wish we 
could ride it again." 

During the course of the short four- 
race series, LaRocco scored two overall 
victories and racked up a total of 184 
points, while Stanton ended up second 
in the series by scoring one overall win 
and recording a total of 175 points. 
Third in the series went to the day's 
500cc class double-moto winner Mike 
Kiedrowski, who earned 161 points after 
being slowed at the start of the series 
with an injured back. Rounding out the 
top five in the point standings were 
Team Honda's Steve Lamson with 154 
points, and Honda-mounted Mike 
Healey, the top-finishing privateer, with 
110 points. 

This year's Steel City National also 
decided the outcome of the highly com- 
petitive 12-race 125cc series, and there 
was no lack of drama there either. As in 
the 500cc class, the 125cc title came 
down to the last moto of the season, 
with Emig and Team Honda's Doug 
Henry the two contenders after a season 
of position juggling. Henry, the 125cc 
Eastern Regional Supercross Champion, 
led Emig, the defending 125cc National 
MX Champion, by 11 points going into 
the final round, but Emig cut that lead 
to eight after winning the first moto, 
with Henry finishing second.

In the championship-deciding second 
moto, the two contenders surprised 
everyone when they rounded the first 
lap at the back of the 40-rider pack - 
Henry had wedged his bike's front 
wheel in the backwards-falling starting 
gate, and Emig had crashed with anoth- 
er rider in the third turn. Both riders got 
underway together and worked their 
way up through the field to eventually 
finish sixth and seventh, respectively. 
By finishing one place ahead of Emig in 
the second moto, Henry earned his first 
outdoor National title with nine points 
to spare. 

^Winning the championship hasn't 
really sunk in yet," said an elated Henry 
afterwards. "It seems funny being the 
champ. It's always somebody else. I 


-really wasn't nervous; I just tried to go 


out there and do my best." 

Scoring the day's overall win in the 
125cc class with a 6-1 moto tally was 
Team Kawasaki's Robbie Reynard, who 
recently turned pro. The 16-year-old's 
first-ever National victory was some- 
what overshadowed by the two champi- 
onship titles that were on the line at 
Steel City, but the win was sweet for 
Reynard nonetheless. 

“I had no idea I had won (the over- 
all),” said Reynard. "I knew I had won 
the second moto, but when they told me 
I had the overall I couldn't believe it. 
That made me real happy." 

Second overall went to Emig (1-7), 
and Henry (2-6) finished third. Privateer 
Suzuki rider Larry Ward grabbed fourth 
overall via fifth- and third-place finish- 
es, while a frustrated Jeremy McGrath of 
Team Honda ended up fifth overall after 
turning in two fourth-place finishes. 

An estimated 7000 spectators lined 
the 1.8-mile-long Steel City track, which 
produced lap times that hovered around 
the three-minute, 45-second mark, mak- 
ing it the longest course on the circuit.

Lance Smail, a privateer Honda rider 
from Washington, powered his The 
Brothers/Pro-Circuit/Smith/ 
Bridgestone/Devol/UFO/EBC/Ceet- 
backed CR500 into the lead at the start 
of the first moto, but breathing down his 
neck were the top three riders in the 
standings: Stanton, Kiedrowski and 
LaRocco. Lamson, the only other rider 
in title contention, gated poorly and was 
running midpack. 

Smail's lead lasted for less than a lap, 
as Stanton, Kiedrowski, LaRocco and 
Healey all slipped by the privateer. 

Stanton was pressured almost imme- 
diately by Kiedrowski, and the two 
swapped the lead twice during the sec- 
ond lap, with Kiedrowski finally getting 
the upper hand and taking control by 
the third lap. 

This set the stage for what would be 
an extremely close duel for the top spot 
throughout the rest of the race. Stanton 
latched on to Kiedrowski's rear fender 
and matched the Kawasaki rider's every 
move, lap after lap, while LaRocco 
watched from a distant third. 

Meanwhile, Lamson had made up 
for his slow getaway and passed Healey 
to take control of fourth place, but was 
out of striking distance of the first three 
riders - Kiedrowski, Stanton and 
LaRocco. 

With three laps left in the moto, 
Stanton began turning up the pressure 





on Kiedrowski and moved to within 
inches of the leader. But a small bobble 
while negotiating a long, tough, whoop- 
filled uphill section all but ended 
Stanton's . chances of passing 
Kiedrowski. 

“I just slid out a little where it was 
slippery and rocky," said Stanton 
between motos. "One mistake, and that 
was it." 

The bobble cost Stanton only a few 
bike lengths on Kiedrowski, but that 
was enough for the defending champ to 
Score a narrow win. 

“What a race!" said Kiedrowski. "I 
would pull away, make a mistake and 
he would catch me. Then I'd pull away 
again, only to make another mistake 
and he would catch me again. That's 
how it went for the whole race." 

“I didn't feel too bad out there,” said 
Stanton, while relaxing in a lawn chair 
between motos. "I came up one shy of 
what I wanted, but it's not over yet. I 
have to keep my head up and not make 
any mistakes in the second moto." 

LaRocco finished a safe third in the 
moto, losing only two points to Stanton 
in the title chase. 

Fourth went to Lamson, who fin- 
ished with a comfortable advantage on 
Healey, who in turn finished a safe dis- 
tance ahead of KTM's Cliff Palmer, 
Kawasaki rider Mike Fisher, Smail, local 
favorite Mike Jones and Kawasaki rider 
Dag Boyesen. Privateer Rich Taylor, 
fifth in the point standings going in, fin- 
ished 11th. 

Only seven points separated 
LaRocco from Stanton going into the 
final moto of the season, but it was 
Jones who set the pace early in the sec- 
ond moto, just ahead of Lamson, 
Kiedrowski, LaRocco and Stanton. The 
privateer Honda rider from nearby 
Export, Pennsylvania, was still hanging 
on to the lead going into the second lap, 
but it wouldn't last. Halfway through 
the lap, both Lamson and Kiedrowski 
slipped past Jones, then a few turns 
later, Kiedrowski powered by Lamson 
up the long uphill section. 

There was no catching Kiedrowski at 
that point, who quickly put distance 
between himself and Lamson. Moments 
later, LaRocco got by Lamson, making 
the top order Kiedrowski, LaRocco, 
Lamson and Stanton. 

Not wanting to interfere with 
Stanton's bid for the title, Lamson let his 
teammate by and into third, but the for- 
mer Supercross and 250cc National 
Champion just couldn't catch LaRocco. 

Towards the end of the moto, 
Lamson saw that Stanton had no chance 
of catching LaRocco and he started 
putting the pressure on his teammate. 
But Stanton answered by picking up his 
pace slightly and keeping ahead of 
Lamson. 

Up front, Kiedrowski continued to 
pull away and scored a seemingly easy 
win ahead of the new 500cc champ - 
LaRocco. 

“T just feels great getting the champi- 
onship," said LaRocco. “I finally got the 
number-one plate. Now I just have to go 
out and get some more." 

"I knew by winning I wouldn't hurt 
LaRocco's chances for the title, so I just 
went for it," said Kiedrowski. "I'm 
happy for Mike. He deserves it." 

Rounding out the top five in the 
moto was Healey, who passed Taylor in 
the series point standings to claim fifth 
place and top privateer honors. Taylor, 
who dropped from fifth to seventh in 
the standings, went 11-8 on the day for 
10th overall. 

Finishing one spot behind Healey in 
both the overall results and in the point 
standings was Fisher, while Boyesen, 
Taylor, Jones and Honda rider Bruce 
Stratton rounded out the top 10. 
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Steve Lamson (21), LaRocco (5), Stanton (2) and winner Mike Kiedrowski (1) battled for the last time in the 500cc class.

Honda of Troy's Todd DeHoop start- 
ed things off in the first moto by nailing 
the holeshot. DeHoop held the lead for 
the first three laps before getting passed 
by Emig, who finished the first lap in 
fourth behind DeHoop, Reynard and 
Team Suzuki's Brian Swink; Henry was 
fifth off the start. 

Henry followed in Emig’s wake and 
soon had control of second place. For 
the next four laps, Henry was content to 
sit in second place and watch Emig’s 
lines. But just past the halfway point, 
Henry overshot a berm and cartwheeled 
off the track. He got back up and 
remounted just ahead of a close duel for 
third place between Jeremy McGrath 
and Swink. 

“I got crossed up in some ruts and 
went over the bars,” said Henry. “I hurt 
my wrist in the fall and it hurts pretty 
bad.” 

With Emig now way out in front, 
McGrath didn’t make any serious 
attempts to pass his teammate Henry, 
but had his hands full with Swink. Just 
after getting the white flag, Swink final- 
ly passed McGrath and made a strong 
charge on Henry, who crossed the finish 
line inches ahead of the Suzuki rider. 

A distant fourth went to Team 
Suzuki Sports/Oakley /Pro-Circuit/ 
Dunlop/Bell-backed Ward, and 
Reynard finished a close sixth. 
Reynard’s ride was hampered when his 
arm went numb after getting stung by a 
bee just before the start of the moto. 

Team Yamaha’s Damon Bradshaw, 
Kawasaki's Ryan Hughes and former 
125 and 250cc World Champion Donny 
Schmit rounded out the top 10. Schmit 
had spent the entire race working his 
way up through the pack after crashing 
out of 12th place on the third lap. 

Going into the second and champi- 
onship-deciding second moto, Henry 
now led Emig by just eight points. 
When the gate dropped, though, Henry 
saw his title hopes all but disappear as 
his front wheel got trapped in the back- 
wards-falling starting gate. 

"I saw McGrath's bike creep forward 
and I just took off," said Henry. 

Emig later admitted that he was 
probably to blame when he crept for- 
ward first and triggered McGrath to 
inch forward, which in turn caused 
Henry to get trapped. 

Henry entered the first turn nearly 
dead last, and Emig was near the front 
of the pack. But when the field flew out 
of the third turn, Emig was picking up 
himself out of the dirt. 
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Jeff Stanton (2) desperately chased Mike LaRocco (5) in the second 500cc moto.

Rivals Jeff Emig (1) and Doug Henry (16) lined up side-by-side in both 125cc motos. 
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“Jeff Pestana went down and I had 
no place to go,” said Emig. “And I knew 
that Henry had gotten stuck. I just can’t 
believe it.” 

As it turned out, Emig’s crash effec- 
tively cost him the championship. The 
two title contenders found themselves 
running together as they worked their 
way up through the pack. In the process 
of moving up, Emig and Henry battled 
back and forth in an exciting duel. At 
one point, Henry crashed hard but still 
managed to hang with Emig. Henry 
pulled out all the stops and eventually 
passed Emig, winning their dogfight by 
finishing sixth; Emig was seventh. Had 
Emig won the moto and Henry finished 
where he did, Emig would have won his 
second title. 

“It just wasn’t meant to be,” said 
Emig. “Henry crashed hard twice, but 
he still was right there the whole time! 
Hey, when things are going your way, 
nothing goes wrong. He definitely 
deserves the title, he really earned it.” 

“I'm pretty sore,” said Henry. “I 
clipped Swink’s rear tire and crashed; it 
was a pretty hard one. I hit my face and 
my eye was bothering me the whole 
race. I'm pretty beat up right now, but 
I’m happy. Had I seen Emig fall on the 
first lap, I would've taken it more easy." 


Todd DeHoop (38) led Reynard (593), Henry (16) and Emig (1) early in the first 125cc moto. 


Just as happy, if not more so, was 
Henry's tuner Pete Steinbrecher. “This is 
an amazing feat,” said Steinbrecher. “I 
knew he (Henry) was talented, but at 
the beginning of the year I really didn’t 
think it would go this far. He’s always 
had a positive attitude and he’s been 
open-minded throughout the whole sea- 
son. I think that’s what made the differ- 
ence.” 

Afterwards, Steve Butler, Emig's 
mechanic, handed over the number-one 
plate to Steinbrecher. It read: “Pete, all 
yours in “94, Steve.” 

While most of the attention was 
being focused on Henry and Emig, 
Reynard was busy leading the pack 
with Team Suzuki's Ezra Lusk hard on 
his heels. Lurking in third was Ward, 
while McGrath and Hughes rounded 
out the top five. Bradshaw ran as high 
as fourth before fading back to the mid- 
dle of the pack with a sore back. 

By the fifth lap, Reynard began 
putting distance between himself and 
Lusk. 

“I couldn't hold on anymore," said 
Lusk. “Last week I ripped a tendon in 
my hand and І hadn't ridden all week. 
My thumb was real sore and I just 
couldn't hold on.” 

By the end of the race, Reynard had 











opened a comfortable lead over Lusk 
and went on to take the first moto and 
overall wins of his young career. 

“Ezra was pushing me pretty hard 
for a while, then he dropped back,” said 
Reynard. “I backed off a little bit the last 
three laps and everything worked out 
great. I had no idea that 1 had won the 
overall; I just couldn't believe it.” 

Ward ended up finishing all alone in 
third, while McGrath survived a race- 
long duel with Hughes for fourth. Sixth 
and seventh went to Henry and Emig, 
respectively, while Swink, Jimmy 
Gaddis and Team Suzuki’s Damon 
Huffman rounded out the top 10. с

LAS VEGAS, NV, AUG. 22-28 

t the first major off-road rally held 
A on American soil, Alain Olivier 

gave the host country’s riders a 
French lesson that they won't soon for- 
get, at least not if they're smart. Resting 
in a modest sixth place at the end of the 
second day of the seven-day event, 
Olivier, 28, used consistency and rally 
experience to work his way to the front 
on the event's next to last day, and 
stayed there to the finish. It was a text- 
book display of intelligent rally riding, 
and hopefully, the Americans were tak- 
ing notes. 

Though rallies are extremely popular 
in Europe, and are often held in such 
places as Africa, South America and 
Australia, domestic race fans are for the 
most part unfamiliar with the demand- 
ing competitions. The "raid-marathons" 
combine the high speeds of the Baja 
1000, the navigating skills of a dual- 
sport ride, and the pageantry, special 
tests and multiple days of the 
International Six Days Enduro, making 
for grueling events that are a challenge 
to even finish. 





In the Nevada Rally, entrants com- 
pleted 2000 miles in a week of riding 
with a one-day break, traversing any- 
where from 165 to 370 miles per day. 
Special tests, in which riders were to go 
as fast as they could for the duration, 
made up the majority of the course, with 
the remainder consisting of transfer sec- 
tions in which a liberal speed schedule 
was given. Unlike typical American 
desert races, course markings were at a 
minimum, and each competitor used a 
road book and an odometer for naviga- 
tion. 

“I wanted to come to this rally as 
soon as I heard about it," said Cycle 
Gear/Moose Racing/Braking/FMF/ 
Roxy /Techno/Sidi/Scott/RK/ 
Bel-Ray / Acerbis-sponsored Olivier, 
through an interpreter. "Many Euro- 
peans didn't take it seriously, but I paid 
my own money to come. I was a little 
worried after the first two days; I would 
have looked silly if I returned without 
doing well." 

The Nevada Rally is a new endeavor 
for Acerbis Adventure, the promoting 





arm of plastic parts manufacturer 
Acerbis Italia. The organization is most 
noted for promoting the Incas Rally in 
Peru and Brazil from 1986 to “90. 
Acerbis posted a $25,000 purse for the 
inaugural running, and Olivier earned 
$5000 for his overall win, plus $500 for 
each of the two days that he won. 

Promoting a rally within the United 
States required arranging special per- 
mits in order that the off-road bikes 
could be ridden on short pavement sec- 
tions. The small towns visited during 
the rally seemed to welcome the riders, 
support crews and organization person- 
al, entertaining them with a wild west 
show, Basque dancing exhibition, poetry 
reading, rodeo, and other diversions. 

“I honestly feel this is the only state 
where we even had a chance of putting 
on an event like this," said Nevada resi- 
dent Casey Folks, who served as course 
marshal. "It was a lot of work, but 
everyone from the BLM to city officials 
was extremely cooperative, and we 
were able to pull it off." 

The event offered all of the ingredi- 





ents that rallies are famous for, includ- 
ing high speeds, long distances, contro- 
versy, an international array of entrants, 
dramatic changes in top positions, and 
unfortunately, tragedy. 

After Saturday's tech inspection and 
“Moto Fair" (a trade show in which 
manufacturers displayed their wares), 
Sunday morning started with a 
motocross-style prologue in the parking 
lot of Las Vegas' Excalibur Hotel, the 
event's major sponsor. The "special test" 
was primarily for show, and only served 
to determine start positions. Halcomb 
posted the fastest time and earned the 
golden bib, which like the yellow jersey 
of bicycling’s Tour de France and other 
major races, was worn by the various 
overall leaders throughout the event. 
From the second day on, start positions 
were determined by the previous day's 
results. Two-time 250cc MX World 
Champion Heinz Kinigadner, of 
Austria, purposely loafed in the morn- 
ing's test and thus started back in the 
pack, from where the course was easier 
to follow. 

At just 165 miles, day one was the 
shortest of the rally, and included only 
a single special test of approximately 
100 miles. But temperatures well over 
the 100-degree mark assured that it 
would not be a cakewalk, and most rid- 
ers were exhausted by the time they 
arrived at the finish in the small gam- 
bling town of Mesquite. American Baja 
ace Dan Ashcraft rode his Honda XR600 
to the fastest time of one hour, 54 min-

utes and 24 seconds, with Olivier 45 
seconds off the pace in second. Italian 
Davide Trolli was third fastest on 
another Honda XR. 

“It went real good,” said Ashcraft. 
“The heat was no problem. The course 
was kind of fast, but there was a tight 
canyon at the end and I tipped over. It 
was so hot that the bike wouldn’t start 
and I probably lost over a minute.” 

“That canyon was hell,” said 250cc 
class competitor Bryan Folks. “I was see- 
ing stars and hating it, and thinking 
about my dad the whole way.” Folks 
was an impressive seventh overall after 
the first day. 

Even worse effected by the heat was 
the Kawasaki KLX650 of Cycle World 
magazine editor Jimmy Lewis, which 
sputtered to a halt some 30 miles into 
the test. “I was doing bitchin’, passing a 
bunch of guys, and then the bike just 
stalled in a corner. I kicked it until I was 
ready to pass out, and pushed it under a 
bridge where some railroad tracks were. 
Then a hobo came out and started bum- 
ming all my water off me. We finished 
my canteen, but then he wanted my 
Camelbak, so I told him I had a heart 
condition and (the water) had enzymes 
in it to slow my heart down.” 

Lewis caught a tow to the finish, 
where he installed a new motor. Though 
out of the running for a good finish, 
Lewis had hopes of winning a stage 
later in the event. 

With three special tests ahead of 
them, riders got an early start on day 
two, with the first rider leaving the line 
promptly at 6:01 a.m.. The course led to 
the small mining town of Ely, and as the 
elevation climbed, temperatures became 
more bearable. Even so, Lewis’ new 
engine continued to overheat, and he 
was forced to back off the pace consider- 
ably in order to finish. 

During a special test on a dirt road 
next to some railroad tracks, Kinigadner 
lived up to his nickname, "El Condor,” 


earned during a-past Incas Rally when 
he vaulted a canyon. “I saw two people 
waiting up ahead, and I think maybe a 
train is coming, so I go faster to get there 
before it. But I go too fast, and fly off the 
edge of the road in a turn.” 

Kinigadner sailed over a 15-foot 
drop-off, jumped a barbed wire fence, 
catapulted off a pile of railroad ties and 
slid to a stop in a field, only to discover 
that there had been no train in the first 
place. 

Ashcraft was again fastest in all three 
of the day’s tests, pulling ahead to an 
advantage of nearly six and a half min- 
utes on Trolli, who had advanced one 
spot to second. Olivier experienced 
problems in the first special test and fin- 
ished the day with the 11th fastest time, 
slipping back to sixth overall. American 
desert specialist Scott Morris, mounted 
on a Kawasaki KX250, climbed to third 
overall and first in the 250cc class. 

Dr. Jay Dembro, a dentist from 
Massachusetts, was still acclimating 
himself to the different terrain. “There’s 
nothing like this in New England. I’m 
not used to going that fast. 111 be doing 
70 and someone goes by at 90. It makes 
me feel like I left my balls at home!” 

On day three, competitors headed 
north to Elko, and were timed in two 
special tests, the first of which included 
a section of the old Pony Express trail. 
Ashcraft saw his lead slip away when he 
got lost in the first test, losing consider- 
able time and posting the 18th-fastest 
score. Things looked good for Ashcraft 
when Trolli lost time in the second spe- 
cial test, but a controversial decision by 
the organizers to throw the latter test 
out left Ashcraft over nine minutes in 
arrears of the Italian in the overall 
results. Morris slipped to third, while 
Olivier advanced his KLX650 two spots 
to fifth overall. 

“We had a stamp check (an untimed 
check to ensure that riders remain on 
course) in the test, and the people who

were working it had some trouble and 
didn't get there on time,” explained 
Acerbis’ Bill Berroth at the heated rid- 
ers’ meeting that night. “The first three 
or four riders were going around in cir- 
cles looking for the check, and they lost 
a bunch of time. We feel that the only 
choice that’s fair for everyone is to 
throw out the test.” 

Many riders protested the move, and 
started up a petition requesting organiz- 
ers to reverse the decision. 

"That's bull,” was KTM rider Daryl 
Folks’ response to the organizers’ 
choice. “There was a course marker just 
past where the check was supposed to 
be, so they couldn't have thought they 
were lost. They shouldn’t hurt everyone 
else just to help three guys.” 

“Whatever they want to do is fine,” 
Ashcraft said. “Sure, Vd like to see it 
count because I did really good there, 
but ГЇЇ go along with whatever they 
decide.” 

Two riders who missed out on the 
arguments were Lewis and KTM- 
mounted Bryan Folks, both of whom 
were wrenching on their bikes as the 
others discussed their options. Lewis 
was installing a third motor in his big 
thumper, while Folks spent the entire 
night pirating parts from his backup 
bike in order to repair a leaking crank 
seal. 

“1 had to stay there with my mechan- 
ic, because I knew if I left, he'd give up 





and quit," said Folks. "I finally went 
and took a shower and put on my gear, 
and he finished my bike just in time for 
me to take it to the line." 

Riders returned to Ely on the fourth 
day, taking a different route. Ashcraft's 
troubles kept up as he crashed in the 
first of two special tests. Trolli continued 
to shine, posting the fastest combined 
time in the two tests. Morris was 
impressive, advancing another spot to 
second, while Ashcraft slipped to third. 
Olivier moved up a spot to fourth and 
Californian Charles Halcomb sat in fifth 
place despite stopping to help 
Kinigadner after a day-three crash. 

A dark cloud was cast over the rally 
late in the second test when Australian 
Geoff Eldridge, 43, crashed into an auto- 
mobile and was killed. The event med- 
ical team was on the scene immediately, 
and though resuscitation attempts were 
made, all efforts were futile. Eldridge, 
the publisher of Australasian Dirt Bike 
magazine, was transported by heli- 
copter to the medical center in Ely, 
where he was pronounced dead by the 
deputy coroner. 

A 24-hour break had already been 
planned for the following day, day five. 
During the break, state and local author- 
ities invesigated the accident and deter- 
mined it to be just that - an accident. At 
an emotional riders' meeting that night, 
organizers announced that the event 
would continue.

^We discussed our different options, 
and decided that Geoff would have 
wanted us to keep riding," said Berroth. 
"The rest of this Nevada Rally and each 
one we hold from now on will be dedi- 
cated to his memory." 

In honor of Eldridge, his publica- 
tion's stickers were applied to all the 
bikes, and race personnel donned green 
and yellow ribbons. 

On day six, the longest of the rally, 
competitors were timed in two special 
tests as they headed southwest to 
Tonopah. Several changes in the top 
positions took place, the most dramatic 
of which occurred when Trolli got lost 
in the first test and turned in an 
extremely poor score. The slip-up cost 
the Italian dearly, dropping him to 
fourth overall behind Olivier, Ashcraft 
and Halcomb. Morris” hopes for a top 
finish went down the drain when his 
crank seized in a special test. Noleen 
Racing-sponsored Angelo Cavandoli, 
who was having the cylinder and piston 
of his YZ250 replaced every day, moved 
into fifth overall and assumed the 250cc 
class lead. 

Kinigadner had injured his thigh in a 
crash the day before, but he still man- 
aged to post the sixth-fastest combined 
time for the day. "The leg's not so bad, 
but I get a high fever yesterday and I 
think I take too much medicine." 

Less than four minutes in arrears of 
Olivier, Ashcraft stood a good chance at 
overtaking the leader on the final day, 
but he was again thwarted when his 
ignition quit on him in the day's single 
special test. 

"It wasn't running right in the morn- 
ing, and then it sputtered and died two 
miles past the first pit," said Ashcraft. “T 
was carrying an extra ignition, but the 
strap on my fanny pack broke a few 
miles earlier and it fell off. I think I 
could have done it, judging from the ter- 
rain, but you never know." 

"This morning my plan was just to 
stay ahead of Dan, and to stay with him 
if he passed me,” Olivier said. "At gas 
two the organizers told me he broke 
down, and I backed off." 

The actual competition ended in the 
town of Pahrump, and Lewis had to be 
towed across the line when his third and 
final motor expired less than half a mile 
from the finish. Finishers were escorted 
the final 60 miles into Las Vegas, where 
they roared into the Excalibur's jousting 





arena for the dramatic closing cere- 
monies. 

"I would have loved to have had 
Dan's bike," said Olivier, who has twice 
won the Tunisia Rally and is a seven- 
time ISDE medalist. "Mine was stock, 
and he had factory support. I thought 
the organizers did a good job, especially 
considering it was the first rally here, 
but I was expecting it to be more diffi- 
cult. I'll be back next year, but I hope 
they make it tighter; otherwise it's too 
dangerous. Also, there shouldn't be any 
course markings at all, so everyone has 
to know how to read the road book. The 
last two days were perfect." 

“I'm pretty happy with the way 
things turned out," said the KTM/Pro 
Sport/Bieffe/Dunlop/Moone 
Racing/Pro Taper/Sprocket Specialists- 
backed Halcomb. "I crashed and got lost 
a few times, but I was pretty consistent 
and it paid off." 

Halcomb capitalized on Ashcraft's 
woes to nab second overall, and was the 
top rider in the +30 division. Third over- 
all was 250cc class winner Cavandoli, 
while Daryl Folks put his 550cc KTM 
atop the Open division in fourth overall. 
Italian Fabio Fasola, mounted on a 620cc 
KTM four-stroke, made a final-day surge 
to secure fifth overall in the final results. 
Venezuelan Alfredo Herrera topped the 
*-40 class. Preston Gerber bested 67-year- 
old former Olympic gymnast Jesse 
Goldberg to win the +50 category, while 
American Anna Cody finished an 
impressive 20th overall to ace the 
Women's class, defeating German rally 
specialist Jutta Kleinschmidt. 

“I really had a good time,” Californian 
Cody said. "Jutta was a great competitor 
and we got along great. I'd like to go over 
to Europe and try some rallies there." 

After shrugging off an injured wrist 
and climbing as high as eighth overall, 
KTM's Scot Harden saw his ride end pre- 
maturely on the final day. "My motor 
broke on the last day," lamented Harden. 
“This is the most disappointed I can ever 
remember being. I rode all that distance 
with a broken wrist and a bum shoulder, 
and worked my way up through the 
pack, just to have this happen." 

Kinigadner was another rider to drop 
out on the final day, when his wild 
antics finally got the better of him. The 
Austrian was in sixth overall going into 
day six, but he crashed, suffering a bro- 
ken collarbone. 

More fortunate was Gary Hilton, a 
South African who had decided to ride 
the event just days before the start. 
Hilton purchased an ancient Honda 
XL600 in California and rode it to 
Nevada, then completed the rally 
despite the fact that his airbox fell off 
and he had to fashion a replacement 
from aluminum cans and stickers. 

“TI be back next year, and I'll finish 
on the same bike," vowed Hilton. CN

How to Get the Winning Edge fea- 
tures current race and practice footage 
from this season, making it even more 
interesting. Interviews give the viewer 
à chance to hear each of the pros explain 
his riding style, and it is interesting to 
hear Bailey critique each of them while 
action clips roll. 

As well as analyzing each racer, 
Bailey reviews the basic skills that it 
takes to be a successful motocross racer. 
Proper training, good practice habits 
and attitude conditioning are stressed. 

As an instructional tool, and as a 
form of entertainment, How to Get the 
Winning Edge is perhaps the most com- 
plete package that has ever come out of 
the Videos by Professor Bailey library. 
Hardly any of the action footage is 
shown more than once, making for an 
interesting show from start to finish. 
Bailey keeps the viewer's attention 
throughout the tape and his voice never 
becomes monotonous and boring. The 
60-minute tape carries a slightly high 
suggested retail price, but in my opin- 
ion, it's well worth it.

Ermolenko s the World Champion! 


POCKING, GERMANY, AUG. 29 

am Ermolenko, the man whose 
S eventful speedway career has been 

punctuated with misfortune and 
controversy, finally shrugged off the 
jinx to become America’s first World 
Champion since Bruce Penhall. He's 
also only the third American to have 
won the title. Jack Milne was the first, 
winning the World Championship in 
1938, and Penhall the second with title 
winning performances in both 1981 and 
'82. 

The most consistent rider in the 
British League for the past three years, 
Ermolenko has often struggled to assert 
his authority when it has been needed 
the most, but this time that essential 
element of luck was on his side. He had 
to survive two jittery moments before 
he overcame the challenge of three- 
time World Champion Hans Nielsen 
and was assured of the crown, but few 
speedway followers could begrudge 
him of his success. 

From the start it was clearly going to 
be a two-man battle. After the first two 
rounds Californian Ermolenko and 
Dane Nielsen were the only riders not 
to have dropped a point. Ermolenko 
led all the way in his two outings while 
Nielsen had shown his determination 
by coming from behind to beat 1992 
World Champion Gary Havelock of 
England. 

Ermolenko's first doubt came in his 
third race when Polish contender 
Sam Ermolenko leads Hans Nielsen in the pivotal race 15. Ermolenko became the first American World Champion since Bruce Penhall. Tomasz Gollob was knocked down as

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Ermolenko might have been responsi- 
ble, but British referee Frank Ebdon 
called all four riders back for a rerun 
and Ermolenko was quick to accept his 
second chance. 

Two heats later Nielsen was held off 
for four nail-biting laps by Ermolenko's 
British League teammate Peter 
Karlsson of Sweden, and at the end of 
three rounds, Ermolenko was the only 
rider with a perfect score. 

The crunch came in heat 15 with the 

clash of the giants, Ermolenko and 
Nielsen. Ermolenko shot into the lead 
on the back straight and Nielsen looked 
beaten, but coming off the fourth turn 
Ermolenko drifted wide and Nielsen 
saw his chance. He took it at full throt- 
tle but slid into Ermolenko on the way, 
and the American was driven into the 
fence. - 
The race was stopped and referee 
Ebdon decided Nielsen was at fault, 
but the Danish rider stayed on the track 
to take his place at the starting gate for 
the rerun clearly thinking that 
Ermolenko should have been excluded. 
The rerun was held up for several min- 
utes before the starting officials per- 
suaded Nielsen to return to the pits. 
There was an uproar from the Danish 
fans and there was more trouble as the 
race got under way a second time. As 
the three remaining riders hit the first 
turn Ermolenko was leading, but his 
chain snapped when fellow American 
Billy Hamill ran into his rear wheel and 
fell. 

It was a tricky situation for the refer- 
ee. Hamill was down, Ermolenko had 
stopped and England’s Andy Smith 
was the only rider still going. Ebdon

decided that all three riders should par- 
ticipate in the second rerun. Ermolenko 
had a second chance which he accepted 
gratefully. But the referee’s ruling only 
stirred up more anger among the 
Danish fans on the back straight. Scores 
of fans scaled the safety fence and 
staged a sit-down protest on the track. 
Order was only restored after police 
marched out 20 minutes later and the 
protesters dispersed. 

Ermolenko stayed calm, refusing to 
allow the disturbance to affect his con- 
centration and he cashed in with an 
easy victory to remain the only rider in 
the field with a perfect score. 
Ermolenko had 12 points from his four 
tides, and only Gollob could reach him, 
but that last remaining doubt was 
immediately dispelled when the Pole 
was beaten by Swede Henrik 
Gustafsson in the next heat. 

With one race still to ride, 
Ermolenko was already the World 
Champion and nobody could take that 
away from him, but when he came out 
for the final heat and his followers 
were expecting a celebration ride, 
Ermolenko failed to respond, tailing off 
in last on a different bike which was 
well down on power. The jubilant 
American explained later that he had 
used four machines on his way to the 
title. One by one he had been forced to 
cast them aside. 

Ermolenko’s confrontation with 
Nielsen was carried through to the sub- 
sequent press conference when the 
Dane accused the new champion of 
deliberately laying down his bike in 
heat 15. “I could see Ermolenko was 
losing ground, and as I drove through 
the gap he turned across me,” Nielsen 
said. “I think the referee was totally 
wrong to rule that I was to blame. It 
was a bad decision and it cost me the 
title.” 

Ermolenko refuted Nielsen’s allega- 
tions. “I could see he had more speed, 
but he definitely touched my left hand 
as he came through. I was taken off 
line, and if I had not fallen I would 
have gone right into the fence,” 
Ermolenko said. “I don’t give a crap 
what Hans (Nielsen) or anyone else 
says, I won the darn thing and that's all 
that matters. I’m the champion.” 

But Ermolenko readily admitted that 
he was lucky to survive when he lost 
his drive chain in the rerun of heat 15 
and was reinstated when the race was 
rerun a second time. " If the title had 
depended on my last heat I would have 
been in real trouble because my four 
bikes were history,” Ermolenko said. 
“There was something seriously wrong, 
with the machine I used in my last 
heat, but I knew I had already won the 
title and I could take it easy.” 

Nielsen, angry and despondent, 


made some amends by taking the run-. 


ner-up spot after winning the run-off 
with England’s Chris Louis, after they 
tied on 11 points, but second place was 
little consolation for the Dane. 

Referee Ebdon refused to get 
involved in the controversy. “I made 
my decisions as I saw them and I think 
I was right,” Ebdon said. 

It was a great day for the 32-year-old 
Californian who was forced to quit 
motocross racing when he suffered a 
broken thighbone, shoulder and elbow 
in a street bike accident in 1977 when 
he was a high school junior. He didn’t 
ride for two years after that accident 
and when he did start again, he found 
that he couldn’t bend his right knee 
enough to continue in motocross. In 
1980 he saw his first speedway race at 
the Costa Mesa track in southern 
California and the rest is history. He 
made his first impact on the world 
scene in 1985 when he was third in the

World Individual Championship Final 
at Bradford, England. He was third two 
years later in Amsterdam, but in 1989 
he suffered another broken thighbone 
when he went down and was run over 
by trailing riders at the 1989 World 
Long Track Championships in West 
Germany. And although he has stayed 
among the leading contenders, he did 
not make another appearance on the 
victory rostrum until Pocking, the last 
of the World Finals under the existing 
system. Next year the International 
Federation will be replacing the one- 
day Final with a Grand Prix series, and 
the top 10 scorers in the Pocking meet- 
ing will be guaranteed a place. 

While not nearly as successful as 
Ermolenko, fellow Californian Billy 
Hamill did enough to qualify with a 
seven-point total, one better than he 
collected in his first Final two years 
ago. 

“I don’t think I made the right deci- 
sions with my machinery,” Hamill said. 
“I felt competitive in my first race 
when I was second to (Henrik) 
Gustafsson, but I did not feel right in 
my second and third outings. I changed 
bikes for my last race and it was the 
best showing of the day. The consola- 
tion was that I got my name on the 
Grand Prix (starter’s list) although I 
was 10th on the score chart. I’m ona 
learning curve and I think I learned a 
lot today.” 

The third American contender, Greg 
Hancock, who is Hamill’s teammate 
with Cradley Heath in the British 











After years of bad luck, Ermolenko earned the one international title that had eluded him. 
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League admitted he had not had the 
right mental approach for his first 
World Final, failing to score after tak- 
ing second place to Nielsen in his open- 
ing ride. 

"] thought I was ready but I was too 
nervous, too tensed up for the occasion. 
I knew this was going to be tough but I 
never expected anything like this," 
Hancock said. "But it was a tremen- 
dous experience and I'll certainly be 
better prepared next time." 

Ermolenko is looking forward to his 
reign as World Champion. ^I have had 
more than my share of bad luck in the 





past," Ermolenko said. "Whatever hap- 
pened today, I think I was due for a 
change of luck, and I want to go out 
next year to promote speedway around 
the world and show that I am a worthy 
champion." eN

Russell pulls ahead in Japan 


SUGO, JAPAN, AUGUST 29 

he Japanese round of the World 
T Superbike Series has always been 

one of the most dreaded meetings 
of the year, but for Georgian Scott 
Russell it was a beneficial affair. The 
Muzzy Kawasaki pilot entered the meet- 
ing at Sugo with a slim five-point lead 
over title-rival Carl Fogarty, but after 
recording eighth and first-place finishes, 
Russell left-with 13 more points in his 
pocket than the Brit. Fogarty won the 
first leg and took over the points lead, 
but a crash in the second leg sent him 
and his bent Ducati to the paddock with 
no points and back into second. With 
five rounds to go, Russell leads Fogarty, 
259.5 to 246.5. 

The Japanese race comes at the end 
of a very tiring southeast Asian trip, 
during which the limited bike and parts 
arsenal - brought from Europe - is to be 
handled with the utmost of care. 
Moreover, opposition is quite stiff at the 
Sugo circuit, with local Japanese riders 
filling out the field aboard sophisticated 
factory-supported material. To make 
things even worse, Japan is certainly not 
the: place to be at the end of August - 
there is a constant threat of typhoons 
and heavy rain in the isles. And finally, 
life is very expensive, indeed, in the 
country of the rising yen. 

Still, Sugo was the race of the last 
hope for Russell. It was there that 
Kawasaki gave him a new evolution of 
his Kawasaki engine and the lanky 
Georgian got away with more than he 
could have bargained for. After a disap- 
pointing eighth position in the first heat, 
the Team Muzzy rider scored his third 
win of the year in the second race, pre- 
ceding none less than three other 
Kawasakis and one Yamaha. Still, this 
result was due mostly to an incredible 
stroke of misfortune for the Ducati 
troops, who lost Stephane Mertens, 
Fogarty, Mauro Lucchiari and Giancarlo 
Falappa in the last six laps. This result 
was, however, a fine booster for the 
Japanese Kawasaki and Yamaha hon- 





chos, who had only received woeful tid- 
ings from the European front when first 
Falappa, and later Fogarty had just run 
around their mighty four-cylinders. 

Kawasaki was quite pleased to have 
beaten the entire European opposition 
on home soil, and Yamaha saw their 
own Fabrizio Pirovano climb back in the 
point standings. Pirovano is now tied 
for fourth with Falappa. 

It is, however, doubtful that the tide 
has turned. Russell had to leave his spe- 
cial engine in Japan, and the Yamaha 
engineers were only able to come up 
with a better gearbox for the Beppe 
Russo-tuned YZF of Pirovano. In other 
words, even the Japanese had not been 
able to beat Russo in his game, as his 
engines proved to be faster than the fac- 
tory units. It is (again) all up to him for 
the rest of the season. 

Fogarty was one of the most unlucky 
riders after the second heat. For some 
two hours, he had been the new leading 
man in the championship after winning 
the first leg; an objective he had been 
working toward for the last couple of 
months. A crash in the afternoon race, 
however, put him back where he was 
before the Malaysian round. He can 
have a new go at Russell’s position back 
in Europe. One thing is for sure, the 
championship is not over yet; even 
though it looks like it’s boiling down to 
a duel between the English Ducati rider 
and the Georgian Kawasaki-representa- 
tive. 

Russell’s Muzzy Kawasaki team- 
mate, Aaron Slight, never got a chance 
to taste the latest development of the 
Kawasaki engine and lost precious 
points to two Japanese Kawasaki test 
riders. The Kiwi is now: coming under 
increasing pressure from Pirovano, who 
made up ground to equal Falappa on 
points. 


Qualifying 


The pessimists were right on the 
practice days preceding the Japanese 





round - or at least partially. Typhoon 
Vernon flooded parts of Tokyo and also 
visited Sugo on Thursday evening, mak- 
ing the track unridable on Friday for the 
un-timed practice sessions due to the 
mud and water running down the hills 
and onto the tarmac. Kamikaze-tactics 
were demonstrated by the leading 
Ducati men in Saturday's practice ses- 
sions. First of all, Falappa went down 
after having paid too much attention to 
his pit signals as he dove into the first 
corner. A bit later, it was Fogarty who 
followed his teammate's bad example. 
“I was wondering why Carlo kept on 
crashing while turning slower lap times 
than myself," the Brit said after he 
walked away uninjured. 

Fogarty was not impressed by his 
wrong step, bettering his best time in 
the afternoon with some two seconds. A 
fourth consecutive pole position for the 
man from Blackburn, and a fourth con- 
secutive moral victory over Russell, who 
also had to tolerate the Japanese 
Kawasaki factory rider Keiichi Kitagawa 
in front of him. 

"This year I have never been so far 
off pole," said a disappointed Russell. 
“And I just can't go any faster; I am rid- 
ing at my own and the bike's limits." 

Things were even worse for his team- 
mate Slight. On Saturday, Slight never 
got his new engine running for more 
than four laps in a row, struggling con- 
stantly with carburetion problems. 

And the new engine! Both Russell 
and Slight had been looking forward to 
receiving the Japanese engineers' home- 
work at Sugo, but instead, they were 
surprised by the speed of another 
Kawasaki engine - faster ones that were 
used by Kawasaki's Japanese test riders. 

"The engines the Japanese have 
given to us here are perhaps a bit 
stronger than our own equipment," said 
Russell. “But it is sure no miracle drug 
against the Ducati domination." 

Team manager Peter Doyle was as 
surprised as his riders. "(Keiichi) 
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Kitagawa and (Shoichi) Tsukamoto have 
engines that are a lot faster on top speed 
than ours. We would've liked to try 
these engines out, but there was no time 
for that. I will have to bang my fist on 
the table, because as things look now, 
we are losing the title." 

Still, on Sunday morning, Team 
Muzzy decided to use "their" Japanese 
engines, as these were a little more pow- 
erful than the ones they had brought 
with them from Europe. Still, Kawasaki 
was extremely well represented at the 
front row of the grid, with only Fogarty 
on pole as the sole Ducati rider on the 
front row. With Kitagawa sitting in the 
second starting slot, Russell third, Slight 
fourth and Tsukamoto fifth, things 
looked pretty well for Kawasaki. 
Mertens, Piergiorgio Bontempi, 
Pirovano and Fred Merkel occupied the 
second row. 

The Kawasaki riders were. not the 
only ones to see some results of the 
Japanese homework at Sugo. Pirovano 
got a new engine to try out, but that 
turned out to be a bit slower than his 
tuner’s Beppe Russo home craft, even 
though the Japanese bike was fitted 
with a gearbox especially developed for 
the Sugo circuit. 

Russo had already done some pretty 
impressive work on the BYRD Yamahas 
before they left for Asia, doing away 
with the acceleration pump which had 
caused Merkel so much trouble in the 
first races of the year. The B and C kit 
riders also got some more tricks from 
the Japanese. Jeffrey De Vries received 
all the carburetor equipment that goes 
with the B kit airbox, as the Dutchman 
works together very closely with Rymer, 
performing a lot of development work 
on the track as well as on a dyno in 
Holland. 

The extra help even made Swede 
Christer Lindholm wonder: “Perhaps 
they should put Sugo as the first race on 
the calendar; then we get all the 
Japanese advice before the season really 
gets under way.” 

Terry Rymer had to be happy with 
12th behind Falappa and Lucchiari. The 
Londoner had hoped to try out a real 
factory bike in Sugo, after his own B kit 
bike broke down in practice. But accord- 
ing to Yamaha, there were no more 
works bikes available to him. 


Race one 


On Sunday morning, more than 
36,500 spectators saw most of the 
European riders caught off guard by the 
unconventional Japanese starting tech- 
nique. They weren't used to the starting 
lights that turned yellow first before the 
green light is switched on. 

“I had already covered some six feet 
and then I had to brake again, until the 
light really turned green," Slight said. 

Mertens was one of the few riders 
having studied the procedure quite 
closely in previous races. The Belgian 
Ducati rider dove into the first corner in 
the slipstream of local hero Kitagawa, 
who led the field during the first 15 laps 
of the 25-lap race. 

On lap 12, Mertens was passed by 
Fogarty, who had started the race in 
fourth. 

“During the warm-up, I had to run in 
a new engine, since my best engine had 
an oil leak yesterday," Mertens said. 
"Fortunately, everything worked out all 
right from the word go, and I succeeded 
in following the Japanese Kawasaki dur- 
ing the first half of the race, even though 
I noticed pretty soon that my tire choice 
was not the best I could have made. 
Then, I was passed by Fogarty, and later 
on by Tsukamoto." 

After passing Mertens, Fogarty 
reeled in and passed Kitagawa for the 
lead. He was not able to shake off 











Kitagawa, but never looked to be under 
too much pressure from the Japanese 
rider. Fogarty went on to win his eighth 
leg of the year. 

“In the beginning of the race, I had 
some trouble getting out of the clutches 
of some of the Japanese riders. That is 
why I put my head down, and why I 
was in such a hurry to get to the lead,” 
said Fogarty. 

Russell never had a chance to mingle 
with the guys fighting for the rostrum 
places. He got entangled with a group 
involving Pirovano, Falappa, Slight and 
Bontempi, and they were several sec- 
onds behind the first group at the mid- 
way point. “We lost a lot of time trying 
to beat each other,” said a disappointed 
Russell, after seeing his five-point lead 
turn into a seven-point deficit. 

Even though the Japanese Kawasaki 
honchos seemed pretty pleased with the 
results - they had beaten their Japanese 
adversaries - they also realized that it 
was time to think about regaining the 
championship lead. 

During the break between the two 
heats, Team Muzzy got the latest evolu- 
tion Kawasaki engine from Shoji 
Miyazaki's bike, which had impressed 
them earlier during the weekend. 
However, it remained to be seen if 
Russell would feel immediately at home 
on the bike in the second heat. 

Slight, on the other hand, had to 
make do with the other Japanese engine. 
“What we got here, was a top speed 
engine that lacked power in the 
midrange. After the first heat, I also 
asked to try their other engine, but 
Scott’s doing well was understandably 
their first priority,” Slight said. 


Race two 


The new Japanese engine in Russell's 
bike might not have been the miracle 
remedy to win him the title, but it surely 
helped him to produce a rocket start with 
only Fogarty in his slipstream. A few 
laps into the contest, Fogarty took over 
the lead, but he would not have it his 
way this time. Not only did Russell stay 
within striking distance of the Ducati 
rider, but for some reason things started 
to go terribly wrong for the Italian twins 
from about the halfway point of race 
two. First, Merkel retired after his Ducati 
888 started to lose oil, then, with six laps 
to go, Mertens went down. 

“The bike was shod on the same tires 
Fogarty had used in the first heat,” said 
Mertens. 

After having adapted to the 
Michelins, Mertens gained one second 
per lap on a group made up of 
Pirovano, Tsukamoto and Slight. But 
entering a bumpy corner, Mertens got 
out of shape. 

“1 got onto the grass, where I 
crashed,” Mertens said. 

One lap later, Russell passed the 
grandstands alone. Fogarty had also 
crashed while passing some backmark- 
ers and being forced off the track. “I had 
this race perfectly under control. I knew 
that Scott had quite some trouble trying 
to remain in my slipstream, and I was 
ready for the final laps,” Fogarty said. 

And that was not the end of the story 
for Ducati; three laps before the finish, 
Lucchiari retired with gearbox problems 
and at the same time Falappa crashed 
and remained lying on the track for sev- 
eral minutes while the Japanese mar- 
shals seemed to panic. Finally, it was 
Merkel, who was walking back to the 
pits, who snatched up a yellow flag and 
waved it at the riders. 

At the finish line, it was Russell the 
winner in front of Kitagawa, Tsukamoto 
and Slight. Four Kawasakis in the first 
four places was a result even the 
Japanese would never have dared to 
dream of. Pirovano finished fifth, rele-

gating the first Ducati, ridden by 
Japanese Toshiyuki Arakaki, to an atypi- 
cal sixth-place finish. Rymer in seventh, 
Fabrizio Furlan in 11th and Lindholm in 
12th were the only other European rid- 
ers making the top 15. 

But while the result of the second 
heat might have given Kawasaki some- 
thing to cheer about on Sunday night, it 
remains to be seen if Russell will be able 
to hold on to his reconquered lead in the 
championship point standings. 

“The bike I used in the second heat 
had the power in the midrange that we 
have been looking for the whole sea- 
son,” said Russell. “The difference 
between this bike and my own was 
striking. I would have liked to keep it 
and not give the bike back to the 
Japanese.” 

But right after the finish of the sec- 
ond heat, the engine was again yanked 
out from the Muzzy Kawasaki and 
taken back to the Kawasaki factory. 
Team manager Doyle said, “We desper- 
ately need these engines for the rest of 
the season if we want to win the cham- 





pionship. We are even willing to pay 
anything the Japanese ask, in order to 
use it.” єх

Martens thumps to glory

GENEVA, SWITZERLAND, AUG. 29 

our-stroke fans followed Jacky 
F Martens to the End of the World, 

which is the literal translation of 
Bout du Monde, the track in the suburbs 
of Geneva where the series finale, the 
Swiss Grand Prix, was held. And the 
Низдуагпа ace came through with fly- 
ing colors, becoming the first four-stroke 
rider to win a MX World Championship 
title since Jeff Smith did so on a works 
BSA in 1965. 

Belgian Martens, 30, runner-up to 
Georges Jobe two years ago on a KTM 
before signing to lead the four-stroke 
renaissance, defeated arch-rival Jorgen 
Nilsson by just three points in the final 
standings after the Honda-mounted 
Swede won all three motos in Geneva. 

“T always knew I was going to win 
the title this year,” said Martens as he 
sat engulfed by family and fans. “I said 
after I lost in 1991 that I would never be 
second again, and we have worked non- 
stop since last winter to achieve this. 
Four-strokes are the future of motocross 
and the Japanese must now come back. 
The 500 GPs are alive and well.” 

Nilsson, just four months Martens’ 
junior, was noble in defeat: “I always 
knew this could happen. I came here to 
win all three motos and hope that some- 
one else could also beat Jacky, but it 
didn’t happen. Now I know how Kurt 
Nicoll felt last year. But ГЇЇ be back next 
year to win the title.” 

It was indeed a carbon copy of the 





- 1992 finale in Switzerland, as Martens, 


like Jobe the year before, clinched the 
crown with a trio of runner-up finishes. 

While the fast-gating Nilsson led all 
three motos nearly from the get-go, 
Martens was also through to a comfort- 
able second within a couple of laps in 
the second and third motos; his main 
adversary was the nervous tension 
which always builds up in these circum- 
stances. 

The new champion had truly earned 
his title in the opening moto, however, 
when he charged through the pack from 
a first-lap fall to cross the line in 
Nilsson’s wheeltracks, surviving a scuf- 
fle with Honda-mounted Jobe along the 
way. Jobe, 32, who retired after earning 
the title last year, had come back for 
“just one more GP." 

“1 have been toying with the idea of 
racing here for some time because it will 
be the last chance for me to ride with my 
number-one plate,” said Jobe. "I'm 
using the HRC bike which Honda gave 
to me for winning the World title in 
1991 and 1992, but I don’t have any 
spares, so I’m keeping my fingers 
crossed that we do not have a break.” 

Much credit for the title must also go 
to Martens’ mechanic Graham Kent. The 
Husqvarnas prepped by the Cockney 
character, who won the 250cc title with 
John Van den Berk in 1988, did not reg- 
ister a single mechanical DNF in the 
entire series as Martens had just four

zero scores, twice crashing out and 
twice pulling off after rocks broke his 
nose. 

Husaberg-mounted Joel Smets, the 
other half of the four-stroke challenge, 
clinched the bronze medal to make the 
thumper joy complete, however, all of 
the day’s attention was on the number 
11 Husky of Martens and the number 
seven Honda of Nilsson. 

Before the race, Nilsson worked dili- 
gently to prepare his inside gate while 
the Martens lounged casually against 
the fence. Nilsson’s “gardening” seemed 
to pay dividends, as he holeshot the first 
moto with Jeremy Whatley, taking a 
gamble by watching the rickety starter’s 
box, broadsliding around the outside for 
second and Jobe emerging from the first 
turn in third. Martens seemed content 
in seventh, for the track was wide with 
plenty of open space to utilize the awe- 
some power of the Husky to advance. 
But suddenly, the Belgian contingent 
was numbed in silence when Martens 
hit the turf. 

“(Darryl) King locked up, I hit his 
rear wheel and went down,” explained 
Martens after the race. 

Kiwi King remembered nothing of 
the incident: “You don’t remember if 
someone touches you on the first lap. I 
was struggling all afternoon.” 

Martens was left down in 12th, with 
Nilsson racing clear. The four-stroke 
ace's 12-point series advantage sudden- 
ly looked awfully small, but what fol- 
lowed was a ride that was truly worthy 
of a champion. 

After 10 minutes, Martens was sev- 
enth. A lap later he took Dave Thorpe, 
and on the following circuit he disposed 
of both Brian Wheeler and Jobe. 

Martens' pass on Jobe was far from 
easy, according to Thorpe, who wit- 
nessed the maneuver. "Georges went 
for him (Martens). If I'd had a camera 
on like those Formula One cars, I could 
make a fortune with the video. Jacky 
passed him on that steep downhill out 
of sight of the public and Georges just 
went down the inside and straight on at 
the turn." 

The Husqvarna rider then had a long 
way to go to catch up to Whatley, 
demoted by a charging Hansson on the 
same lap, but he pulled it back within 
two laps and the KTM man offered no 
resistance: “I’m not going to get in any- 
one's way. I know I wouldn't like it if I 
was going for a championship and 
someone held me up for a lap. 1 would 
do the same for Nilsson." 

Marcus Hansson, another Honda- 
mounted Swede, had proven at previ- 
ous GPs that he was not riding shotgun 
for Nilsson, and closed to the title con- 
tender's rear wheel. “I wasn't worried," 
said Nilsson. "Marcus is struggling for 
condition at the moment because of his 
injuries and I expected him to fade at 
the end." 

Nilsson was right, and with two laps 
to go the race seemed over, but anyone 
who thought as much had not reckoned 
with Martens. Halfway round the last 
lap he was on Hansson, and on the 
steepest downhill he pounced. 

"Jacky kept it wide open," Hansson 
said. "He was determined to pass. There 
was no way I could fight him off; my 
forearms were like jelly by then." 

Jobe faded to seventh: "I completely 
lost my rhythm early in the race when I 
was behind Whatley. If I could have fol- 
lowed Nilsson I think it would have 
been better. My forearms started to 
pump up and I dropped back quickly. I 
had a good battle with David (Thorpe) 
and that helped me to regain my confi- 
dence. I think I can be faster in the other 
races now." 

Thorpe saw the result of their per- 
sonal battle differently: "I made a silly 





mistake in a right-hander which let him 
get away again." 

It had been a magnificent race, and 
against all the odds Martens had 
restricted his losses to three points. The 
gap was now nine, though it remained 
to be seen how much that hard first race 
had taken out of him physically. 

Neither Nilsson nor Martens grabbed 
the holeshot in moto two, but within 
two laps they were 1-2 and clear of the 
pack. Whatley had again swept around 
the outside, but was already down to 
third before a fall dropped him into the 
pack and a seized fork eventually forced 
him out. 

Jobe had cut across both of the title 
candidates in the first turn but his race 
was effectively over in turn two. 
“Whatley came across me and took my 
front wheel,” said the Belgian. “It was 
just one of those things.” 

“He's living in a world of his own,” 
Whatley retorted. “We were never with- 
in five yards of each other!” 

Jobe circulated for one lap in front of 
the title candidates before pulling off. “I 
didn’t want to interfere,” said Jobe. 
“Those Flemish fans always think that 
you will, and they would have thrown 
things at me if I hadn't stopped." 

In front, Nilsson had nearly 10 sec- 
onds in hand even before Martens 
reached second place, and his advantage 
rose to 12 seconds in the next two laps. 

“I lost time behind Whatley, and then 
it took me a couple of laps to find all of 
the lines," said Martens. "I also could 
not afford to push too hard too early 
after that hard first race." 

With three laps to go, however, the 
gap was down to five seconds, though 
Martens admitted defeat with a lap to 
go in the moto. 

“I couldn't have caught him," 
Martens said, "I only need third in the 
last race." 

Hansson had gone down in turn one 
as Nilsson pushed out Thorpe and start- 
ed a chain reaction, so Smets was 
already certain of the bronze medal 
even before he finished fourth. 

The championship situation was 
clear: Nilsson must win and he needed 
two other riders to push Martens down 
to fourth. 

Nilsson grabbed his customary 
holeshot in moto three, but Martens was 
fifth out of turn one, third halfway 
round the lap, and afforded himself the 
luxury of two more laps before easing 
his way past Brit Jason Higgs. 

Only nerves or a disaster could stop 
Martens now, and the race ran its course 
before Martens was mobbed by his 
ecstatic fans and Nilsson was consoled 
by the small troupe of Swedish specta- 
tors. 

Jobe raced back to sixth from an early 
fall but annoyed Austrian Karl Sulzer on 
the way. "Jobe is an asshole," said 
Sulzer. "I've been over there and told 
him to his face. He rides one race all 
year and he simply took me out. He 
spluttered something about his brakes. 
All I know is that he cost me the number 
10 plate!" €N

Tragter earns title 
Down Under 


MANJIMUP, AUSTRALIA, AUG. 29 
D utchman Pedro Tragter, who has 





finished the 125cc GP series third 

on three previous occasions, final- 
ly struck gold in the Australian outback 
when he sewed up the championship at 
the Cosy Creek track in Western 
Australia. 

Just 31 riders turned up to race at the 
scenic track that hosted the Motocross 
des Nations last year; 14 seeded riders 
were joined by four European-based 
series regulars who were paying their 
own expenses, along with 13 Aussie rid- 
ers who were making their series debut. 

Holding a 34-point lead over 
Frenchman Yves Demaria entering the 
meeting, Chesterfield Suzuki's Tragter, 
25, only needed to stay out of trouble to 
secure the crown. He was content to 
move to within three points of the title 
in race one as he chased winner Andrea 
Bartolini over the line, while Demaria 
could manage only fourth despite 
recording the fastest lap of the race. 
Demaria's compatriot Mickael Pichon 
was third in the moto. 

Nothing short of two wins could sal- 
vage Demaria's hopes after that finish. 
Though Tragter had to ride through the 
pack to finish seventh in race two, the 
destiny of the title had already been 
decided 22 seconds earlier, as the Italian 
Bartolini won again with Tragter's team- 
mate Joakim Karlsson in second place 
and ready to repel Demaria's every effort. 

Bartolini's Honda teammate Alessio 
Chiodi was excluded from the first race, 
while a one-minute noise penalty 
dropped Dave Strijbos from eighth to 
15th in race two. None of the French 
contingent completed the final moto of 
the series in which Strijbos clinched the 
bronze medal with a win over Tragter. 
Bartolini clinched his third overall win 
in the last four GPs with a fourth-place 
moto finish. 

Kim Ashkenazi was the top Aussie in 
all three motos, collecting 23 points for 
eighth overall. CN

It's Andrews again i in Ohio

LAURELVILLE, OH, AUG. 3» 

hen off-road Nationals take place 
W: Ohio, it's come to be expected 

that an Ohian will win. And that's 
exactly what happened at the National 
Cross Country race in Laurelville. Pro 
motocrosser Fred Andrews, the off-road 
race rookie who is the current series 
points leader, took his place among the 
elite defenders of the Buckeye State’s 
off-road racing honor - riders like 
National Hare Scrambles Champion 
Scott Plessinger, four-time National 
Enduro Champion Terry Cunningham, 
and former enduro champ Jeff Russell - 
with his third win of the series. 

Yamaha YZ250-mounted Andrews 
outlasted three-time National Cross 
Country Champion Scott Summers on a 
hot and dry Sunday afternoon to extend 





his GNCC points lead to 36 points over 
Yamaha teammate Jan Hrehor, who fin- 
ished third. 

“They said the first National that I 
won in Florida was too fast, then they 
said I won the Blackwater because it 
was too hard,” said Andrews of his crit- 
ics. “No one thought I could win 
against Summers and Jan (Hrehor) and 
these guys in the woods, which is exact- 
ly what I did today. This gives me 
incentive for the rest of the series.” 

Andrews, 28, is sponsored by 
Yamaha, Andrews Cycle, Wiseco, Sports 
Cycle Racing, Boyesen, Pro-Circuit, 
Answer, Dunlop, Acerbis, Maxima, 
100%, Smith, Shoei, Hombres, 
Hammerhead Graphics, Moose Racing 
and Works Enduro Racing.

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It was the first time that the Laurel 
Ridge Riding Club hosted a National 
cross country championship event and 
approximately 230 riders attended. The 


course, laid out by Vic and Scott Ely, . 


featured eight-mile loops, including sev- 
eral fast and open spaces to counter the 
much more technical woods sections. 
With the sun beating down all day long 
the heat index was high and rider 
fatigue played a part in the race; tem- 
peratures hovered around 100 degrees 
throughout the three-hour long race. 

"The heat really didn't bother me at 
all, which surprises me," said Andrews. 

Andrews played a cat-and-mouse 
game with Summers, allowing the big 
Honda pilot a wide berth in the early 
stages of the race, then pouncing on the 
leader as the afternoon wore on. He 
passed Summers just after the halfway 
point and then kept a short but comfort- 
able distance between himself and his 
pursuer all the way past the checkered 
flag. In the end Andrews carried a lead 
of 11 seconds into the winner's circle. 
Summers in turn led Czech import 
Hrehor by just more than three minutes. 

Summers was making his return to 
the GNCC series after missing the 
Blackwater round in June due to broken 
wrist. 

^My wrist didn't really bother me," 
said Summers. “I just basically got tired 
after about two hours. I tried to hang in 
there but Fred was just slowly reeling 
me in. I tried to pass him back in a cou- 
ple of places, but the fields were so 
dusty it was hard to see. I couldn't see 
Fred to try and pass him." 

Doug Blackwell was the early leader 
on his Kawasaki KX250, and he led 
Summers, Andrews, Team Mirage's 
Thomas Norton, Hrehor and Duane 
Conner throughout the first lap, which 
took approximately 19 minutes to com- 
plete. But Blackwell didn't have his best 
stuff at Laurel Ridge and Summers 
relieved the 22-year old Team Green 
rider at the point before the second lap 
was over. Andrews and Norton - win- 
ner of the Thunder Ridge National Hare 
Scrambles last month - also passed 
Blackwell, who later had gasoline 
spilled onto his lap and legs during a 
frantic pit stop. 

“I passed Doug in the woods at the 
beginning of the second lap but Fred 
had a harder time getting around him, 
so I put some distance on him there," 
said Summers. 

Summers and Andrews both soon 
slipped away from Norton and the rest 
of the field, turning the race into a two- 
man duel before the crossed flags came 
out to mark the halfway point. Shortly 
thereafter, Conner dismissed himself 
from the race following a big-time crash. 

“I let Scott by the second lap and he 
held me off for half the track," said 
Andrews. "Then he waved me back by. 
I think we were both just kind of check- 
ing the course out and gauging one 
another's speed. Then he went by me 
again and actually started pulling away. 
I didn't think that I was going to be able 
to catch him again at that point." 

But while Andrews was following 
Summers throughout those early laps he 
was taking stock of the situation. "The 
track was really tight and rough and I 
don't think his bike was handling that 
good," said Andrews. "I think he was 
fine with the wrist and all that. He's 
been riding some big races. I think he 
was going as fast as he could today. 
Maybe this track wasn't built for a bike 
that big." 

"The track definitely wasn't suited 
for my bike," said Summers, who com- 
peted aboard a Honda XR600 four- 
stroke. "It was a very easy course - not 
real technical - perfect for a motocross 
bike." 





OFF-ROAD AMA Wiseco/Yamaha/Dunlop Grand National Cross Country Series: Round 8 


After a slow start Hrehor attached 
himself to Norton's roost and the two of 
them engaged in a day-long battle that 
was not decided until the last lap when 
Hrehor passed Norton's gasping 125 for 
third overall honors. But everyone's 
focus was on the lead duel. 

“Our gas stops were uneven," said 
Andrews. "I stopped for gas when he 
didn't have to, so he got away. Then I 
got inspired for a few laps and caught 
back up to where I was only about six or 
seven seconds behind him when he got 
gas. I had to stop again but this time I 
could see him." 

This sighting occurred with three 
laps to go. By the time they came 
around to get the 2-lap board Andrews 
was in the lead. 

“1 passed him a mile from the end of 
the lap," said Andrews. "I caught him, 
dogged him and passed him on an 
uphill. He tried to ram me, so I hit the 
brakes. He did it again in another corner 
and I hit the brakes again - he went right 
over the bars, which was pretty cool. I 
figured I better get going while he was 
on the ground, but I got behind some 
lapped riders and he caught back up 
and I had to try something else." 

"When Fred passed me it was a real 
surprise," said Summers. "The hill was 
very silty and dry and there wasn't 
much traction at the bottom. He ran 
inside of me and that really caught me 
off guard. It was a great move." 

As for the ram/brake check, 
Summers said, "We were both going for 
it; there was nothing dirty about it." 

The next defensive stance that 
Andrews assumed was going extremely 
slow through the tight woods, then 
opening it back up when they got to the 
dusty field sections. He also admitted 
dragging his feet and aiming for the 
deepest "puff" berms in an effort to 
keep Summers behind him in the dust. 

"] tried to pass him in the ravine on 
the last lap because he was sitting there 
trying to pass a bunch of lappers," said 
Summers. "But Fred heard my engine or 
something and surged out of his line 
into mine. That was really the only place 
where I had a chance of passing him. 
The woods were too tight; the open stuff 
was too dusty.” 

In the end Andrews’ game plan land- 
ed him in the winner’s circle as 
Summers failed to ever regain control of 
the race. He finished just 11 seconds 
behind the Yamaha pilot but was him- 
self more than three minutes clear of 
third-place Hrehor. Andrews now has 
132 points in the series, while runner-up 
Hrehor has 96, and there are five races 
left in the series. 

“1 think I'm third in the standings 
now, so what I need to do is pretty sim- 
ple: beat Fred and Jan from here on 
out," said Summers. "They count the 
best eight scores and I have no throw- 
aways left, so there's no more room for 
error for me." 

Bare Bros./MSR-backed Dwain 
Miller emerged the winner in the 250cc 
A class the checkered flag fell. 
Kawasaki-mounted Miller, 24, of 
Bristol, Virginia, came out on top of a 
race-long battle with Brian Keegan, 
defending class champion Gene Onail, 
and Todd Morain. Onail appeared to be 
in control of the race when he led Miller 
past the white flag with a lead of 10 sec- 
onds. Unfortunately for Onail, his 
motorcycle began to sputter as dirt 
clogged his air filter. Onail was unable 
to complete the final lap. Miller in turn 
nearly lost the lead when Keegan made 
a fierce charge in the closing moments 
of the race and gained a full two min- 
utes on the cruising Miller. Keegan 
eventually crossed the finish line 19 sec- 
onds shy of the leader, with Morain a 
further five minutes back.

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INTERVIEW Eddie Lawson

E ddie Lawson is regarded by many 





as the greatest rider of the modern 

era; four World Championships 
and 31 Grand Prix victories attest to 
that. Devout fans flooded the gates at 
Daytona and Suzuka this season to 
watch the master ride again, half a year 
after retiring from the GP circuit. 

He said before stepping out that he 
was through racing motorcycles and 
wanted to move on to the next step in 
his plan, racing cars. Nobody seriously 
questioned his motivations when he 
appeared on a Vance & Hines Yamaha 
at Daytona, they were all just very 
happy to see the old boy racing state- 
side again. 

His win at Daytona was of epic pro- 
portions, and solidified the sentiment 
that two seasons developing the Cagiva 
had not slowed Lawson down a minus- 
cule amount. 

He found himself 
bombarded with ques- 
tions after Daytona. 
When will you race 
again? His answers 
were intentionally 
vague because Һе him- 
self wasn’t sure that he 
would again race a 
motorcycle. He 
planned an idyllic 
summer on his ultra- 
expensive carbon fiber 
racing boat on the 
Colorado River with a 
bikini clad companion 
when not learning the 
insides of the cockpit 
of an Indy Lights rac- 
ing car he had pur- 
chased. 

Then Erv Kanemoto 
stepped in with the 
proposal to do some 
GP racing on a factory 
Honda if the sponsor- 
ship could be found. 
Lawson, always a 
great admirer of 
Kanemoto from their 
days together winning 
the World 
Championship in 1989, 
was game. But 
finances kept the pair 
from teaming up 
again; the potential 
sponsor was reported- 
ly Japanese and with 
their economy very fragile, money was 
tight. 

As an alternative, Kanemoto con- 
vinced Lawson to race the prestigious 
Suzuka 8-Hour with him. Convinced is 
probably too strong a word, for if 
Kanemoto called wanting him to race 
garden tractors, Lawson would come 
running, no persuasion needed. The 
bond between them is that strong and 
the mutual respect runs very deep. А 
crash kept them from winning the event 
and in the post-race'photographs one 
can see that Lawson was very unhappy 
about finishing second. Typical. 

I interviewed Lawson while he was 
testing the Leading Edge Indy Lights 
race car at Mid-Ohio. 

With Lawson there is no flowery dia- 
logue or obvious public relations-type 
quotes, he is a racer through and 
through, and his answers are concise 
and succinct. He doesn't suffer idiots 
very well and this has gotten him 
removed from several GP correspon- 
dents' Christmas card lists. I asked 
what his opinion of the press was and 
he informed me that he doesn't believe 
anything he reads in the enthusiast 
papers. 











A friend relates a story about 
Lawson that is fairly characteristic of 
him and perhaps gives some insight 
into Eddie Lawson, the man. 

The two raced a Japanese endurance 
race in the early ‘80s. He finished a 
respectable second in the race after 
crashing, scenes of the future. 

Preparing to fly out of Japan, the 
pair carried their bags of clothes and 
gear through the Japanese airport, 
Lawson very bogged down not only 
with bags but with his second-place tro- 
phy that was almost as tall as he is. 
They stopped a number of times, 
Lawson switching the gear and trophy 
around to ease his burden. Finally, with 
the boarding gate in sight, Lawson 
stopped, said, “ To hell with this,” and 
abandoned the trophy, leaving it on the 
floor of the crowded airport. 

Lawson strode to the plane, never 
looking back at the majestic reward for 
his ride. You see, it was slowing him 
down. And that cannot be tolerated. 


How did the Suzuka ride come about? 
It was a little easier this year than ever 
before, just because of my not doing the 
GP series there really was no schedule 
to worry about. In the past, the 8-Hour 
kind of conflicted and I was in the run- 
ning for the championship. Of course, 
when I rode for Cagiva I didn't compete 
in the 8-Hour. This year the 8-Hour was 
just much easier to do and of course 
with Honda being involved I was very 
interested. I knew the bike would be 
very competitive, it's really the best 
bike out there. The Erv connection, too, 
was very important. Oh yeah, with Erv 
the communication was much better 
and getting the bike set up the way I 
wanted it was pretty easy, I knew it 
would be going in. It worked out real 
well for us. Qualifying went very well, 
too, we were third quickest and then in 
the rain we were the fastest. Tsujimoto 
was fastest in the rain, too. We were a 
strong team and as far as the equipment 
we certainly had the quickest bike. For 
sure even out of the factory Hondas I 
felt like our bike was the quickest. 
Compare the Yamaha you rode at 
Daytona and the Honda RVF you rode 
at Suzuka. 








They're two different motorcycles, the 
weight is much lighter in the Honda 
and it's a lot smaller motorcycle. It's a 
GP bike with a four-stroke motor in it. 
Really, you can't compare the two, you 
could say they're four-strokes, but that 
is about as far as it goes. I really enjoyed 
riding the Honda because it was really 
very easy to flick around. The V-four 
engine is a bit nicer to ride, tractable. 
Describe the crash that cost your team 
the win. 

I hit some oil and lost the front end and 
that put me straight and I ran onto the 
gravel trap. As soon as I hit the gravel 
the bike did a big swap and stuck me in 
the hay bales or the foam barrier. I 
smacked my head real hard, snapped 
my neck and gave me a little bit of a 
concussion. So I had to ride for the next 
three hours with a real bad migraine, it 
was very hard to see, I had to keep 
blinking on the straightaway to focus. I 
was a little bit sick to my stomach so 
those three hours were pretty miser- 


able. Up to that point the bike was real- 
ly working well. There were a lot of 
teams that went real fast in qualifying, 
obviously they were using (special 
qualifying) tires and maybe even a 
(short fuse) motor, but come to the race 
we would just blow by all the guys that 
were so fast in qualifying. 

You went there intent on winning, you 
must have been very disappointed. 

I was very disappointed. We lost four 
minutes in the pits and in the end we 
were two minutes behind, finishing sec- 
ond. Finishing that way is always very 
frustrating. 

Have you been following the Grand 
Prix series this season? 

I've been so busy with my car I haven't 
really followed it too close, only what I 
hear from friends. I hear it is pretty 
exciting for sure. 

How much motorcycle racing do you 
think you're going to do in the future? 
It's really hard to say. I’m still open for 
a few races here and there...it all 
depends on the situation, the team, the 
equipment. Riding for Honda 
was...man, it was fantastic! I really 
enjoyed it, it was so professional, the 
equipment was so first class, so it was 











just real nice being back to that. If that 
presented itself again, I'd have to look 
at it. 

Hypothetically, could someone talk 
you into doing an entire GP season 
again? 

I guess if it was on a Honda and had the 
right kind of backing, the right people, 
probably Erv, and we had a sponsor. 
But that is a lot of ifs. The chances of 
that are pretty slim, I don't really get 
my hopes up. 

How about an entire season of AMA 
Superbike racing? 

No, thank you. 

You seem very enthusiastic about car 
racing. 

The Indy Lights thing is a whole new 
thing to me. It's racing as I know it but 
what I feel is so opposite of anything 
that I've done. It's got a totally different 
feel than I thought it would be...actual- 
ly cars...I thought it would be a pretty 
easy thing but it is pretty difficult. The 
feel is very different, the seat of the 
pants feelings you 
get on a motorcycle 
are not there in a car. 
I can't seem to relate 
a whole lot of things 
from bike racing to 
car racing. Even the 
lines are different, 
the high/low lines. I 
keep wanting to take 
the low lines and 
that doesn't seem to 
be working very 
well, so I have to try 
some new stuff. 
We're progressing 
though, we're eighth 
fastest today in a 
field of 30. 

Where do I want 
to go with car racing? 
Well, first I'd like to 
learn how to drive 
the car before I made 
a decision like that, 
but if things went my 
way, Indy cars. But, 
hey, I'm realistic 
about it. And the 
number one thing 
that is different about 
car and bike racing is 
à driver cannot carry 
a car like a motorcy- 
cle rider can carry an 
under-horsepowered 
motorcycle. The 
sense of acceleration 
is different, it's slow- 
er than a motorcycle but the cornering 
speed and braking are much greater. 
My neck gets real sore driving. The 
money is a big factor in car racing, the 
more money you have, the quicker you 
go. The parts on an Indy Lights car are 
intensely expensive. The nose section 
on the car is $12,000. I knocked a rear 
wing off and that was 10 grand, I got 
two wheels off the track and came right 
back on at Willow one day and banged 
up the undertray of the car, another 10 
grand. That's a difference. I need a 
sponsor. It's a big change for me to go 
from being paid to race, to paying to 
race, it's different. If I don't have a 
sponsor by next year then probably I 
won't be doing it. 

Did you find yourself with a very 
large hole in your life once you 
stopped racing motorcycles? 

No. Didn't miss it a bit. I take that 
back...I really enjoy riding the bike. I 
love that part of it, that part hasn't 
gone because the 8-Hour...riding that 
bike was a lot of fun. I really enjoyed it, 
but sitting on airplanes and doing the 
same old thing...l've been doing it for 
10 years and boy it was quite a grind. I 
think what made it worse was...the 











Cagiva team they're great 
people and Claudio 
(Castiglione) is a fantastic 
guy and I only have good 
things to say (about them). 
Unfortunately, the reality of 
it all is there was really no 
results and that brings you 
down. So, I didn't want to 
continue that way. I know 
for sure that I can run with 
Kevin (Schwantz) and 
Wayne (Rainey) and Mick 
(Doohan) and anyone else, 
it's not a question of that in 
my mind. But when you're 
riding in the back, every- 
body sees that and the next 
thing you know you're done 
and you're all washed up. 
So, that was no fun as well. 
It was time to stop. It's like 
now I could say what con- 
firms it is that all of a sud- 
den Alex (Barros) is a fan- 
tastic rider and Doug 
(Chandler) is not? Not the 
case. The facts are it's the 
equipment, unfortunately 
that's racing. That's the way 
itis. 

Your first experience work- 
ing with Erv Kanemoto was 
in 1989, had you even 
spoke with him before 
that? And why is it you two 
work so well together? 
We'd talk, sure. And I 
always had a ton of respect 
for him. Not lengthy conver- 
sations but we sure talked. I 
think we work so well 
together because of our tem- 
perament. The way we go 
about racing and the way 
we think about things is 
very much the same. He 
doesn't ever get worked up, 
he just tries to analyze the 
problem and go forward 
with that. I really like the 
way he goes about racing, I 
listen to him even more than 
I do...I just relay to him 
what I feel and instead of 
trying to fix the bike I just 
let him deal with it. It just 
works. 

When was your first ride at 
Suzuka and what was it 
like? 

That was in 1980 on a 
Kawasaki. It was a lot of 
fun. It was my first time to 
Japan and it was my first factory ride 
and when you're at that stage it's all 
brand new and exciting. I have a lot of 
great memories from my Kawasaki 
days. They really treated me well the 
three years that I was there, fantastic 
really. We finished second that year. A 
guy on a Suzuki crashed in front of me 
and I hit him, launching me into the 
barrier. The bike was stuck in the barri- 
er and I couldn't get it out and by the 
time I did the leaders - Wes Cooley and 
Graeme Crosby - went by and we 
ended up second. 

This year at Suzuka the Honda garage 
was divided into two separate areas, 
Erv and yourself on one side, Doohan, 
Beattie and their squad on the other. 
You didn't seem to spend too much 
time talking to the Australians, some 
animosity perhaps? 

No, none at all, we talked quite'a bit. I 
talked to Mick a bunch of times, but, 
you know, he's busy and I'm busy, 
we're all doing our thing. I have no 
problem over there. We talked about 
the Honda NSR and stuff like that and 
he told me that he was having some 
problems with braking on his foot. So 
they swapped the brakes so the rear 





(brake lever) is on the handlebars but 
that was about it. 

Were you surprised at the serious limp 
Doohan has one year after breaking 
his leg? 

Yeah, it's not my place to say, but it is 
just unfortunate that he didn't fly back 
to the States to get that fixed. There is 
an unreal surgeon in San Francisco 
named Art Ting. He put my ankle back 
together after it was blown apart and I 
think if Doohan had gone and seen him 
I don't think he would have had any 
problems at all. That is not to say that it 
was a bad move on Mick's part, deci- 
sions like those have to be made rela- 
tively quickly. 

Your dry qualifying times at Suzuka 
were a bit slower than Doohan's. What 
do you attribute that to? 

I don't think anything was too different 
between the two bikes, it was just that 
Mick went for it. I think he was just on 
it that lap. I think 12s were possible, we 
could have run them but at the same 
time we knew the race was going to be 
run in the 15s, so it really didn't matter 
anyway. We weren't that far off. 

Your qualifying times in the rain 
were the fastest. The pole was obvi- 








ously unattainable, so why the fast 
laps? 

I just went out and rode around, every- 
thing was working and it didn't really 
feel like I was pushing that hard and 
when I came in I they told me that I was 
fastest. It's one of those things, it always 
seems to work that way when you're 
not trying. It also says a lot for the 
motorcycle, because that thing was real- 
ly working well in the wet. The tires 
were incredible. 

How did your wet weather setup dif- 
fer from the setup you ran when the 
track was dry? 

It wasn't a big difference. We softened 
everything up, a click on the rebound, 
compression and the spring rates are a lit- 
tle bit different but nothing too drastic. 
You hit your head pretty hard, what 
did you do after the race? 

(Laughs) I got an ambulance ride back 
to the hotel and a doctor came to the 
room and checked me out. I had a real 
bad migraine and I wanted to throw up, 
so I was a little bit concerned that I 
wasn't bleeding or anything on the 
inside of my head. 

The Michelins obviously worked well 
at Suzuka. 





The Michelin's were as 
awesome as always. I 
could go in and just 
throttle that bike and it 
would give me a nice 
predictable slide every 
time. Again I can't say 
enough about the 
Michelins, they worked 
great. 

You were on Dunlop 
tires at Daytona. Again 
two different motorcy- 
cles, two different race 
tracks and probably two 
different style tires but 
can you make any com- 
parisons? 

The only difference I 
could tell was that the 
Michelin stuck to the 
ground real hard, lots of 
traction. (Laughs) 

You are a four-time 
World Champion. Is a 
fifth title a goal? Do 
you think you could 
throw one more great 
season together? 

I could get up for it if 
everything was right. If, 
like I said before, Erv 
put something together 
and everything was 
right. But everything 
would have to be right 
and the chances of that 
are slim. 

Well, let’s say someone 
put together a great 
package, but couldn’t 
afford to pay you the 
big numbers. Would 
you do it? Would you 
race for free? 

Га want market value. If 
someone else is getting 
that, then I'd want that, 
too. But you know I 
wouldn't go to Suzuka 
thinking that I'd get top 
five and be happy with 
that, no way. I would 
never go to Suzuka or 
any race for that matter, 
with that in mind. I go 
there thinking, I'm going 
there to win and it 
wouldn't matter to me if 
it was for $1 or $1 mil- 
lion, winning is the most 
important thing. If 
everyone was getting no 
money then I would, but 
if Kevin or Mick were getting paid and I 
wasn't...no. 

Which Grand Prix victory stands out 
in your mind as the best? 

Definitely the U.S. GP in 1988. There is 
nothing like winning a race in front of 
your home crowd. The win at Hungary 
was some pretty special circumstances 
and it meant a lot to me to be the first to 
win on a Cagiva. I can always say that I 
was the first and that is pretty special, 
but I'm not as proud of that win as I am 
of others. But, hey, winning a GP, no 
matter how you win it is nice. 

You won the World Championship for 
Rothmans in 1989. Did their recent 
announcement that they were pulling 
out of the sport surprise you? Did you 
have prior knowledge of their inten- 
tion to do so? 

Not really. It's my understanding, and I 
don't know how much money they 
were exactly putting in the program, 
but I don't believe it was that much 
money. I didn't know beforehand, I 
found out when everyone else found 
out. 

When looking back at all you've 
accomplished, from your 250cc 
National Championships to Super-

bike National Championships to the 
World Championship titles, are you 
content? 

Sure, heck yeah. I am very grateful, 
very lucky, very fortunate to have 
accomplished that and to have worked 
with the people I have, that have put 
those things together with me. I look at 
it this way, when I first started out rac- 
ing I could go to any one of 10 race 
tracks and go racing every night. And 
that went away right behind me, there 
aren’t a whole lot of tracks left in 
California. Then I went superbike rac- 
ing and rode that crest as well. We had 
quite a few dates on the schedule in 
those days - Carlsbad, Ontario, Sears 
Point, Laguna, Road Atlanta. You name 
it, we raced there. We could race every 
weekend somewhere different and 
superbike racing kind of went down 
after that for a time. I’ve been very 
lucky, I hit everything at the right time, 
met the right people. I never looked at it 
that...hey, I alone accomplished all of 
this. I had some great help, some great 
influences. A lot of people helped me 
get here, a lot of people. $ 
Who were the biggest influences on 
your career? 

Definitely Shell Thuett (a southern 
California dirt track bike tuner who 
supported both Lawson and Rainey as 
teenagers). Pete Pistoni helped me out 
quite a bit in my first year dirt tracking. 
There are so many people, so many 
guys. I hate questions like this because I 
always forget someone who really did 
do me great favors and they don’t get 
mentioned. Kel Carruthers, Erv, Steve 
Johnson, Rob Muzzy, guys like that. If it 
wasn't for Rob we wouldn't have won 
those superbike championships, 
wouldn't have happened. I appreciate 
everything those guys ever did for me, I 
couldn't have done it without them. 
The mention of Kel’s name brings the 
obvious question... 

Well, we had some problems, but that 
doesn’t mean that the guy doesn’t know 
his stuff. You can ask Erv about Kel and 
Erv will tell you that he has a great deal 
of respect for Kel. So do I as far as set- 
ting up and developing a motorcycle, 
he’s one of the very best. He’s very 
innovative and the factories realize that 
and he's someone they'll want to hang 
on to. As far as that goes I have a great 
deal of respect for Kel. We didn't see 
eye to eye about some things in racing 
and the running of a team. 

You've seen a lot of guys come and go 
in your career, what's your opinion as 
to why they didn't make it in the sense 
of becoming World Champions. Mike 
Baldwin, Rob McElnea, the Sarron 
brothers, Mamola... 

You know there's a lot of guys who 
didn't make the cut, you wonder why. 
Unlucky, bad breaks, injuries or for 
whatever reason, sponsorship wasn't 
there. A lot of those guys were clearly 
talented but things just didn't go their 
way. Tragic in some cases, deserved in 
others. 

Freddie Spencer. 

I don't know, on top of the world one 
day and then fell off the next. I don't 
know, I think Freddie was so quick and 
so fast and he won by such a large mar- 
gin that when we finally caught up... 
There were some circumstances that he 
wasn't able to deal with. It was a bit 
easier for me, I was always struggling 
and playing catch-up and once we did 
catch up Freddie was never on the pace 
after that. Now, I have a lot of respect 
for what he did. I have a lot of respect 
for him getting back out there again and 
riding superbikes. It is really something 
to see him riding in the back, from one 
extreme to the other. Maybe he should 
have just kept it on an even keel back in 
1986 or so. It's hard for me to say, I 





don't like to analyze these guys. I've 
had enough problems of my own and 
trying to deal with them. 

Wayne Gardner. 

He got away with a lot! His riding was 
so aggressive, so consistently aggressive. 
Man, I give him a lot of credit for being 
that kind of rider and he didn't stop rid- 
ing that way once he got hurt a few 
times, he continued. That's bravery. He 
would go fast and sustain an injury and 
then come back and ride even faster. 
Unbelievable really. Even injured he 
rode very aggressive and that takes guts. 
You really don't have a problem 
bouncing back from injuries do you? 
No, not really. In 1990 my ankle took a 
while because I blew that apart. That 
year was really a poor year for us 
because I got run into at the first race 
and that broke my left ankle and then I 
went to Laguna and shattered my right 
ankle. That was right in the beginning 
of the season and everybody was telling 
me that I should be riding, trying to 
push me back into something I couldn't 
do. I was on crutches learning how to 
walk, I had a bone out of my hip that 
they used to form what was left of my 
ankle with a bunch of screws. I was 
doing therapy every day wondering if I 
was ever going to walk again and I kept 
hearing these things that people were 
saying, that I was on vacation and 
should be riding again. That was a 
tough time for me, hearing that. That 
was the toughest time I ever had in a 
comeback from injury situation. I came 
back and finished third at Assen so that 
was really satisfying. Earlier than that I 
broke my neck at Laguna Seca in the 
early 1980s and I came back, won my 
first race back. It never really upsets me 
psychologically, I’ve never really 
thought about it that way. l've never 
really went into a race thinking I was 
going to get hurt. I’m always thinking 
about winning and how to get the bike 
working. I guess if you're thinking 
about the chances of getting hurt it's 
time to stop racing. 

What has the response been like from 
your sponsors, are they eager to see 
you back in bike racing? 

Well, the Bell Helmets thing came about 
because they make a great car helmet 
and we're kind of tied in with them. I 
have a great relationship with Dainese. 
Way back in 1981 or '82 I went over and 
raced the Kawasaki 250 in Europe and 
Dainese gave me a set of leathers then. 
And then when I finally went back to 
Europe in 1983 to ride the 500 I set up a 
sponsorship program with them and 
rode with Dainese all throughout my 
career. Then in 1986 the Japanese were 
very heavy into sponsorship and they 
came to me and offered to double, triple 
the money I was getting, just an astro- 
nomical fee. I said, ‘No,’ but I took that 
to Dainese and told them what they had 
offered. I didn't try to get more money 
from them I just told them what I had 
done so they would know, and I told 
them that I liked their product and their 
support. Ever since then, whatever I 
want, even now, product or anything, 
it's there. I don't have to worry about it 
and I know that if I came back they'd be 
right there for me. 

When you're off the bike for some 
time, for instance this past year when 
you didn't ride from the final GP until 
a week before Daytona, does the sense 
of speed impress you? 

No, not really. Well, even in the past, 
early on, if you've been off a bike and I 
don't care if you're Wayne or Kevin or 
anyone, if you've been off a while it 
takes you part of a day or a whole prac- 
tice session to get your rhythm and tim- 
ing back. I guess the sense of speed hits 
you in a way, you're like, "Wow, I am 
really flying.’ Your first lap out you feel 





that, but after the first practice, it's 
down to business. 

The press...do you believe anything 
you read? 

No. I absolutely refuse to open a maga- 
zine. I'm sorry to tell you that, but it is 
so bogus these days. It's refreshing to 
read someone's stuff who is new and 
telling it like it is. I have no problem 
with criticism or anything else but 
when writers out and out lie, telling 
pure bullshit, I have a problem with 
that. If someone prints an interview 
with me and they have never talked to 
me before, I have a problem with that. 
And that was done a lot. It's very frus- 
trating. Because people read this stuff 
and they believe it, they see it in print 
and that's it. It's the truth, it isn't 
always that way I can assure you. I 
haven't read anything about GP racing 
recently but I know that if I did it 
would be so far removed from what 
really happened. 

How close were you to racing GPs this 
season? 

It was never as close as it was rumored 
to be, I wasn't home gathering up my 
leathers. I did get a call early on from 
Erv saying that he was trying to put 
something together for Suzuka and 
that was basically the end of it. You 
could say that he was going to try and 
find some other types of sponsorship, 
that would be true. But I was on my 
boat out on the Colorado River and 
someone came to me and said the 
rumor was that weekend I was actually 
testing the bike somewhere, that very 
day. I think for the first six or seven GPs 
I was supposed to show up at each one 
of them. Every week it was the rumor 
that I was going to be racing the next 
GP, I was going to be at the next race. I 
knew nothing about it. 

Has time softened your opinion of 
International Racing Teams 
Association (IRTA) and the track safe- 
ty questions from last season? 

I'll always have an opinion of that, 
always. It was unfortunate that there is 
a couple of guys in IRTA that were the 
riders’ representatives way back when, 
when we first started, when we first 
started this whole riders' representative 
thing. They were behind us and we 
gave them a percentage of our winnings 
and one particular person got in there 
and fought for us. That was when run- 
off room was really at a minimum so he 
would fight with us to change things. 
Then they started this IRTA deal and all 
of a sudden riders got left out of it and 
it just left a bad taste in my mouth, as 
they went from one extreme to the 
other. So then my last year an incident 
happened that was really a bad deal. I 
hate to get into this but it just left such a 
bad taste in my mouth that I feel like I 
have to get it off my chest. Wayne 
Rainey started a riders' organization 
and he felt that he needed to take 
responsibility, which is great. I thought 
it would be a great thing. In Hungary 
he asked me if I would go in there and 
beat on IRTA's table. We had a meeting 
with IRTA, Wayne a couple of other 
riders and I, and I ended up doing all of 
the talking and all of the yelling and 
screaming and told them what we were 
going to do and that they needed to lis- 
ten and that we needed to change 
things. After that meeting Wayne came 
out and said, ‘Thanks a lot,’ patted me 
on the back and said that they really 
appreciated it. I said, ‘No problem, 
Wayne,’ because, see, for me it didn't 
matter, I was leaving. I wanted to see 
the sport get better and I wanted it to 
change, and it needs to change. Well, 
then we go to Brazil. The championship 
was being decided but the race track 
was just unbelievably bad. If you fell off 
in one corner, it was pretty scary, you 





hit a wall. They put up an air bag but it 
wouldn't matter because even if you hit 
the air bag, you were dead. I was pretty 
upset about it and so were a few other 
riders, we were not happy about the 
track. And Wayne Rainey came up to 
me nd pointed his finger at me and 
said, “If you don't like it, you don't have 
to ride here.' After that I said, 'You're 
right, you're absolutely right, Wayne,’ 
and I haven't spoken to these guys 
since. 

Do you feel a riders' organization will 
ever be clean enough while being 
influential enough to work? 

It could, it could easily, but it never 
will. If all the riders stuck together it 
would be the easiest thing in the world, 
except that will never happen. 
Somebody will have two points up on 
somebody else and the sponsor will 
come to the rider and say, "You know, if 
you don't ride then we don't know if 
we can help you again.” There is a lot of 
pressure from sponsors and team man- 
agers and everything else. But if all the 
riders stuck together on this and said, 
"Look, we are not going to run on this 
track until you fix this; or whatever the 
situation may be, it would be very easy 
but now I know it will never happen, 
I'm convinced of it. Push starts took for- 
ever to get fixed. I was on a motorcycle 
that would not start, it would simply 
not start. Kenny and I would be sitting 
on the grid and we would go back three 
rows and tell the guys which side to go 
around us on or we would have gotten 
killed. A guy would go by you on a 
three-cylinder Honda at 80 or 90 miles 
per hour in second gear! We'd still be 
standing on the side of our bikes! It 
blew my mind that in that day and age 
to have a push start, it absolutely blew 
my mind. It took a long time to get rid 
of push starts, too. The reason they 
would not change it over was because 
the three-cylinders started instantly. 
Randy Mamola and Ron Haslam would 
not vote for clutch starts because they 
got good starts on their three-cylinder 
Hondas. So this is why a riders' organi- 
zation will never work. 

What is your opinion of air bags? 
They're great as long as you have plen- 
ty of run-off room as well. There is no 
substitute for run-off room in bike rac- 
ing. If you don't hit anything, more 
than likely you could break a bone 
bouncing across the track or folding the 
front end in, but if you strike some- 
thing, you're in trouble. You don't have 
to be a rocket scientist to figure this 
stuff out. And in a lot of places it 
wouldn't cost very much to pull up 
Armco and put it back further, but for 
whatever amounts of money, they will 
not do that. It's very unfortunate, but 
IRTA doesn't care any more because 
they're getting to race there and they're 
getting paid and there is a lot of money 
involved and changing hands. It's 
unfortunate for racing. There is a much 
greater amount of politics involved 
now. Sure, granted the riders and teams 
are all getting money, but I think it all 
comes at a higher risk, a higher price. 

If you do return to the GPs will you 
become a member of IRTA? 

Well, you have to. To get your pass and 
your credentials and what not you have 
to. 

They now control the prize money 
and give it to the teams; it does not go 
to the riders anymore. The team decides 
how they split that up. I know now not 
to be a part of the riders' organization 
because it will never work because you 
have riders who are more interested in 
championships and points than any- 
thing else, safety or anything. If I went 
back I wouldn't do anything to circum- 
vent IRTA membership, I'd just hide in 
the motorhome, race and leave. с

wo-all new street bikes highlight 
T Suzuki's 1994 motorcycle lineup, 

providing a breath of fresh air in 
what would otherwise be a fleet of 
mostly unchanged vehicles. In the sea 
of models that for the most part 
received only bold new graphics 
(BNGs), Suzuki's new RF600RR and 
RF900RR stand out like a checkered 
flag at the end of a long and grueling 
race. 

Suzuki refers to the RFs as “a new 
breed of sport bike,” and a sharp-eyed 
reader might assume that they are 
intended to fill the gap between the 
race-oriented GSXR models and the 
somewhat toned-down Katanas. While 
the GSXR and Katana models lie on 
opposite sides of the spectrum; the 
GSXR on the race side and the Katana 
on the all-day sport cruiser side, the 
RFs were designed to provide a sporty, 
high performance ride that is at the 
same time comfortable enough to enjoy 
for extended periods of time. 

Both RFs feature in-line, four-cylin- 
der, four-stroke motors that boast liq- 
uid-cooling, double-overhead cams, 16 
valves, downdraft carburetors and 
straight intake tracts. The motors are 
wrapped in a twin-spar frame that 
solidly tie the steering head and 
swingarm pivot for “optimum” han- 
dling. While specifications for the 
RF900 are not as yet available, the 
RF600RR's engine displaces 599cc, has 
a compression ratio of 12.0:1, and a 
65.0mm x 45.2mm bore and stroke. 

The frames on both bikes are color- 
matched to the 
all-new “Ferrari- 
style" bodywork, 
and play an inte- 
gral part in the 
motorcycles" 
styling. The RF600 
is available in red 
or black; the 900 
in red or blue. 

Handling the 
suspension duties 
is a single shock 
in the rear and a 
pair of conven- 
tional (right-side 
up) forks up front 
on both models. 
Both suspension 
units offer a wide 
range of adjust- 
ment, from 
smooth and sup- 
ple for slower rid- 
ing styles, to firm 
and responsive 
for back-road 
sport riders. Both 
the RF600 and the 
RF900 have 17- 
inch alloy wheels, 
and triple disc 
brakes (dual front and single rear). 
Suzuki says the RF600 weighs a 
claimed 429 pounds dry, has a 4.5 gal- 
lon fuel tank, a 30.5 inch seat height, 
4.7 inches of ground clearance, and a 
wheelbase of 56.3 inches. The 
RF600RR's suggested retail price is 
$6399, while the RF900RR carries a 
$8099 price tag. 

As for the rest of Suzuki's street 
lineup, the GSXR, Katana, Intruder, 
GN and GS models have received only 
cosmetic changes (although Suzuki 
says the GSXR750WR has shed an 
undisclosed amount of weight; no 
specifications were available at 
presstime). 

The increasingly popular dual-sport 
DRS line welcomes a new member to 
the family in ‘94, the DR125SER. The 
smallest DRS is intended for beginning 
riders and has many of the same fea- 
tures as the larger DRS models. This 





year, all of the DRS models come 
equipped with electric starters, elimi- 
nating the need to know that "secret" 
technique for kick-starting single-cylin- 
der four-strokes. Unfortunately, the 
bikes will not come fitted with kick- 
starters for back-up purposes. Other 
than the addition of electric starting, 
BNGs are the only other changes. 
Suzuki's popular off-road RMX250R, 
DR350R, DS80R and JR50R are 
unchanged. 

They have, however, all undergone 
the inevitable yearly price increases.

MILLINGTON, TN, AUG. 28 
Te Suzuki Endurance not only 


picked up their 91st win but their 

ninth WERA National Endurance 
title as well at the six-hour race at 
Memphis Motorsports Park. 

Riders Kurt Hall and Michael Martin 
took turns on the team’s 1993 Suzuki 
GSXR1100 and crossed the finish line 
three laps ahead of Virginia Breeze 
Racing. Arclight Racing finished third. 
| Team Suzuki Endurance was found- 

ed as Team Hammer in 1980 by south- 

ern Californians Bruce Hammer and 

John Ulrich. Team Hammer competes as 

Театп Suzuki Endurance under contract 

to American Suzuki. The latest champi- 
| onship makes Team Suzuki Endurance 
| the first team to win the series title five 

consecutive years. 

















With three rounds remaining in the 
series, Team Suzuki Endurance has an 
uncatchable 1120.1 points. 

Thirty-one teams gridded for the race 
and the odds-on favorite, Team Suzuki 
Endurance, sat on the inside of row one 
with Team 20/20 Track ‘N Trail, Team 
Pearls Suzuki and Virginia Breeze Racing 
alongside ready for the sprint to turn one. 

As the starter threw the green flag to 
get the first of two waves of bikes off the 
line, Virginia Breeze got a great start, 
leading Team Suzuki into the first turn. 
Red Hot Racing ran third, just off the 
leaders’ pace and they were followed by 
Force Racing and H&H Racing. 

During the opening laps, it appeared 
as though Virginia Breeze had some top 
end on Team Suzuki, but lost that 
advantage in the tight sections. Glenn 
Szarek was behind the bars of Virginia 
Breeze's Yamaha FZR1000 for the first 
stint with Hall piloting the Keith Perry- 
tuned Team Suzuki GSXR1100. 

Virgina Breeze and Team Suzuki 
pulled away from the rest of the field as 
they set a blistering pace with several 
one minute, .09 second laps before set- 
tling into an early race pace just a sec- 
ond slower. 

On the fifth lap, three bikes got 
together in the “M” section and went 
down, depositing oil on the track. The 
red flags flew and after a brief clean-up 
period, the restart saw a reversal of roles 
as Team Suzuki Endurance grabbed the 
lead with Virigina Breeze close behind, 
Arclight Racing running third, H&H 
Racing fourth and Force Racing fifth. 

The top positions remained pretty 
much the same for the next hour and a 
half although an exciting race ensued 
with an occasional lead swap as the 
front-runners worked their way through 
traffic. Approaching the end of the sec- 
ond hour, Team Suzuki had opened up 
a lead of 17 seconds and at the 1 hour, 
48 minute mark, Virginia Breeze made 
its first pit stop, allowing Team Suzuki 
to extend its lead. 

At the two-hour mark, Team Suzuki 
was a full lap ahead of what appeared to 
be a struggling Virginia Breeze team. 
While backmarkers had played a major 
role in allowing Team Suzuki to stretch 
out its lead, an overheating problem 
was hampering Virginia Breeze. 

During the third hour, Hall brought 
the Team Suzuki machine in for a rider 
change and fuel. At approximately the 
same time, H&H Racing dropped out of 
the top five with Team 20/20 taking 
over the third spot a lap behind Virigina 
Breeze. Force was running fourth and 
Arclight was holding down fifth. 

Virginia Breeze’s worst nightmare 
came true as the overheating problem 
worsened and they fell five laps behind 
Team Suzuki during hour number three. 
Despite their problems, they were able 
to maintain a one-lap lead over what 
had now become a four-team battle for 
third between Force, 20/20, Arclight 
and R.A. Racing. 

Then, three and one-half hours into 
the race, the second red flag was flying. 
An entrant’s motor had let go in turn 
one, oiling down the track all the way 
around to turn two. For Virginia Breeze, 
the stopping of the race couldn’t have 
come at a better time. The 30-minute 
break allowed them to tend to their 
overheating problem and once the race 
resumed it was apparent that they had 
solved the problem. 

After a sighting lap that enabled all 
to see where the oil had been cleaned 
up, Virginia Breeze knocked one lap off 
their deficit as they took the on-track 
lead from Team Suzuki by out-dragging 
the latter into turn one at the wave of 
the green. Red Hot Racing entered the 
picture by squeezing into third ahead of 
Force Racing and Arclight Racing. 











Then Mother Nature brought the 
locals the rain they had been praying 
for, but it also brought a halt to the race. 
The race was delayed for just over an 
hour before the teams reassembled on 
the grid for the fourth time. 

At the green flag, Team Suzuki 
charged into the lead with an unintimi- 
dated Virgina Breeze tucked in so close 
they looked to be on the same bike. 
Force Racing ran in third, just a bike 
length behind the leaders and well with- 
in striking distance, and strike they did. 
Force pushed their way under Virginia 
Breeze coming onto the front straight to 
take over second and put some pressure 
on Team Suzuki. But then Virginia 
Breeze repaid the favor by passing both 
Force and Team Suzuki to again take the 
on-track lead on the next lap. Not feel- 
ing comfortable on the damp track, 
Team Suzuki's Hall decided to back off 
and not throw away the team’s three-lap 
lead. While the track was still drying, 
Hall continued to let trailing bikes bat- 
tling for positions get by as he contin- 
ued to stay out of harm's way and pro- 
tect the team’s lead. 

“I had a front row seat for some ter- 
rific racing," Hall said later. 

As the laps rolled on and time ran 
down, the track dried and Hall picked 
the pace back up. He blew by the four- 
bike battle for third and was closing on 
the front-runners when the Anderson/ 
Jardine machine went down hard com- 
ing onto the front straight. The race was 
red-flagged for a fourth time. With less 
than 30 minutes remaining, the race was 
called. 

Team Suzuki Endurance took the 
overall win and a record ninth title with 
161 laps in the books. Virginia Breeze 
Racing had battled back to finish sec- 
ond, three laps behind the winning 
team. 

Valvoline/Suzuki/Dunlop/ Fox 
Shox /Power-Mist/Arai/Kerker/ 
Tsubaki/Air-Tech/SBS/Emgo/ 
Performance Machine/SunStar/ 
DynoJet/Wiseco/Road Racing World / 
Helmot-sponsored Team Suzuki's Hall 
praised the riding turned in by Glenn 
Szarek of Virginia Breeze. Both Hall and 
Martin commended the WERA officials 
for their quick action when it started to 
rain during the race; Martin said he 
couldn't emphasize enough how dan- 
gerous the Memphis track is when it 
rains. Both also said that their Valvoline 
Suzuki ran perfectly all day, never miss- 
ing a beat, thanks, they said, to the work 
of their crew. 

In the final laps of the race, Arclight 
Racing's Pete Martins held off Team 
20/20 Track “N Trail, Force Racing and 
R.A. Racing for third place. Martins was 
joined in the day's efforts aboard the 
team's Honda CBR900R by Damon 
Harvey. CN

i» LaBelle Racing soars in Sonoma

SONOMA, CA, AUG. 28 
he first team across the finish line at 
Sears Point, a team that didn't exist 
a month ago, won the 90-minute 
GTO race. The fourth team across the 
finish line, a pairing created by happen- 
stance, won the GTO championship. 

Journeyman and part-time broadcast- 
er Dave Sadowski teamed with local 
favorite Joe Brett Williams to give Team 
LaBelle Racing their first victory in the 
AMA/CCS Endurance Series and he did 
it the hard way. After taking over from 
Williams just prior to the halfway mark, 
Sadowski dogged leader Cal Rayborn II 
of Team Pasta Marin Racing (T.P.M.), 
passing him with less than 10 minutes to 
go and instantly pulling out a comfort- 
able edge. 

"I saw L-6 (six laps remaining) on my 
pit board and I picked it up from there," 
said Sadowski, who first rode the Team 
LaBelle Honda CBR900 at a WERA race 
earlier this month at Pocono. ^I didn't 
make any mistakes. Rayborn was very 
persistent in his approach. It's one of the 
smarter races I’ve ever run." 

Sadowski finished 2.856 seconds in 
front of Rayborn, who was teamed with 
local rider David Deveau, on the T.P.M. 
Racing Suzuki GSXR1100. Team LaBelle 
Racing completed 50 laps (126 miles) of 
the 2.52-mile track at an average speed 
of 83.125 mph. The pair finished more 
than 47 seconds in front of the third 
place finisher. à 

The battle for third was also the battle 
for the championship, but 
Fastline/MCM Racing's Michael Barnes 
could not delay the inevitable, despite 
heroic efforts. 

Knowing that he had to finish just 
behind Barnes, Two Brothers Racing's 
Tommy Lynch trailed the defending 
National Champions for most of the sec- 





ond half of the race, trying to pass him in 
the final corner, but coming up just 
short. 

Still, the National Championship 
went to the Two Brothers Racing team of 
Lynch and lead rider. Nick Ienatsch, the 
duo taking their first National title 
aboard the Honda CBR900 known as 
"The Countermeasure." 

^We would like to have done better 
today," Lynch said. "There was a little 
pressure from the championship on us. 
It didn't work out like we wanted it to. 
Earlier in the year that's what we set out 
to do. Before we wanted to win races, 
but today we didn't want to do anything 
stupid." 

" At Laguna Seca, I got the offer," said 
Ienatsch, who was asked to join the team 
after Rick Kirk closed a car door on his 
hand and was forced out of the April 
round at Laguna. "At the time it was a 
one-time ride, but they kept me on. We 
had problems at Charlotte and Elkhart 
and then we won them all. I think at 
Daytona (the last race of the season) it's 
going to be a lot looser. We're going to 
set Tommy free." 

With the race at Daytona remaining, 
Two Brothers holds an insurmountable 
lead in the series point standings with 
357 points to Fastline/MCM Racing’s 
322. Though they could tie on points if 
Fastline/MCM won at Daytona and Two 
Brothers failed to finish, Two Brothers 
still gets the title because they've won 
more races than Fastline/MCM. 

Two Brothers also made history at 
Sears Point, becoming the first Honda- 
equipped team to win the GTO champi- 
onship after seven years of Suzuki domi- 
nation. 

A record-setting heat wave had set- 
tled over northern California, making 








the riders appeciate the shorter, 90- 
minute format. A light breeze also 
helped, though occasional gusts threat- 
ened to blow riders off line in a few of 
the fast sweeping corners.. 

Team America's Fritz Kling got the 
jump on the 20-team field, Fastline/ 
MCM Racing's Scott Zampach, Dutch- 
man Racing's Ray Yoder Jr., and 
Keystone/Northstar's John Jacob in pur- 
suit with Team  Mirage's Dale 
Quarterley, testing his superbike, quick- 
ly moving forward. 

At the end of the second lap 
Quarterley was in the lead, Kling sec- 
ond, and Yoder third. Yoder tried going 
under Kling in turn one, tapping his 
front brake and losing the front end. He 
made another complete lap before com- 
ing in for repairs. After losing over a lap, 
he went back out and the team would 
finish tenth. 

Meanwhile, Quarterley was pulling 
away, but no one cared, at least not the 
GTO regulars or the newcomers who 
found themselves at the head of the class. 

On the fourth lap David Deveau took 
over the lead, dropping Kling to second 
ahead of Ienatsch, Williams, and 
Zampach. Quickly upping the pace, 
Deveau pulled away, holding a four sec- 
ond edge just two laps later as the fight 
for second became a four-rider affair. 

Williams was up to third on the fifth 
lap, and passed Kling at the start-finish 
line to begin the eighth lap. He, too, 
would soon be gone, leaving the fight for 
third to Kling, Zampach, and Ienatsch. 
Ienatsch was holding back in fifth, 
watching the battle unfold in front of 
him and not wanting to get involved. 

“Kling and Zampach were having a 
fun race and I saw no sense passing 
those guys," lenatsch later said. 





"Fritz and I were passing each other 
two, three, four times a lap," Zampach 
said after handing off to Michael Barnes. 
^We were playing a game. Our bike is 
too heavy and has too much horsepower 
for this track. Fritz's bike is not as fast, 
but he's able to use all of his power. I'd 
have to come in slower then get out 
faster." 

: "They were killing me 
in a straight line, but I was able to out- 
brake them. That helps here, just getting 
out of the corners." 

Williams, who had suffered a left col- 
larbone/shoulder separation seven 
weeks ago, was the first of the leaders to 
pit, giving way to Sadowski at the 41- 
minute mark. 

"It just hurts a little in the right- 
handers and this is a right-hand track," 
Williams said. Though he's ridden for 
the team all year, he found the bike a 
new experience, mostly due to tires. 
"The bike isn't as comfortable as I've 
developed it in the past. Sadowski likes 
a different setup. I’m used to running 
Michelins and Dave is fully sponsored 
by Dunlop and I don't have a tire con- 
tract. Our bike is 100 pounds lighter than 
the Suzuki so we can run softer tires and 
it doesn't tire you out as much." 

The pit stop dropped the team to 
fifth, but they'd soon move forward as 
the rest of the front-runners came in. 

Race leader T.P.M. Racing was in two 
laps later, the team changing a rear tire 
and putting Rayborn on with a 22-sec- 
ond pit stop, and not relinquishing the 
lead, though it was diminished. 

“1 didn't think it would be this close," 
Deveau said. "We were going to put it 
on the stands when I came in and decide 
if we needed a rear tire. But I yelled to 
put one on as soon as 1 came in. I think 
that's going to be the difference at the 
end. We have a new tire and they don't." 

Two laps later Woody Deatherage 
replaced Fritz Kling on the Team 
America Honda CBR900 and Lynch was 
in the saddle for Ienatsch. 

A lap later Barnes took over for 
Zampach and the race to the finish was 
on. 

With 28 laps complete, about the 48- 
minute mark, Rayborn was just in front 
of Sadowski, with Barnes alone several 
second back. Lynch was next in front of 
Deatherage. Gary Lenzmeier was sixth 
on the Keystone/Northstar bike having 
taken over for John Jacob. The team ran 
most of the race in sixth and would fin- 
ish there, two laps down on the winners. 

With 31 laps in the books two races 
had formed up: Sadowski on the Honda 
900 chasing Rayborn II on the heavier 
Suzuki 1100 and, roughly fifteen seconds 
back, Honda-mounted Lynch now on 
Suzuki-mounted Barnes. Deatherage 
was the only other rider on the lead lap, 
though well back aboard another of the 
Honda CBR-900's. 

Sadowski made his first attack on the 
leader with a bold move on the brakes 
going under Rayborn into the turn 11 
horseshoe. But Rayborn answered back 
soon after and clung tenaciously to the 
lead. With the heat, and the pace of the 
leaders, there was some concern about 
tire wear, but T.P.M. Racing had made a 
change and Sadowski had made the 
right choice. 

^We knew there was a harder tire, 
but I chose a medium one. A couple of 
times I'd go real hard and it was spin- 
ning. Then I relaxed and I could go 
faster," Sadowski said. 

Sadowski made another probe with 
about 15 minutes to go, getting by 
Rayborn going into turn three, Rayborn 
immediately taking it back. But a few 
laps later Sadowski took the lead for 
good, using the same outbraking maneu- 
ver in turn eleven that he'd used much 
earlier, only this time he made it stick. 














By the end of the next full lap he had 
over a one-second lead which he 
increased to the end. 

“He gave me a great challenge and 
taught me a new way around Sears 
Point,” Sadowski said of Rayborn. 

“He not only learned from me, I 
learned from him, too,” Rayborn said. “I 
was trying so hard. I was just trying to 
keep it on two wheels and get it into the 
winner's circle.” 

The race for third came down to the 


last lap, Lynch taking the lead in turn- 


seven, Barnes taking it right back. Lynch 
saved his final charge for the final cor- 
ner, diving under Barnes on the brakes, 
only to get thrown from the saddle as he 
accelerated on exit. Barnes got the better 
drive and the final spot on the podium. 
"| knew he was waiting for the last 
lap and waiting for me to make a mis- 
take,” Barnes said. “In the last corner I 
overshot it on the brakes, but I got a 
good drive from way back. Like Tommy 
said to me after the race, 1 needed it 
more than he did. He was just sitting 
there waiting for the end.” eN

Moto Libert J 
Nankai long gone 
at Sears Point

SONOMA, CA, AUG. 28 

aking over the lead just past the 
T halfway mark of the 60-minute GTU 

Endurance Challenge, Moto 
Liberty /Nankai’s Takahito Mori quick- 
ened the pace and disappeared, winning 
by over 41 seconds on his first visit to 
Sears Point International Raceway. The 
victory, the team’s fourth, moved the 
Texas-based team into the lead in the 
GTU championship with just one round 
remaining in the series. 

Mori teamed with Doug Carmichael, 
the Texan still on the mend from a bro- 
ken wrist and willing to give up the con- 
trols of the team’s Suzuki GSXR600 at 
the earliest juncture. Carmichael pitted 
while in the lead on the 14th lap, tem- 
porarily dropping them to second until 
the second-placed team, Fastline/MCM 
Suzuki II, pitted several laps later. Mori's 
lead was up to 20 seconds with about 25 
minutes to go and he wasn’t slowing 
down. 

He would complete 33 laps (83.16 
miles) of the 2.52-mile track at an aver- 
age speed of 81.940 mph and would win 
by 41.926 seconds. 

4&6 Racing recovered from a stop- 
and-go penalty to finish second, 












Jonathan Cornwell teaming with fellow 
Canadian Owen Weichel. The penalty, 
for not wearing the proper armband at 
the start of the race, was assessed at the 
end of the sixth lap. The red (first rider) 
armband was fitted when he pulled in. 
But since the stop took about 20 seconds, 
and they finished nearly twice that 
behind the winner, it doesn’t appear to 
have affected the outcome of the race. 

The team that Cornwell passed to fin- 
ish second, Fastline/MCM Suzuki, was 
third, Craig Gleason and James 
Randolph about six seconds back despite 
having to use a spare engine in their 
Suzuki GSXR600. 

Northwest Racing recovered from an 
early spill to finish fourth. Lead rider 
Dean Mizdal crashed in turn seven just 
before he was supposed to pit. But the 
damage was minimal and And 
Fenwick rode the team’s Honda CBR600 
to the end, finishing well in front of 
American Flyers Mike Murphy who’d 
teamed with Todd Harrington. 

With just the Daytona AMA/CCS 
race remaining, Moto Liberty /Nankai's 
lead in the GTU championship is a sin- 
gle point, 304 points to 4&6 Racing's 303. 
Northwest Racing is third with 245. 

Despite a heavily-bandaged wrist, 
Carmichael jumped into the lead on a 
hot and windy Saturday afternoon. 
Weichel was an early second with James 
Randolph third and Mizdal fourth. 

On the next lap the order shuffled 
behind the leader with Randolph taking 
over second, Mizdal third, and Weichel 
fourth. Weichel was up to third on the 
next lap, holding it until he was forced in 
for the armband penalty. 

^We were standing on the front line 
and I noticed that I didn't have my arm- 
band. I asked the AMA official what to 
do and he said to go. The same guy 
pulled us in," Weichel said. "Every race 
something happens. 

The penalty dropped the team back 
to fifth as AI Salaverria put the JC Racing 
TZR250 Yamaha into fourth, just behind 
Mizdal, though not for long. Salaverria 
was into third on the eighth lap and up 
to second when Carmichael pitted on the 
thirteenth lap. 

“My wrist is so-so," Carmichael said. 
“I can go fast: It's just a matter of how 
long. It was starting to give out. I 
motioned to the team that I wanted to 
come in. I'm still learning the track big- 
time. It's technical. I was taking it easy 
and building up to it." 

A lap later and Salaverria's day was 
over when the engine on his JC Racing 
Yamaha seized in turn five. 

“It almost spit me off," said 
Salaverria, who had been teamed with 
Donnie Greene. "It started slowing 
down a little bit and then it locked. I was 
off the side of the bike and I caught my 
thigh on the footpeg. It was dragging me 
alongside the bike. I came from last on 
the grid and to work that hard and have 
that happen..." 

On the 15th lap Randolph had close 
to 12 seconds on Mori, Mizdal in his 
wake with Weichel a close fourth. 

Just past the halfway mark Cornwell 
took over for Weichel, the team briefly in 
fourth, then third when Mizdal fell 
before pitting. 

“We were having trouble with the 
front end the last few races," Mizdal 
said. "We upped the pace three seconds 
from practice and I got into turn seven a 
little too hot. I lost the front end. 
Nothing happened to the bike. It's not 
that bad considering. I made one com- 
plete lap and then came in. I really 
screwed up." 

Mizdal came in at about the 34- 
minute mark, Andy Fenwick in the sad- 
dle to the end. Craig Gleason replaced 
James Randolph on the same lap, though 
Randolph was hoping to stay out longer.

^We were going to stay out a little 
longer," Randolph said. "It was hot out 
there and I started burning my foot on 
the exhaust pipe." 

The race to the finish was then on, all 
the rider changes complete and about 25 
minutes remaining. Mori was in a very 
strong position at the front, a position he 
would strengthen. Pulling away at 
almost a second a lap he gave the team 
their fourth win of the year and bol- 
stered their championship hopes. 

“I got in one big slide and it tweaked 
the wrist," Carmichael said when asked 
if the team had any problems. "I got into 
a big slide in turn three and touched the 
cases down." 

One of the reasons that Cornwell 
couldn't make an impact on the leaders 
was a transmission problem which he 
discovered as soon as he got on the 4&6 
Racing Honda. 

“Owen was complaining that it was 
jumping out of gear," Cornwell said. "As 
soon as I got on it the transmission went 
out. I lost fourth and second. I could 
only use third. I had to by second into 
first and fourth is real handy here. 

“We couldn't have caught them. It’s 
really unfortunate we had that armband 
thing at the beginning. It looks like it’s 
going to be a race for the champi- 
onship,” Cornwell said. Weichel agreed. 
“Daytona’s the big one. We're going to 
give them a run for their money.” 

Gleason brought the Fastline/ МСМ 
Suzuki home third, about 5.7 seconds 





behind Cornwell. After the trouble they 
had in practice, and his lack of experi- 
ence at the circuit, he was happy to fin- 
ish on the podium. 

“We broke our good motor in prac- 
tice,” said Gleason, who was racing at 
Sears Point for the first time. "We're just 
happy to get up here.” 

About 40 seconds behind Gleason, 
Fenwick rode the Northwest Racing 
Honda into fourth, well in front of 
American Flyers Mike Murphy, the last 
rider to finish on the same lap as the 
leaders. CN

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EVENT Motorcycle Safety Foundation’s Gear Up ‘93

SAN DIEGO, CA, AUG. 20-22 

he Motorcycle Safety Foundation 
T hosted Gear Up ‘93 in San Diego to, 

in part, celebrate their 20th anniver- 
sary. Launched in 1973 and funded by 
Honda, Suzuki, Kawasaki, Yamaha and 
BMW, the foundation’s goal is to improve 
the safety of motorcyclists in the United 
States. The foundation has been training 
riders, one million of them so far, to be all 
that they can be in terms of safety. 

But the Gear Up ‘93 conference, which 
was held at the Sheraton Harbor Island 
Hotel was more than just a celebration of 
the fact that the Motorcycle Safety 
Foundation has been around for two 
decades. The event, which drew 265 peo- 
ple from across the country was not only 
a recognition of the strides being made in 
motorcycle safety, but it provided a set- 
ting for the attendees, many of them 
influential individuals in the motorcycle 
safety community, to get together and 
exchange their individual organization's 
ideas on how motorcycle safety is being 
dealt with in their areas of expertise. 

"The purpose of Gear Up is to create a 
forum for growth in the motorcycle safety 
profession," said MSF Vice-President 
Peter Fassnacht. "There is a powerful 
desire for motorcycle safety information 
and programming. We're here to develop 
our knowledge in key program areas." 

With that in mind, Gear Up presented 
panel-style seminars over the weekend 
that covered a variety of subjects, ranging 
from legal issues like the effects of good 
and bad motorcycle legislation to how 
court referral programs can be imple- 
mented to mandate that motorcyclists 
with traffic violations attend a rider train- 
ing course. Also covered were other safe- 
ty areas such as the impact motorcycle 
clubs have made on safety and how 
motorcycle organizations can best deal 
with the growing population of handi- 
capped riders. The subject matter was 
diverse, but Gear Up ‘93 created an 
opportunity for the segmented motorcy- 
cle safety community to come together 
and find a common ground.

Perhaps the most profound example 
of the need to work together was seen 
during the Sarturday luncheon, which 
was hosted by the Miller Brewing 
Company. During the luncheon, Brian 
Stovall, a member of the board of direc- 
tors of the Motorcycle Riders Foundation 
delivered a brief speech discussing the 
involvement of motorcyclist rights orga- 
nizations and state-run safety programs, 
and the importance of not judging these 
relationships by appearance. As Stovall, 
who was wearing a suit and tie, 
addressed the audience he stopped inter- 
mittently to remove a piece of clothing. 
By the time that he had finished speaking, 











Stovall looked very different than the 
business man who had begun on the 
podium. He concluded his address in a T- 
shirt, leather jacket and cap, and leather 
riding chaps. 

“As you have seen in the last few min- 
utes, appearance is only the surface," 
Stovall said. "What really counts is how 
we involve ourselves with each other to 
meet the needs of riders and ensure the 
continuation of motorcycling. For the last 
two days, Гуе met many of you wearing 
that suit. For the rest of the weekend, I'll 
be dressed more like this. I hope we will 
be able to have the same discussions 
either way." 

Though Gear Up “93 lasted well into 
Sunday, the premier event on the agenda 


was the MSF 20th Anniversary Banquet 
Celebration on Saturday night. AMA 
President Ed Youngblood addressed the 
audience, applauding the efforts of the 
MSF and the motorcycling industry's 
dedication to safety. 

“We need to be grateful for an indus- 
try that has taken a committed and long- 
term interest in its own customers,” said 
Youngblood. “This commitment has 
resulted in an organization that, time and 
again, proves itself capable of outstand- 
ing curriculum development.” 

Youngblood pointed out that the 
strides made in the safety field were 
largely due to the unselfish efforts of 
many of those in the room. 

“Especially, we need to be grateful for 
the dedication and energy of countless 
enthusiasts, low-paid instructors and vol- 
unteers who have become the national 
delivery system,” Youngblood said. “I 
firmly believe that no one anywhere has 
had to pay what a rider education course 
is truly worth, either in an abstract sense 
or in real value for time, knowledge, and 
personnel. The American motorcycle 
safety movement is an example of a com- 
munity of people helping themselves, 
and we would have to look a long way to 
find a better example of government, 
industry and involved citizens working 
together.” 

But Youngblood also stressed that the 
quest for a 100% safe motorcycling com- 
munity is an ongoing effort. 

“We need to honor ourselves for what 
we have done, but then we must look for- 
ward to anticipate and prepare for the 
challenges that face us,” said 
Youngblood. 
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MSF gears up in celebration 


Youngblood pointed out areas which 
he feels warrant attention such as: 

1) Guarding against the dilution of 
quality rider education in the form of 
mandatory rider training. 

2) Continuing to emphasize that safe 
operation is rooted in attitude; how we 
dress is important as how skillfully we 
operate our motorcycles. 

3) Working for improved rider licens- 
ing and further exploring its positive link 
with rider education. 

4) Revisiting the role of research in 
rider safety. 

“The level of sophistication that rider 
training has achieved has indicates that it 
is time that it is time for us to learn more 
about the complex relationship between 
rider and machine...We 
know so much about what 
happens after the accident, 
but we need to know more 
about what happens 
before,” Youngblood said. 

Youngblood said that 
the motorcycle safety com- 
munity’s efforts and goal 
would go a long way 
toward helping motorcy- 
clists to gain respect in a 
transportation pool where 
they are still largely treat- 
ed like second-class citi- 
zens. 

“We must not find our- 
selves apologizing for who 
we are and what we do,” 
Youngblood said. “We are 
not a public burden, and to 
the contrary, we have 
knowledge to share with 
others about self reliance, 
personal joy, and communi- 
ty effort.” 

MSF President Alan R. 
Isley presented the John E. 
Harley Memorial Award, traditionally 
given in recognition of an individual who 
exemplifies the efforts and goals of the 
motorcycle safety community. But in a 
surprise break from that tradition, Isley 
announced that the MSF was symbolical- 
ly presenting the award to the more than 
15,000 MSF RiderCourse instructors, 270 
Chief Instructors and the thousands of 
Motorcyclist-Licensing Examiners, and 
countless administrators and coordina- 
tors of all kinds who have served the 
motorcycle community for the past 20 
years. Youngblood accepted the award 
on their behalf and will place it in the 
AMA Motorcycle Heritage Museum in 
Westerville, Ohio. 

The seminars were wrapped up on 
Sunday, and Fassnacht brought Gear Up 
“93 to a close with some thoughts on the 
future of motorcycle safety and rider edu- 
cation programming. 

“Technology is changing,” Fassnacht 
said. “ From MSF's standpoint, we've 
already begun an inquest into these high- 
tech solutions (to rider training), such as 
Honda's motorcycle simulator. But the 
cost of this new technology is extremely 
high." 

Fassnacht said that the alternative to 
this new technology is a continued 
strengthening and refinement of rider 
education and safety programs. 

"Safety is necessary to maintain 
growth," Fassnacht said. "It's very easy to 
forget our motorcycling roots. We need to 
remember those roots and remember the 
needs of the motorcycling community. 
That way we can safely help new riders 
who want to discover today's motorcy- 
cling." N

otocross schools aren't exactly 
M a new idea. In fact, MX schools 

have been around for a long 
time. Gary Bailey started it all in 
this country in the late “60s and 
he still holds classes today. 
Bailey was a top National 
MX racer and his stepson, 
David Bailey, went on to 
become a  multi-time 
National MX and Super- 
cross Champion. 

After Bailey, there was 
the Suzuki School of 
Motocross that was conduct- 
ed at southern California's 
Carlsbad Raceway during 
the mid-"70s, that featured a 
variety of top MXers of that 
time, including former 500cc 
National Champion Mark 
Blackwell, as instructors. The 
Suzuki-sponsored school was unique 
in that it supplied well-maintained 
Suzuki RM motocross bikes for the stu- 
dents. 

MX schools soon popped up all over 
the place, most of them featuring instruc- 
tion from top National MX racers and 
many former National Champions, such 
as Tony Distefano, Donnie Hanson, Gary 
Semics, Steve Wise, Rick Johnson, Marty 
Smith, Jimmy Weinert and Russ Darnell. 
Most are still in business. 





A new motocross school recently 
emerged on the scene and held its very 
first session at Perris Raceway in Perris, 
California, this summer. But this school 
isn't your average everyday MX school. 
What makes it different is that it is for 
women only. 

Southern Californian Tami Rice, who 
formed the Women's Motorsport 
Association (WMSA) several years ago, 
is the brainchild behind the WMSA/ 
Mercedes Gonzalez Women's MX 
School, which is designed to help entry- 
level women racers get started in the 
sport of motocross, provide women 
with information they need to compete 
in motocross events, generate more 
interest from women in the sport, and, 
perhaps the single-most important rea- 
son, to improve each student's riding

The inaugural one-day school attract- 
ed 30 riders. Part of the lure of the school 
was no doubt the fact that the instructor 
was five-time AMA Women’s Amateur 
National MX Champion Mercedes 
Gonzalez. She was assisted by fellow rac- 
ers Brenda Hannah (no relation to multi- 
time Supercross and National MX 
Champion Bob Hannah) and Rice. 

During the course of the day, Gonzalez 
demonstrated a variety of proper riding 
techniques then stopped and talked with 
the students and answered questions. 
Each student then would try to duplicate 
the demonstrated techniques by going 
through the obstacles over and over again. 

“I give them a little encouragement 





and before I know it, they're doing things 
like double jumps and tabletops," said 
Gonzalez. "It's neat to see them pump 
their fists after they have accomplished a 
certain technique. 
"It seemed that most of the 
women needed work with their 
cornering techniques," said 
Gonzalez. "Things like body 
position, throttle control, 
braking and how to gas it out 
of the turns. Most women 
really need to work in these 
areas." 
After the first hour or so 
of riding, the students took a 
break out of the saddle while 
Kawasaki Team Green tech- 
nician Jerry Campbell 
worked with them on basic 
bike setup and maintenance. 
"Most of the girls needed 
softer front fork springs," said 
Campbell. "We found after 
installing the new springs the girls 
rode smoother and their riding abili- 
ties improved." 

One of the day's sessions included 
jumping, involving both tabletops and 
doubles. One young lady who made 
rapid improvement in her jumping skills 
was 20-year-old Ashley Keefer, who start- 
ed the session by rolling over two jumps 
that she would later learn to double. 

"I started racing about one month ago 
and now I feel super confident," said 
Keefer. "My mother really wanted me to 




































go to a school, actually, she supports all 
learning institutions. So here I am, and I 
have really learned a lot from this 
School. 

“Tve also met a lot of other girls with 
the same interests as me and we have dis- 
cussed plans for practicing and getting 
together after the class," said Keefer. 

Some of the students have attended 
other MX schools but felt they learned 
more from the women's-only school. 

"Other schools have not been helpful 
for me," said 29-year-old Lydia Couch. 
"They are too general and not very per- 
sonal. This class was great; it was very 
personal and really put the perspective on 
the woman's aspect of racing. 

“I think I'm ready to beat some of the 
guys now,” said Couch. “I really learned a 
lot and can't wait to race!" 

Following the jump session, the class 
turned to passing techniques, which bene- 
fited at least one rider - 13-year-old 
Jasmine Reid, who admitted that she is a 
little intimidated by the guys when it 
comes to passing. 

"I've been racing for three months 
now, but I'm a little scared of the boys,” 
said Reid. "Here, T learned more about 
how to pass and think Im ready to try out 
what I learned in my next race." 

The final lesson was proper starting 
procedures. 

When it was all over, the students 
assembled for an informal graduation ses- 
sion in which each student received a cer- 
tificate. 

“Just watching them improve from 
hour to hour is amazing,” said Gonzalez 
at the end of the day. “The girls really 
want to do it, but they get down from 
time to time because they think certain 
techniques are a ‘guys only’ thing, but 
then they see other girls do a double jump 
and they realize, ‘Hey, I can do this.’ 

“This is a nice birthday present,” said 
Gonzalez. “I turn 30 tomorrow and it 
makes me feel great to see so many 
women interested in getting involved 
with the sport of motocross.” 

“We plan to do one more school at the 
tail end of 1993,” said Rice of her future 
plans. “Then we want to take the school 
on the road in 1994 and hope to hold at 
least six schools at various locations across 
the country.” 

And what is the cost to enroll? 
According to Rice, the price is $30 for 
WMSA members and $40 for non-mem- 
bers.

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TECH Husqvarna & Husaberg Four-Stroke GP MXers 








Thumpers are definitely back!

T he 29th day of August will go down 





in the annals of motocross history as 
the day that "real" motorcycles 
finally struck back. Б 

For that is the date when Belgian 
Jacky Martens wrapped up the 1993 
World Championship 500cc MX title in 
Switzerland on a four-stroke-powered 
motorcycle - a 633cc Husqvarna to be 
exact. 

Not since 1965 when Jeff Smith won 
the 500cc title aboard a BSA has a World 
Championship MX crown been won on 
a motorcycle powered by a four-stroke 
engine. And the last rider to win a GP 
moto aboard a four-stroke was works 
BSA rider Dave Nicoll, on August 10, 
1969, in Luxembourg. This four-stroke 
moto win drought lasted nearly 24 years 
and happily came to an end when 
Martens won the Finnish 500cc MX GP 
on the 23rd day of May this year. 

It was late last autumn, 1992, that the 
motocross commission of the FIM decid- 
ed to allow four-strokes up to a capacity 
of 650сс to compete on equal terms with 
the two-strokes on the 500cc GP circuit. 

The move was justified by the sport's 
elders as an attempt to breathe new life 
into the once all-important series which 
was being undermined by the with- 
drawal of the final Japanese factory sup- 
port from Honda and Kawasaki. 

A capacity advantage for the four- 
strokes with their less efficient firing 
cycle is nothing new; the FIM road racing 
hierarchy acknowledged the handicap in 
their TT formula as long ago as 1977. 

Just two leading riders - Martens and 
Husaberg newcomer Joel Smets - have 
taken up the cudgels to represent the 
four-stroke renaissance this year. 

Ironically neither man was influenced 
in his decision to ride a four-stroke by 
the FIM rule change. 

“I had already signed up with 
Husaberg several weeks before the limit 
was increased to 650cc,” explained 
Smets, who was a mere four months old 
when Dave Nicoll won in Luxembourg. 
“1 use a 600 in international races, but 
that would’ve been allowed anyway. So 
much on my GP bike is hand-made that 
we do not have enough parts for me to 
race it in less important events. My GP 
bike for this year is just over 530cc and 
has virtually the same power as the 500 
which I initially tested and which 
Bartolini rode two years ago." 

The 530cc capacity Husaberg is not, 
as might have been expected, a 500 
stroked to its physical limit. Guido 
Vertemati, himself a GP regular 15 years 
back, explained, "The engine is a short- 
stroke motor so that we can maintain 
high rpm. It is unlikely that we will try 
to make a bigger engine." 

Martens has of course been with 
Team Husqvarna since the winter of 
1991/2: "KTM only had bikes and 
bonuses for me after my second place in 
the World Championship, and the offer 
came along from Husqvarna. The switch 
to four-strokes didn't worry me as I had 
always ridden a KTM four-stroke at least 
once a year in non-championship 
events." 

Eleventh in the title chase on the 
500cc Husqvarna model last year, 
Martens firmly believes he should have 
finished higher. ^I was essentially signed 
up to develop the bike last year, but my 
results were very inconsistent because 
my mechanic was not putting the bike 
together properly," said Martens. "I 
don't have this problem anymore now 
that Graham Kent is working for me." 








Kent, the volatile cockney character 
who wrenched for Holland's John Van 
den Berk, who earned the 250cc title in 
1988, and worked for American Mike 
Healey in his silver medal campaign in 
1991, had just completed a year in car 
racing when the "calling" came. "I 
thought it was some of my mates having 
a joke when I got a call and a woman 
asked me if I was interested in working 
for the Cagiva group. I don't know why 
they asked me, perhaps they remem- 
bered me from a few years back when I 
worked with them for Gert-Jan Van 
Doorn. I think it irked a few people 
when I landed what is effectively the 
only factory motocross mechanic job in 
Europe." 

Four-strokes are nothing new to Kent. 
"I learned my trade in my dad's shop 
working on the big-bore road bikes and 
the Husky is simple compared with 
that," said Kent. 

Although the name Husqvarna is 
Swedish, the brand has been exclusively 
designed and built in Italy since Cagiva, 
which also owns Ducati and is by far 
the largest bike manufacturer outside 
Japan, acquired the name in the late 
‘80s. 

The Husqvarna hopes with Martens 
and Kent for 1993 were not in doubt at 
the start of the season. “After just the 
first month together we achieved as 
much as in the whole of last year,” said 
the lanky 29-year-old Belgian, Martens.

“And we continued to test. Cagiva want- 
ed the world title this year. They reacted 
immediately to any requests or sugges- 
tions and there were four engineers 
working full-time on the project at 
Varese; Kent is the only off-road 
mechanic allowed in the main Cagiva 
R&D department. People were surprised 
when [ went out for the second and third 
races in Austria after my nose was bro- 
ken into seven pieces by a rock in race 
one, but with that commitment from the 
factory, they had the right to expect that 
from me.” 

Martens was an awful sight in 
Sittendorf, Austria, his riding gear splat- 
tered with blood and a combination of 
tear-offs and Roll-Offs drilled onto the 
outside of his helmet. “We were lucky 
that no one protested because the holes 
invalidated the helmet stamp. We also 
had to drill other holes for ventilation,” 
said Martens. 

By the end of the third race, Martens’ 
left eye had also closed right up and he 
only had about a 30-degree field of 
vision through the Roll-Offs. 

The factory specials from Husqvarna 
and Husaberg bear little resemblance to 
the mild-mannered production four- 
strokes of recent years which have been 
aimed predominantly at the “gentleman 
racer,” often of advanced years. 

The Husaberg factory effort with 
Smets is through the Italian importers 
HIC, run by the Vertemati brothers - 
Alvaro and Guido - with their cousin 
Marcello. Guido and Smets’ long-term 
mechanic Ludo Van der Veken accom- 
panied Smets to the GPs, while Alvaro 
concentrated on the World 
Championship Enduro Series with 
Jaroslav Katrinek, the Czech ace who 
won the 1991 World title for Husaberg. 








Marcello worked on bench-top develop- 
ment back at. Husaberg Italia in 
Triuggio, which is located close to 
Monza. 

“Not much of my bike is made in 
Sweden,” said Smets, who finished third 
in the ‘93 World Championship 500cc 
MX Series, “The frame was altered, as 
was the gearbox, and a special carbure- 
tor is from Dell’Orto. In the engine, the 
crank, the camshaft, and the piston have 
all been changed. The 1.56-gallon tank is 
made of aluminum, and the sprockets 
were changed.” 

The weight of the big Husaberg 
dropped down to 237.6 pounds and spe- 
cial Pirelli tires, White Power forks, 
Renthal handlebars, Awak Filters, 
Braking discs with Brembo Calipers, 
Regina Chain, a Tecnosel Seat, NGK 
Spark Plugs and Akront Wheels com-

pleted the aftermarket sponsors and sup- 
pliers, while leading sports drink com- 
pany Isostad and Springoil were the 
leading financial backers. 

“I can't afford to own a Mercedes on 
my salary, but at least I am getting paid 
and all of the material is supplied," said 
Smets. "It's a long way from my first full 
GP season in 1990 when I was still work- 
ing full-time making computer circuits. I 
had just one bike, a small truck, and we 
used to sleep in a tent. I didn't mind 
that. I think it was good for the charac- 
ter; it helps me to appreciate even more 
every little piece of help I get. 

"| tested the Husaberg before the San 
Marino GP last June, but I had ridden 
Hondas for five years and after my 
fourth place in the championship last 
year, I felt I owed it to them to find out 
what they could offer me, which was 
nothing, not even a special price. I 
would have had to buy my bikes and 
parts from a dealer. 

“1 am still learning to ride the four- 





stroke to its limit and our initial aim was 
top five in the world, but after the first 
three GPs, I felt confident to go for the 
title. I got my starts sorted out." 

With the 250cc "factory bikes" of the 
present era, which are little more than 
production bikes with bolt-on aftermar- 
ket parts, Martens' Husqvarna is per- 
haps the only real works special in 
motocross, and it has been tailor-made 
for the hard-riding Belgian. 

“Т didn't have to adapt my style to 
suit the bike," said Martens. "We 
changed the character of the engine so 
that it rides like a two-stroke. It can 
never be exactly the same, but I can open 
the throttle without it always pulling a 
wheelie and putting me on my back. I 
have been rearing out of the gate a bit in 
the early races, but that was down to the 
clutch and we eventually corrected the 
problem. 

"The 633cc motor is much better than 
the 500 or even the 600. I needed to ride 
wide open all the time on the 500; there 








was simply not enough power. The new 
ruling came a little late, but the factory 
worked non-stop since to get my 633 
ready. 

"]t has a four-speed gearbox, but I 
only use three in the race. 1 only use first 
so that I don't have to run such low revs 
going from the pits to the startline.” 

The extent of the technical develop- 
ment becomes clear when you talk to 
Kent. “By the time I joined the team, the 
new FIM rule had been made and we 
tested 575, 600, and 633cc motors. The 
575 was very revvy and might've been 
very good for some tracks, but we made 
a conscious decision to stick to one 
engine and went for the long-stroke 633. 
It would not have been such a problem 
just to switch motors, but we found that 
we needed to make major changes to the 
suspension with the different motors 
and this was simply not practical. 

"We tried three-, four-, five-, and 
even six-speed gearboxes before settling 
on four; the rear sprocket is more critical 
with three (gears) and top was also not 
quite high enough. 

"Exhaust pipe diameter plays an 
ever-increasing role, not only from the 
noise perspective, but also in terms of 
power. We got the noise down to 99 
decibels at 4000 rpm. 

^We did a lot of work with materials. 
The factory has a wealth of knowledge 
from their Superbike involvement and 
we were given valves made of several 
different compounds to test. I also 
learned quite a lot about materials last 
year when I worked for a car team and 
we corrected the deficit in clutch slip by 
using different material for the plates. 
For example, Jacky couldn't keep the 
front wheel down in Austria, but that 
problem was eliminated for Sweden." 

Widespread use of titanium - not just 
bolts but also con-rod, footpegs, shock 
spring and discs (the latter an alloy) - 
dropped the weight of the Husqvarna 
down to 231 pounds, the equivalent of a 
good Honda (CR500 two-stroke), while 
the Showa upside-down factory fork at 
$10,000 a set were preferred by Martens 
to the conventional Marzocchis as well 
as saving another kilo in weight. 

The relationship with the Ducati engi- 
neers also produced a computerized 
electronic ignition. “You dial it in from a 
laptop computer. The beauty of it is that 
you can program it relative to the throt- 
tle position with a different advance and 




































retard throughout the range," said Kent. 

The big question, however, is how 
long will it be before more four-strokes 
appear in the results? 

“If the bike proves to be reliable then 
the factory knows that it is strong 
enough to go into production," said 
Martens, a rider who acknowledges that 
he punishes his material more than 
most. “I think it is too late for this year, 
but I would expect the factory to be gear- 
ing up for production of GP replicas by 
next summer. 

"The power of the production 610 is 
already very good, though, and Mike 
Carter has shown in England that you 
can make a very fast bike from it; he has 
made a 610 replica for me and the power 
characteristics are very similar to my GP 
bike." 

Smets too has a positive outlook of 
the Husaberg. "I had no problem switch- 
ing to riding a four-stroke because I 
think it was my style. Already on my 
two-stroke, I was always looking for the 
fluid lines approaching a turn from the 
outside and cutting across the inside and 
powering out rather than squaring off 
the turn or riding the outside berm like 
Dirk Geukens does. I don't think other 
young riders would have difficulty in 
switching to a four-stroke. The power 
comes in more smoothly than on a two- 
stroke, and this encourages you to ride a 
nicer line. I think it makes you a better 
rider." 

Sadly, there seems little hope ofa 
Smets replica on general sale. "We are 
strictly a racing team and just don't have 
the resources to go into production," 
admitted Guido. 

The enthusiasm and optimism of the 
two "thumper" stars and their teams is 
beyond question and Martens, never 
afraid to speak his mind, is confident 
enough to predict a rosy future both for 
himself and the four-strokes. “After win- 
ning the World Championship this year, 
the Japanese will be fighting amongst 
themselves to be the first to get a com- 
petitive four-stroke in the GPs," said 
Martens. "I bet they already have bikes 
in development." 

“I think four-strokes have a big future 
in motocross," concluded Martens. “The 
sound is more pleasant, and there is 
tremendous interest from the spectators 
and sponsors. In the end, the customer 
gets what he demands. Just wait and 
see!" с

CMC Trans-Cal MX Series Round: 2 


Upton unbeatable 
at Barona Oaks MX

RAMONA, CA, AUG. 29 
9 ensational Don Upton took his Tim 











Morgan-tuned NCY/Yoko-backed 

Yamahas and literally pounded on 
the competition by winning all four 
motos in the 125cc and 250cc Pro classes 
during round two of the CMC Asics- 
Bieffe Trans-Cal Nationals at Barona 
Oaks. 

Upton left little hope for the competi- 
tion as he displayed near flawless riding 
style en route to his domination in the Pro 
class while other top pro riders seemed to 
falter through the jump-filled hillside 
track. 

Weather and track conditions were 
excellent for the start of the first 250cc Pro 
race. When the gate dropped Upton and 
Suzuki rider Mike Metzger got the jump 
on the field as they raced into the first 
turn. Spud Walters and Larry Brooks 
were close behind. On the first lap Upton 
and Metzger entered the stadium whoops 
side by side. Metzger went for the early 
pass and ended up colliding with Upton. 

“I just got out of shape and went 
down.” Metzger said. “My bike broke in 
the crash and I had to grab my 125.” 

After the confrontation Upton 
dropped back a few spots. At this point 
Walters had the lead with Brooks and 
NCY rider Tommy Clowers following. 
Before the end of the first lap Upton start- 
ed riding like a madman and worked his 
way back into the lead, but he ended up 
giving the spot up and falling back to 
fourth. Walters was in the lead on the 
third lap and started to pull some dis- 
tance on the pack. With only a few laps 
remaining, Walters had command of the 
moto until the unthinkable happened. 








“I tripled into the whoops and cased 
in on the third jump, and ended up 
breaking my brake lever,” Walters said. “ 
I tried to get going again, but at that point 
my rhythm was jacked.” 

With Walters out, Brooks became the 
point man as Upton started to kick in the 
afterburners. As the closing laps were in 
sight, Brooks started to slow and Upton 
came in for the kill. 

“I started to slow when my bike start- 
ed to feel strange,” Brooks said. Brooks’ 
demise was caused because his rear 
spokes started to come loose. 

Upton seized the lead on the last lap 
and cruised in for the win. Brooks hob- 
bled in to hold onto second with Walters 
and Dustin Evans in the third and fourth 
spots. 

The second moto proved to be 
uneventful as Upton proceeded to pull 
the holeshot and put on a riding clinic for 
the crowd. Tommy Clowers and Larry 
Brooks ran in the second and third spots 
for the entire moto. As the checkered flag 
dropped, Upton had won the 250cc Pro 
overall and was ready to move on to the 
125cc class. 

In the 125cc Pro class Upton again 
proved unstoppable as he won both 
motos from the drop of the gate to the 
toss of the black and white. Upton pulled 
his patented holeshot in the start of the 
first moto and rode his own race. With 
Upton out front, the race was for the run- 
nerüup spots. At the start Eric Anderson 
held the second spot with Lex Malan and 
Joel Albrecht hot on his tail. Metzger, a 
pre-race favorite went down in a first 
turn pile up and never managed to get 
his bike restarted. Anderson held on to 
second as Walters charged through the 
pack after suffering from a poor start. 
Walters had worked his way to third 
until he went down in a slick turn and 
then ended up throwing a chain. 

By the halfway point things really 
started to fall apart for the riders chasing 
Upton. Malan grabbed the second spot as 
Anderson faltered. On the next lap Terry 
Parsons took over second and on the 











same lap Malan tossed away third place 
through the treacherous whoops. By the 
end of the moto things started to calm 
down as Upton cruised across the finish. 
Parsons ended up second and Clowers 
finished third. 

During the second moto Metzger 
made Upton earn the win as the two rid- 
ers went at it throughout the nine-lap 
race. 

Upton led the field into the first turn 
to what looked like another run away 
victory. Greg Schnell held second for the 
first lap until Metzger took his PPS 
Suzuki into second. Metzger quickly 
reeled in Upton and latched onto his rear 
fender. The two riders waged a private 
war as they went at it lap after lap until 
the end. Metzger was going berserk try- 
ing to pass Upton. At one point the two 
riders locked handlebars over a large set 
of doubles and miraculously they both 
cheated potential disaster. When all was 
said and done, Upton came out on top. 
Schnell held on for third as Malan came 
out on top of a hard fought battle for 
fourth. cN

John Rogers showed he could handle his Honda 
in the mud after Mountain View Off-Road 
Raceway experienced its first rain out in its two- 
year history in Tucson Saturday night.

Over 200 riders from four states showed up at 
the opening round of the Birch Creek 
Motorsports Grand Championship Series to 
compete for nearly $40,000 worth of awards and 
contengencies in the three race series. 

The riders were greeted with an excellently 
prepped course thanks to the new underground 
watering system, and Kawasaki-mounted 
Sidney Williams made the best of it as he 
hooked up and roosted away with two class 
wins.

Williams hardest task of the day came when 
he lined up for the Unlimited BúC class. When 
the gate dropped for the first moto it was Paige 
Hilliard who took the holeshot over Green and 
Williams. Hilliard held the lead for the first cir- 
cuit until he gave into the pressure of Green's 
pass attempts as Green slid into the top spot. 
Williams then started to work on Hilliard for the 
next two laps before getting into the second pos- 
tion, but Green was well on his way to the first 
moto win. Chad Newton brought his RMá125 
through the pack at a blazing pace to work his 














way into third by the checkerd flag, dropping 
Hilliard to fourth. Randy Womack put in a 
strong ride to round out the top five in moto 
one. 

Hilliard again jumped out front at the start 
of moto two, only this time it was Newton hot in 
pursuit ahead of Williams and Womack. Moto 
one winner Green gated poorly and was just out 
of the top five. Hilliard and Newton went at it 
tooth-and-natl for the first couple of laps in a 
very physical battle. The two riders even came 
together in midflight off a big downhill ski 
jump, which sent Newton on a slight detour off 
the track. Newton lost his concentration after the 
tangle and was unable to get things back togeth- 
er, and dropped just out of the top five. Williams 
made the best of Newton’s troubles and went to 
work on Hilliard up front. Green’s Suzuki 
RM125 was smoking as he came slicing through 
the field to catch up to the lead pair of Williams 
and Hilliard. Williams had made the move just 
in time for the lead and put Hilliard between 
himself and Green, so by the time Green worked 
his way by, the race was history. Williams went 
on to take the win and overall. Green’s strong 
moto rides netted him the runner-up spot on the 
day ahead of moto two third place finisher 
Womack. Hilliard stayed consistent to take 
fourth for the day over Newton. 

North Carolina mini ace Stephen Martin eas- 
ily walked away with both moto wins in the 
50cc Pee Wee class with the same style that 
earned him the AMA Amateur National Title in 
the 50cc 7-year-old class at Loretta Lynns just a 
week earlier.

he would take the overall when he convincingly 
won the 2nd moto, but it was Garin Frost over- 
coming heat, crashes and the relentless pursuit 
of 22 other motocrossers to capture the win.

Huffman, Highland haul at 
Clarks Branch Motocross

ROSEBURG, OR, AUG.22 

Southern Oregon speedsters, Ryan Huffman and 
Shawn Highland, stole the show at the Clarks 
Branch Motocross round of the Cycle Trax-spon- 
sored Motocross Northwest-sanctioned Summer 
Series. 

Huffman, taking a break from the AMA 
125cc National Motocross Series, rode two 
amazing motos to top the combined Pro class on 
his 250cc Kawasaki, while Highland picked up a 
pair of overall wins, posting Before the Hill and 
125cc Intermediate victories on a pair of 
Suzukis. 

Highland totally trounced the competition in 
what was a combined Up the Hill/Before the 
Hill/250cc Intermediate class, easily winning 
both motos. Highland initially had to pass 
Honda riders John Williams and Brian 
Worthington before settling into a lead all to 
himself. After that, Highland, who looks to soon 
join the Pro ranks, breezed to a win ahead of 
Williams, who won the shootout between him- 
self and Worthington. Hondaümounted Willard 
Coleman, the Up the Hill winner and Mike 
Griffing filled out the top five spots at moto's 
end. 

Highland jumped into the lead in the second 
moto and was never headed. Williams and 
Worthington battled for second behind 
Highland, until Worthington bailed off after 
some serious air time and allowed Scott White 
to nab third behind Highland and Williams. 
Coleman clobbered the Up the Hill class for a 
1û1 win over Bill Dillard and Tim Brink. 

Eric Graves put and end to Highland’s 
chances of a perfect sweep for the day, but that 
was only due to a highspeed crash by 
Highland while pulling out a huge lead in the 
250cc Intermediate class’ second moto. Highland 
easily won the first contest, though, and backed 
it with an incredible comeüfromübehind charge 
to finish second moto two to capture the overall 
win. 

Team Green’s Huffman rode father Ralph 
Huffman’s track grooming to perfection and 
totally ravaged the combined Pro class in both 
motos. Huffman had to fend off Husky rider 
Lance Burgess for part of lap one in the first 
lengthy contest, but the northern Californian 
couldn’t get enough thump out of his 
fourüstroke to reel Huffman in, and Huffman 
scored a lonely win after Tim Phillis and Steve 
Nelson both had problems.

Diem 
was on the inside of Lewis but got to far side- 
ways, found one of the holes, and high-sided to 
the track surface and out of contention. On the 
following circuit McBride moved past three of 
the four front-runners and focused on leader 
Rick Secoolish. Through laps two and three 
McBride found the track surface rough enough 
to convince him that another line needed to be 
taken if he was going to beat Secoolish. Out of 
turn four McBride took the high road, and on 
the back straight went by Secoolish and into first 
for the win. Meanwhile, Lewis had been run- 
ning down Secoolish for second, and he got by 
only inches before the finish line. 

Scratch victories were on the chopping block 
as five-time Division Two winner Secoolish was 
unseated by Gene Wilmarth, who led from start 
to finish for his first win in only two appear- 
ances at Champion Speedway.

Woodard waxes 'em at 
Glen Helen Motocross _

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, AUG. 28 

Danny Woodard proved that he is quite capable 
of handling a 250cc machine as he captured the 
250cc Novice class at round one of the 16th 
Annual California Racing Club's Tri-Race Series 
held at the well-groomed Glen Helen racing 
facility in San Bernardino. Even the weather 
took a breather from the unusually hot muggy 
climate, which has been around since the AMA 
National, to give the racers a comfortably warm 
beautiful day. 

The track had seen minor changes since the 
125/250 Pro AMA race, and all the racers were 
looking forward to getting their wheels dirty on 
the National-caliber course. 

Woodard had borrowed his dad's KX250 
after his 125 Suzuki couldn't be repaired in time 
for the series. Danny Bushey grabbed the 
holeshot in the first 250cc Novice moto only to 
get pushed out of the groove before he ever 
made it to the second turn. Jimmie Deever came 
through turn two with Woodard, Dan “Sky” 
King and then Bushey leading the large pack of 
riders around the front section of the track. As 








the riders headed towards the back section 
Deever backed off the pace drastically, giving 
up the lead to Woodard who had King hound- 
ing him as they went up the big uphill sweeper. 
The two remained locked in a tight battle up 
until they hit the long double in front of the 
grandstand. 

Woodard cleared the pair of jumps cleanly, 
but Cook came up short, almost stopping his 
Yamaha in its tracks. This gave Woodard some 
breathing room for the next couple of laps. 
Meanwhile, back in the pack, Mark Higham and 
Mike Maute were working the masses as they 
made their way up the ranks. 

Higham had worked his way up to fourth by 
midrace and was breathing down King's neck. 
One lap later third belonged to Higham. One 
more lap and Woodard made his first error, 
grabbing a handful of throttle as he exited a 
hairpin turn and sending the big KX in a full 
360-degree spin. Woodard recovered perfectly, 
making the mishap look almost intentional, and 
held onto the lead only giving up a few bike 
lengths. 

Woodard took the white flag on the next lap 
and managed to pull away from Cook as he 
made his final lap around the challenging 
course. Cook finished a lonely second as there 
was a gap back to Higham in third. Rounding 
out the top five were King and Maute. 

As the riders funnelled down into the first 
turn for moto two the holeshot belonged to 
Higham, but his lead was short-lived as 
Woodard used the long double jump to fly up 
and over Higham into the lead. Brad Schultz 
and Deever were next, followed by Maute and 
Bushey. Deever was on the gas and began to reel 
in Schultz as Maute pulled to the side of the 
track to check on a possible problem with his 
KTM, and then rejoined the race a few moments 
later. 

Up front, Woodard got squirrelly in the 
same corner that had given him problems in the 
first moto, allowing Higham to close in. 
Woodard went wide and clipped a hay bale, 
stalling his KX, and Higham took over the lead. 
Schultz had taken over second before Woodard 
restarted the KX, but once underway Woodard 
began to reel in Schultz's Suzuki. 

With the overall victory on the line, 
Woodard rocketed around the back section of 
the track. Woodard wasn't the only rider having 
problems this moto as Deever's Yamaha disinte- 
grated a wheel after going through the doubles, 
ending an impressive charge. It took two laps 
before Woodard had closed in on Schultz, but 
once he did, the Suzuki rider did his best to 
block the KX rider. Woodard backed off to check 
out Schultz's lines, and then just after the big 
tabletop dove to the inside for a clean pass, 
moving into second. 

Higham hadn't been waiting for Woodard to 
get by Schultz and had built an insurmountable 
gap to take the win, but it was Woodard's 1-2 
moto scores that gave him the overall victory in 
his first race aboard a 250. Higham's 3-1 secured 
him second overall in \ front of Cook's 2-4.

Brian Miller hooked the big one at the 
Muskegon Motorcycle Club's last race of the 
season.
